Fire  Escapes ;  Power  of  City  to  require  Buildings  to  be  provided  with — 

In  answer  to  a  motion  directing  him  to  report  "if  there  is  any  law  authorizing 
the  city  government  to  compel  owners  and  lessees  of  public  buildings  to 
properly  protect  the  same  with  proper  fire  escapes" 743 

City  Attorney  Held,  "That,  under  the  charter,  the  city  has  full  power,  by 
ordinance,  to  regulate  and  control  all  such  buildings ;  and  that  an  ordinance 
now  in  force,  that  was  ordained  and  established  February  7th,  1877,  in  my 
opinion,  covers  all  such  cases.  Section  1  of  that  ordinance  makes  it  the  duty 
of"  all  owners  and  lessees  of  such  buildings  to  provide  the  same  with  good 
and  sufficient  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  such  machinery  and  appa- 
ratus for  the  extinguishment  of  fire,  as  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  and  Fire 
Board  shall,  after  an  examination  of  the  building,  deem  necessary.  Section 
2  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  and  Fire  Board  to  examine 
all  such  buildings,  and  determine  what,  if  any,  changes  are  necessary  to  be 
made  as  to  the  mode  and  means  of  exit  therefrom,  and  what,  if  any,  addi- 
tional machinery  or  apparatus  is  necessary  to  be  placed  therein  for  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fire;  and,  after  such  examination,  it  is  made  their  duty  to 
notify  such  owners,  lessees,  or  managers,  in  writing,  as  to  the  result  of  such 
examination,  and  what,  if  any,  changes  they  require  ;  and,  thereupon,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  owners  or  lessees  to  proceed  to  comply  with  such  de- 
mands within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  such  notice.  Sec- 
tion 3  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars;  and  each  ten  days  of  failure  to  comply  with  its  provisions,  after 
conviction,  shall  be  deemed  a  new  offense ;  and  upon  a  second  conviction, 
the  Mayor  shall,  as  a  part  of  the  penalty,  order  the  license  granted  by  the 
city  to  any  such  person  to  be  revoked.  Under  this  ordinance,  after  the  Fire 
Board  and  Chief  Fire  Engineer  have  made  the  examination  required,  and 
notified  the  parties  of  what  they  demand,  if  such  person  fail  for  thirty  days 
to  comply,  they  can  be  prosecuted  at  once,  and  upon  second  conviction  the 
license  can  be  revoked."

Upon  a  communication  from  the  Board  of  Health,  calling  attention  to  the  fact 
that  many  streets  and  gutters  are  overgrown  with  weeds;  that  such  condi- 
tion is  detrimental  to  the  public  health  ;  and  asking  immediate  removal 
thereof 393 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  the  City  Attorney  report  "That  there 
is  no  ordinance  directly  requiring  property  owners  to  cut  and  remove  weeds 
and  clean  gutters;  but, 

Held,  That  "we  are  of  the  opinion  that,  under  the  circumstances,  it  is  such  a 
sanitary  measure  as  can  be  enforced,  and  we  would  recommend  that  the  Chief 
of  Police  be  instructed  to  require  each  patrolman  to  notify  all  occupants  and 
owners  of  property  to  cut  the  weeds,  and  remove  or  destroy  the  same,  upon 
their  premises  and  upon  the  streets  and  alleys  adjacent  thereto,  and  to  prose- 
cute all  persons  who  refuse  to  do  so."

Street- Improvements  :  Sales  for — 

Upon  a  petition  from  Owen  Burns,  in  which  said  petitioner  claims  that  his  cer- 
tain described  realty  was  sold,  under  precept  issued,  for  a  much  larger  amount 
than  was  due  from  him 46 

Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  the  City  Attorney  report  "That  the 
street  in  front  of  Burns's  property  was  improved,  and  the  contractor  has  pre- 
cepted the  same  and  had  it  sold.  The  petitioner  does  not  claim  that  he  has 
paid  all  that  is  due,  but  insists  that  the  property  was  sold  for  a  larger  sum 
than  was  due." 

Held,  (l  The  statute  requires  the  contractor  to  make  affidavit  of  the  amount 
due;  and  when  that  is  done  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Council  and  city  offi- 
cers to  proceed  to  sell  the  property.  If  the  contractor  has  procured  the  peti- 
tioner's property  to  be  precepted  for  greater  amount  than  there  was  due,  it  is 
a  question  for  the  petitioner  and  the  contractor  to  settle.

Cm,  1 ncil  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney  Held,  "That  the  char- 
ter of  said  company  provides  that  their  tracks  shall  be  made  of  the  '  most 
approved  rail.'  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  T-rail  is  not  the  best  or  most 
approved  rail  for  street  railway  purposes,  and  that  in  laying  such  rails  they 

do  not  comply  with  the   terms  of  the  charter" 592 

"The  charter  also  provides  that  the  tracks  shall  be  so  built  as  to  be  of  no 
unnecessary  impediment  to  the  ordinary  use  of  the  streets,  and  the  passage 
of  wagons,  carriages,  etc.,  upon,  along,  and  across  said  tracks,  at  any  point 
and  in  any  and  all  directions.  If  the  reversing  of  the  rails,  as  mentioned  in 
the  motion,  is  an  impediment  to  the  use  of  the  street,  or  endangers  or  dis- 
commodes the  passage  of  vehicles  along  the  same,  then  we  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  such  reversal  of  the  rails  is  a  violation  of  the  charter. 

"The  remedy  provided  by  the  charier  is  a  notice  to  the  company  to  make 
the  change,  and,  upon  refusal,  to  remove  the  tracks."     [Concurred  in.] 593 
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Streets  and  Alleys ;  Opening,  Vacation,  etc.,  of—

Under  the  provisions  of  the  last  men- 
tioned section,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Council  and  Board  would  have 
the  power  to  pass  an  ordinance  requiring  the  petitioners  to  pay  the  expenses 
attending  the  opening  or  widening  of  streets  or  alleys."     [Concurred  in.] 588

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  through  Councilman  Reading, 
submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  considered  by  clauses,  and 
the  first  clause  was  approved,  and  the  recommendations  made  in  the 
second  and  third  clauses  were  duly  concurred  in : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  sundry  papers  and 
motions  were  referred,  have  given  the  same  due  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows: 

First.  Is  special  ordinance  No.  17,  1878,  for  the  improvement  of  Butler  street 
and  sidewalks,  together  with  a  remonstrance  against  the  passage  of  the  same. 

We  find  that  about  one-half  of  the  property  on  the  line  of  the  proposed  im- 
provement is  represented  on  the  remonstrance,  but  no  reasons  are  given  why  the 
improvement  should  not  be  made.  "We  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  street 
proposed  to  be  improved,  and  find  it  in  a  very  bad  condition.     There  are  several 


; 
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large  mud-holes,  which  are  impassable  a  great  portion  of  the  time,  and  in  which 
stagnant  water  remains  a  large  portion  of  the  year,,  and  which  is  calculated  to 
breed  pestilence  and  create  sickness. 

Your  Board  are  of  opinion  that  the  street  should  be  improved,  if  for  no  other 
reason  than  as  a  sanitary  measure.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  ordinance,  notwithstanding  the  remonstrance. 

Second.  *Is  a  petition  from  Frank  L.  Bixby,  for  permission  to  build  a  sink  or 

cess-pool  in  the  alley  in  the  rear  of  No.  61  N .  New  Jersey  street. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  streets  and  alleys  are  made  for  a  different  purpose 
than  that  contemplated  in  the  petition,  and  think  it  would  be  establishing  a  very 
dangerous  precedent  to  permit  the  use  of  any  of  them  for  the  purpose  contem- 
plated by  the  petitioner,  as  by  so  doing  the  city  would  make  herself  liable  for  any 
damage  that  might  result  from  the  carelessness  or  negligence  o/  parties  so  occupy- 
ing them.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be 
not  granted. 

Third.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  Stoner,  that  John  S.  Duncan  be  permitted 
to  build  a  cess-pool  in  front  of  his  residence  on  Home  avenue. 

Your   Board  would  recommend  against  the  passage  of  said   motion,  for  the 
reasons  given  in  the  preceding  paragraph  of  this  report.

REGULAR  SESSION— May  21,   1878. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  convened  in  first 
regular  session  for  the  year  187 8-1 87 9,  in  the  Aldermanic  Chamber,  on 
Tuesday  evening,  May  21st,  A.  D.  1878,  at  half-past  seven  o'clock. 

For  the  current  year,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  will  consist  of  the  fol- 
lowing members :

Jonathan  M.  Ridenour ;  which  nomination  was  also  seconded  by  Alder- 
man Stratford. 

No  further  nomination  being  made,  a  ballot  was  had ;  which  resulted 
as  follows  (all  the  members  voting,  except  the  nominee) : 

Alderman  Jonathan  M.  Ridenour  received  8  votes ;  and  was,  there- 
upon, declared  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  having  been  thus  fully  organized,  His  Honor, 
the  President,  declared  said  body  was  prepared  for  the  dispatch  of  such 
business  as  might  be  brought  before  it. 

The  proceedings  of  the  regular  session  of  April  16th,  and  of  the  ad- 
journed session  of  April  23d,  1878,  having  been  printed  and  placed  on 
the  desks  of  the  Aldermen,  the  reading  of  the  same  was  dispensed  with, 
and  said  proceedings  were  duly  approved  as  published. 


NEW    BUSINESS. 

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  through  Alderman  Coburn,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
papers  and  motions  by  your  honorable  body,  have  given  them  due  attention,  and 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

First.  Is  special  ordinance  No.  12  of  the  Common  Council,  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Railroad  street,  together  with  a  remonstrance  against  its  passage. 

This  ordinance  was  before  our  Board,  pending  its  passage  by  the  Council. 
After  giving  it  due  consideration  and  examining  the  ground,  and  considering  the 
fact  that  the  city  had  recently  agreed  to  pay  a  very  large  sum  of  money  to  get 
possession  of  this  street,  we  recommended  its  passage;  and  we  now  see  no  reason 
to  alter  our  conclusion  in  the  premises.  But  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  im- 
provement should  be  extended  to  its  terminus  on  Massachusetts  avenue.  We 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  so  amended  as  to  read  "Massa- 
chusetts avenue''  instead  of  "St.  Clair  street,"  and,  when  so  amended,  that  it  be 
passed,  the  remonstrance  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

SECOND.  Is  a  motion  introduced  in  the  Common  Council  by  Councilman 
Tucker,  and  by  them  passed,  "That  as  the  Street  Railroad  Company  have  raised 
their  track  in  the  tunnel  above  the  regular  floor,  thereby  endangering  the  gas- 
lights, said  company  be  held  responsible  for  any  and  all  damages  done  to  said  fix- 
tures by  their  passing  through  the  tunnel  with  their  cars." 

Your  Board  have  examined  the  track  of  Railway  Company,  recently  laid 
through  the  tunnel,  and  find  that  the  Councilman  was  mistaken  in  reference  to 
their  having  raised  it  above  the  floor,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  motion 
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should  not  pass  in  the  above  shape.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  it  be 
amended  so  as  to  hold  the  Railway  Company  responsible  for  any  and  all  damage 
done  by  them  by  reason  of  the  passage  of  their  ears  through  said  tunnel. 

Third.  Is  a  motion  passed  by  the  Council  permitting  Messrs.  Hughey  &  John- 
son to  place  a  plank  sidewalk  in  front  of  their  property  on  Pendleton  Pike. 

We  have  examined  the  location  on  which  the  parties  desire  to  place  this  plank 
walk,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  permission  should  be  given.     We  would, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Council  in  the  matter  be  concurred  in.

Moved,  That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  examine  Pogue's  Run  between  Washing- 
ton and  Tennessee  streets,  and  report  to  this  body  whether  obstructions  have  not 
been  placed  in  the  bed  of  the  same,  thereby  preventing  a  free  flow  of  water. 

Alderman  Stratford  offered  the  following  motion;  which  was  adopted  : 

Moved,  That  the  Fire  Board  be  instructed  to  examine  the  cistern  in  Alabama 
street,  through  which  was  built  the  sewer  connecting  the  Station  House  with  the 
Virginia  avenue  sewer,  and  report  the  condition  thereof  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen.

Proceedings  of  Joint  Convention, 


FIRST  SESSION— May  24,  1878. 

The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis convened  in  First  Joint  Convention  for  the  year  1878-1879,  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  on  Friday  evening,  May  24th,  A.  D.  1878,  at  eight 
o'clock,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  five  of  the  following 
enactment  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  (approved 
March  5th,  1877),  viz. : 

An  Act  supplementary  to  an  Act  approved  March  14,  1867,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
repeal  all  general  laws  now  in  force  for  the  Incorporation  of  Cities,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  Incorporation  of  Cities,  prescribing  their  Powers  and  Eights,  and 
the  manner  in  which  they  shall  exercise  the  same,  and  to  regulate  such  other 
matters  as  pertain  thereto." 

It  appearing,  from  an  informal  count,  that  a  quorum  of  both  Aldermen 
and  Councilmen  were  in  attendance,  on  Alderman  Foster's  motion,  Hon. 
William  D.  Wiles,  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  was  called  to 
the  Chair,  to  serve  as  presiding  officer  until  the  Joint  Convention  could 
be  permanently  organized. 

On  assuming  the  Chair,  Alderman  Wiles  announced  the  first  business 
to  be  dispatched  would  be  the  election  of  President  and  Secretary,  to 
serve. in  all  the  Joint  Conventions  held  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Thereupon,  Councilman  Wright  nominated  His  Honor,  John  Caven, 
for  the  position  of  President. 

No  further  nominations  being  made,  Mayor  Caven  was  duly  elected  by 
an  unanimous  viva  voce  vote,  and  was  declared  President  of  Joint  Con- 
ventions for  the  ensuing  year. 

Councilman  Walker  nominated  Benj.  C.  Wright,  City  Clerk,  for  the  po- 
sition of  Secretary. 

No  further  nominations  being  made,  Mr.  Benj.  C.  Wright  was  duly 
elected  by  an  unanimous  viva  voce  vote,  and  was  declared  Secretary  of 
Joint  Conventions  for  the  ensuing  year.

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President  Caven  was  now  inducted  as  presiding  officer,  and  ordered 
the  Secretary  to  call  the  rolls  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen

His  Honor,  the  President,  now  read  section  five  of  the  Legislative 
Act  (the  title  of  which  is  recited  above),  and  called  especial  attention  to 
this  provision  of  the  same  : 

''For  the  appointment  of  such  officers,  commissioners,  trustees,  and  boards,  the 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  meet  in  Joint  Convention,  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  on  the  first  Friday  evening  after  the  first  annual  meeting  of 
the  Common  Council,  at  eight  o'clock,  and  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  such 
officers,  commissioners,  trustees,  and  boards,  by  ballot;  and  such  Joint  Convention 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  its  work  is  completed." 

On  motion,  the  First  Joint  Convention  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
its  statutory  duties. 

His  Honor,  the  President,  appointed  Councilman  Layman  and  Alder- 
man Stratford  as  tellers,  and  announced  that  nominations  for  the  several 
offices  in  the  gift  of  the  Joint  Convention  would  now  be  in  order. 

For  Chief  Fire  Engineer — Councilman  Cummings  nominated  John  G. 
Pendergast,  and  Councilman  Wiese  nominated  W.  O.  Sherwood. 

A  ballot  was  then  had ;  which  resulted  as  follows : 

John  G.  Pendergast  received  19  votes,  and  W.  O.  Sherwood  received  16  votes. 

John  G.  Pendergast  having  thus  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast,  he  was  declared  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  Chief  Fire  Engineer 
for  the  ensuing  year.

public  pound,  and  your  petitioners  are  compelled  to  redeem  such  stock  at  great 
expense  and  trouble.

To  Hi8  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolia  : 

Gentlemen: — We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Hospital  Board,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  matter  of  introducing  gas  into  the  City  Hospital,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  we  have  given  the  matter  some  consideration,  and  have  made  some  estimates 
of  the  cost  of  pipes  and  fixtures,  and  of  the  comparative  cost  of  coal  oil  and  gas, 
which  we  submit  for  your  consideration. 

We  estimate  the  cost  of  coal  oil  and  lamp-chimneys  for  the  coming  year  at 
$120.  The  estimated  cost  of  gas  for  the  same  period  is  $360.  To  this  should  be 
added  the  cost  of  lighting  four  street-lamps,  at  $28  each,  which  would  increase  the 
cost  of  gas  to  $472  ;  making  a  net  difference  of  $352  in  favor  of  coal  oil.  To  this  may 
be  added  the  cost  of  pipes  and  fixtures  (estimated  to  cost  $290) ;  which  would  make , 
a  total  difference  in  the  expense  for  the  year  of  $642  in  favor  of  coal  oil. 
We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  expenditure  be  not  made.

To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
papers  and  motions,  have  given  them  due  consideration,  and  report  as  follows : 

1st.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  Brown,  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  or- 
dered to  repair  the  first  alley  east  of  Dillon  street,  on  the  south  side  of  Fletcher 
avenue. 

We  find  the  alley  has  been  lately  improved,  that  a  fill  of  several  feet  was  required, 
and  that,  since  its  completion,  the  north  end  has  settled  below  the  grade  of  Fletcher 
avenue,  causing  a  chuck-hole  at  their  intersection.  We  believe  four  loads  of  gravel 
will  make  the  needed  repair  at  this  time,  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  mo- 
tion. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  Brown,  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  in- 
structed to  place  a  plank  crossing  over  the  gutter,  at  the  alley  on  the  east  side  of 
Dillon  street,  between  Fletcher  and  Lexington  avenues. 

We  find  the  asked-for  improvement  needed,  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
motion. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  Maus,  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed 
to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in  New  York  street,  between  Blackford  and  Agnes  streets. 

On  examination,  we  find  but  two  chuck-holes.  They  need  filling  at  once.  W"e 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  motion. 

4th.     Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  McGinty,  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  di- 
rected to  clean  the  gutters  of  McCarty  street,  between  West  and  Illinois  streets. 
We  find  some  parts  of  the  gutters  in  a  filthy  condition,  and,  as  a  sanitary  meas- 
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ure,  the  work  should  be  done.     It  will  not  require  more  than  one  day  for  a  street 
gang  to  complete  the  work.    We,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the  motion. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  McKay,  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  or- 
dered to  place  a  double-stone  footwalk  across  Second  street,  at  its  intersection 
with  Pennsylvania  street. 

We  find  the  asked-for  improvement  much  needed,  and  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  motion. 

6th.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  Steeg,  that  Joseph  Blackman  be  allowed  to 
construct  a  plank  drive-way  across  the  side-walk  in  front  of  ins  woodyard,  on  the 
west  side  of  Virginia  avenue,  between  Bradshaw  and  Buchanan  streets — the  same 
to  be  done  within  ten  days,  at  his  own  expense,  and  under  the  direction  of  the 
City  Civil  Engineer. 

We  would  substitute  the  word  ''bowldered  "  for  "plank"  drive-way,  and  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  motion. 

7th.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  Tucker,  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  in- 
structed to  re-gravel  Virginia  avenue,  from  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  R.  R.  track  to  Dillon 
street. 

After  careful  examination,  we  recommend  that  the  motion  do  not  pass,

To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

To  your  Honorable  Board : — The  petitioners  respectfully  represent  that — 

1.  They  are,  if  not  all  freeholders,  at  least  all  householders  and  tax  payers  of 
Marion  County,  and  Center  Township;  and  being  all  market  gardeners  by  pro- 
fession, they  bear,  to  a  greater  proportion  than  most  of  the  other  tax  payers,  the 
burden  of  taxation  imposed  upon  their  business  by  the  ordniances  ©f  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

Wherefore,  they  now  apply  to  your  honorable  body  for  relief  and  protection  in 
the  free  enjoyment  of  the  privileges  of  selling  within  the  market  space  for  which 
they  pay  so  liberally. 

2.  Assuming  from  the  whole  tenor  of  the  "Ordinance  regulating  the  markets 
within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,"  etc.,  ordained  November  30,  1863,  that  the  clear 
intention  and  meaning  of  the  framers  of  said  and  subsequent  ordinances  relating 
to  markets,  was  to  facilitate  to  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  chiefly — nay,  almost 
exclusively — in  those  places  called  markets,  the  purchase  of  provisions,  meat  and 
vegetables,  your  petitioners  claim  that  the  purchasers  of,  or  dealers  in  those  spe- 
cific classes  of  articles,  ought  to  be  provided  with  the  necessary  space  within  the 
market  limits,  to  the  exclusion  even,  if  necessary  of  the  vendors  of  other  com- 
modities than  provisions,  meat  or  vegetables — such,  for  instance,  as  dry  goods, 
crockeryware,  and  other  merchandise — trades  for  which  no  market-houses  were 
ever  specially  created,  nor  separate  market  spaces  were  ever  dedicated.  Your 
petitioners  say  that  this  abuse  of  market  privileges  by  dealers  in  all  kinds 
of  goods  other  than  provisions,  meat,  and  vegetables,  has  increased  to  such 
an  extent  that  market  gardeners  are  considerably  impeded  and  annoyed  in 
the  carrying  on  of  their  trade,  being  unable  to  secure  the  desired  and  necessary 
room  for  stands  whereat  to  display  those  very  articles  for  the  sale  of  which  chiefly 
markets  and  market-houses  in  cities  are  provided. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  humbly  pray  that  the  market  ordinances  be  so 
amended  that  the  four  sides  of  the  market  proper  be  devoted  and  reserved  exclu- 
sively to  the  sale  of  provisions  and  vegetables,  and  that  no  stand  be  leased  to  or 
permitted  to  be  occupied  by  vendors  of  any  other  wares  or  merchandise. 

If  such  goods  are  to  be  sold  in  market,  the  covered  stands  on  the  south  side  of 
the  market-house  proper,  would  offer  all  needed  accommodations,  without  inter- 
fering with  the  legitimate  market  trade. 

3.  Your  petitioners  further  represent  that  they  have,  all  and  each  one,  gone  to 
considerable  expense  in  preparing  ground,  fixing  up  hot-beds  and  hot-houses,  and 
incurring  innumerable  other  expenses  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  inhabitants 
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of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  and  out  of  season,  with  all  the  vegetables  required 
for  their  daily  use ;  and  that,  in  order  to  keep  the  market  supplied,  they  have  to 
be  and  remain  at  their  stands  winter  and  summer,  in  fair  and  foul,  hot  and  cold 
weather,  under  a  scorching  sun  or  a  pelting  rain,  without  any  protection  against 
the  inclemencies  of  the  seasons,  with  such  danger  and  injury  to  their  health  for 
which  their  pitiful  earnings  offer  no  adequate  compensation. 

"Wherefore,  they  pray  that  your  honorable  body  may  enact  such  ordinances  as 
will  secure  the  erection  of  covered  stands,  built  in  such  a  way  as  to  protect  the  oc- 
cupants from  the  inclemencies  of  the  seasons,  even  if  a  higher  rental  should  be  de- 
manded for  such  improved  stands.  t 

4.  Tour  petitioners  further  represent  that,  whereas  the  public  generally,  in  their 
dealings,  mostly  become  accustomed  to  a  certain  stand  or  location,  irrespective  of 
the  party  selling  at  such  stand,  the  practice  of  selling  the  stands  at  public  auction 
every  year,  is  injudicious  and  injurious  both  to  the  dealers  and  the  public  at  large. 
The  advantages  of  both  classes  would  be  better  served  by  setting  an  adequate  price 
on  each  stand,  and  allowing  the  lessee  to  hold  it  from  year  to  year,  as  long  as  he 
conforms  to  the  city  ordinances. 

5.  Your  petitioners  think  that  the  stands  rented  by  the  year,  ought  not,  when  oc- 
casionally unoccupied,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  Market  Master  before  7  o'clock  a. 
m.,  in  the  summer,  and  8  o'clock  a.  m.,  in  the  winter ;  and  further  that  the  proceeds 
of  such  stalls  or  stands  should  go  to  the  lessees  thereof  respectively. 

6.  Your  petitioners  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  almost  in- 
tolerable nuisance  of  perambulating  match,  pin  and  stocking  vendors,  impeding 
the  circulation  between  the  stands,  and  more  especially  to  the  numerous  criers  of 
goods  for  sale,  and  auctioneers,  which  always  gather  crowds  of  idlers  around  their 
stands,  and  seriously  obstruct  circulation. 

Hoping  that  your  honorable  body  will  make,  in  the  premises,  such  amemd- 
ments  as  your  wisdom  and  your  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, as  well  as  a  due  consideration  of  the  claims  of  your  petitioners  will  suggest, 
we  hereunto  subscribe  our  names.

Mayor  Caven  briefly  addressed  the  meeting  in  explanation  of  the 
matter  by  it  to  be  considered,  and  stated  that  he  had  invited  the  Board 
of  School  Commissioners  to  be  present  and  participate  in  the  delibera- 
tions.

Sullivan  and  counsel  here,  as  well 
as  myself,  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  we  should  do  so,  as  the  case  is  very 
complicated.     Telegraph  me  your  opinion.

Alderman  Ridenour,  for  the  purpose  of  properly  bringing  the  matter 
before  the  meeting,  for  discussion,  moved  that  the  suggestion  of  the  City 
Attorney  be  accepted  and  approved. 

By  request  of  School  Commissioner  Coburn,  the  Secretary  read  the 
first  communication  from  William  Sullivan,  Esq.,  as  presented  to  the 
Common  Council  on  July  16th,  1877  [see  Council  Proceedings  1877— 
1878,  pages  243  to  247].  Also,  the  second  communication  from  same 
gentleman,  as  presented  to  the  Common  Council  on  August  13th,  1878

Stratford  as  such  select  committee. 

On  School  Commissioner  Merritt's  motion,  His  Honor,  Mayor  Caven, 
was  added  to  above  select  committee. 

Alderman  Foster  suggested  that  select  committee  dispatch  City  Attor- 
ney Hawkins  that  this  Convention  was  of  the  opinion  that  terms  of  pro- 
posed compromise  were  not  entirely  satisfactory  according  to  its  present 
understanding,  and  ask  that  gentleman  as  to  what  pressing  emergency 
existed  for  now  closing  the  case  by  accepting  the  offered  proposition.

REPORTS    FROM    COMMITTEES. 

The  Committee  on  Contracts,  through  Councilman  Brown,  submitted 
the  following  report ;  which  was  concurred  in,  and  the  contract  was  duly 
awarded,  as  recommended  : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Contracts,  to  which  was  referred  the  proposals 
presented  to  Council  on  June  17th,  1878,  for  removing  all  dead  animals  from  the 
streets,  alleys,  commons,  lots,  and  yards  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  what  is 
known  as  the  Sellers'  Farm,  have  examined  said  proposals,  and  find  them  to  be  as 
follows,  to-wit:  Francis  Bergmann,  for  the  sum  of  one  thousand  [1,000]  dollars 
per  year, 

John  H.  James,  for  the  sum  of  six  hundred  [$600]  dollars  per  year  for  the  term 
of  five  years. 

Martin  Birk  and  Fredrick  Miller,  from  one  to  five  years  from  June  30th,  1878, 
for  no  compensation  whatever,  except  that  which  is  derived  from  the  conversion  of 
such  dead  animals. 

Indianapolis  Fertilizer  Company,  for  the  term  of  five  [5]  years,  and  agreeing  to 
pay  the  City  of  Indianapolis  the  sum  of  ten  [$10]  dollars  per  year  for  the  privi- 
lege of  so  doing. 

The  Indianapolis  Fertiziler  Company  being  the  lowest  and  best  bidders,  your 
committee  recommend  that  they  be  awarded  the  contract  for  one  year  only.

The  Committees  on  Finance,  through  Councilman  Wright,  submitted 
the  following  report : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port : 

Sundry  papers  and  ordinances  were  referred  to  this  committee  by  the  Council, 
at  our  lant  regular  meeting,  which  we  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  require  a 
joint  meeting  of  the  Committees  on  Finance  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Com- 
m<  D  Council,  for  consultation.  At  the  joint  meeting  of  said  committees,  the  prob- 
able  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  city  for  the  current  year  were  calculated  as- 
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closely  as  we  could  before  the  completion  of  the  assessment  and  making  estimates 
of  expenditures,  and  the  result  of  our  investigations,  we  think,  warrant  us  in  saying 
our  revenues  will  be  reduced  below  the  revenues  of  last  year  fully  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and,  possibly,  much  more ;  while  the  estimates  of  expenses  of 
several  departments  of  the  city  show  a  very  small  reduction,  others  show  an  in- 
crease over  ths  expenditures  of  last  year,  made  necessary  by  improvements  the  city 
is  compelled  to  make,  to  prevent  liability  for  damages  and  to  save  the  property  of 
the  city  from  decay.  The  interest  on  our  bonded  debt  is  fixed  by  contract  of  long 
standing,  and  can  not  be  reduced  for  several  years  to  come — not  until  the  maturity 
of  our  bonds  and  the  re-funding  of  our  debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest. 

We  are,  therefore,  compelled  by  the  necessity  for  a  reduction  in  the  expenses  of 
the  city  where  the  same  can  be  made,  to  recommend  that  several  of  the  matters  re- 
ferred to  us  be  disposed  of  differently  from  what  our  recommendation  would  be  if 
the  necessity  did  not  exist  and  dictate  the  report  we  make. 

1st.  Is  an  ordinance,  introduced  by  Councilman  Brown,  to  amend  section  four 
(4)  of  "An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  compensation  of  the  officers  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  and  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  of 
said  city,  for  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  May  15th,  1879." 

The  ordinance,  as  amended,  would  increase  the  compensation  of  the  Chief  of 
Police,  from  one  thousand  dollars  to  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

We  recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  not  passed,  but  that  the  same  be  stricken 
from  the  files. 

2d.  Is  an  ordinance,  introduced  by  Councilman  Dill,  to  amend  the  fourth  (4), 
sixth  (6),  and  seventh  (7)  clauses  of  section  three  (3)  of  the  same  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  as  amended  would  increase  the  pay  of  the  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  as  follows:  Each  driver,  stationary  hoseman,  and  fireman  from  $1.75 
per  day,  to  $1.90  per  day,  except  the  foreman  of  each  company,  whose  pay  would 
be  increased  from  $1.75  to  $2  per  day.  The  hook  and  ladder  men,  from  $1.75  to 
$1.90  per  day,  excepting  the  foreman,  whose  wages  would  be  increased  from  $1.75 
to  $2  per  day;  the  watchman  at  Headquarters  and  the  driver  of  the  supply  wag- 
on, from  $1.75  to  $1.90  per  day. 

We  recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  not  passed,  but  that  the  same  be  stricken 
from  the  files. 

3d.  Is  an  ordinance  introduced  by  Councilman  Bruner,  to  amend  the  same  or- 
dinance. 

The  ordinance  as  amended  would  require  the  Market-Master  of  the  East  Market 
to  pay  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  all  the  money  collected  by  him,  and  his  compen- 
sation should  be  sixty  (60)  per  cent,  of  his  collections  for  outside  stands,  stalls,  and 
wagons;  and  directs  the  City  Clerk  to  draw  his  order  for  the  said  sixty  per  cent.r 
upon  filing  the  Treasurer's  receipt  for  said  collection. 

This  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  law,  as  an  appropriation  ordinance  would  have 
to  be  passed  before  the  Clerk  could  issue  his  warrant.  The  market  ordinance  now 
pending  in  this  Council  has  the  same  provision,  and  provides  for  the  payment  by 
an  appropriation  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  as  amended,  would  increase  the  compensation  of  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  as  follows:  The  engineers  from  $62.50  per  month  to  $2.25  per 
day ;  each  driver,  stationary  hoseman,  and  fireman  from  $1.75  to  $2  per  day;  the 
hook  and  ladder  men,  watchman  at  Headquarters,  and  driver  of  supply  wagon, 
from  $1.75  to  $2  per  day. 

We  recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  not  passed,  but  that  the  same  be  stricken 
from  the  files. 

4th.  Is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  fixing  the  prices  to  be 
paid  by  the  city  to  laborers  and  for  teams. 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  the  same  be  referred  back  to  said  Board,  and 
that  they  have  power  to  act.  We  recommend,  however,  that  the  prices  fixed  be 
not  in  excess  of  the  following :

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To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Your  Committee  on  Gas-Light,  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  of  Alderman 
Stratford,  in  regard  to  lighting  and  extinguishing  the  public  lamps,  beg  leave  to  re- 
port that  we  have  investigated  the  matter  and  are  led  to  believe  that  the  contract 
has  been  complied  with. 

Under  the  present  arrangement,  the  city  is  entitled  to  3200  hours  light,  in  the 
aggregate,  during  the  year.  The  City  Civil  Engineer  prepares  a  schedule  for 
lighting  and  extinguishing  the  lamps,  and,  in  the  existing  schedule  there  are  thir- 
ty-three nights  in  the  year  on  which  the  lamps  are  not  to  be  lighted  unless  specially 
ordered.  In  cloudy  weather  they  are  sometimes  ordered  to  be  lighted ;  and,  in 
such  case,  the  amount  burned  has  to  be  deducted  from  the  aggregate  during  the 
year.  We  learn  from  the  Engineer  that  during  the  strike  the  lamps  were  ordered 
to  burn  all  night,  and  it  was  to  offset  this  surplus  that  the  gas  was  shut  off  at  the 
time  referred  to.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Sewers,  to  whom  was  referred  Special  Ordi- 
nance 30,  1878  ("Granting  the  Board  of  State  House  Commissioners  the  right  to 
build  and  construct  a  sewer  in,  along,  and  upon  W.  Market  street,  from  the  State 
House  Grounds  to,  and  connecting  with,  the  Missouri  street  sewer"  ),  do  herewith 
return  said  ordinance,  with  proposed  amendments  to  the  first  and*  second  sections 
thereof ;  the  which  amendments  we  recommend  for  adoption,  and  then  that  said 
ordinance  be  passed,  this  evening,  as  amended.

The  amendatory  sections  transmitted  with  the  above  report  were  read; 
also  the  following  communication  from  the  Board  of  State  House  Com- 
missioners : 

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — At  your  last  meeting,  an  ordinance  from  the  City  Council  was 
submitted  for  your  approval,  authorizing  the  Board  of  State  House  Commissioners 
to  construct  a  four  (4)  feet  sewer  from  Tennessee  street  to  Missouri  street,  along 
Market  street,  to  connect  with  the  Missouri  street  sewer. 

This  sewer  is  needed  to  carry  off  the  drainage  of  Tennessee  street  (which  will 
be  obstructed  by  the  State  House  building),  and  to  provide  sewerage  for  the  build- 
ing itself.  In  the  petition  for  the  vacation  of  Market  street,  the  Commissioners 
agreed  to  carry  off  the  obstructed  drainage  of  Tennessee  street  by  a  sewer,  pro- 
vided the  city  granted  the  right-of-way  for  the  same. 

The  ordinance  before  you  grants  the  right-of-way,  but  allows  the  drainage  of 
Mississippi  street  to  be  introduced.  This,  the  Commissioners  think,  would  destroy 
the  usefulness  of  the  sewer  for  State  House  purposes.  They  consider  four  (4)  feet 
too  small  for  any  other  purpose  than  State  House  drainage  and  the  drainage  from 
Tennessee  street.  They  hope,  therefore,  that  your  honorable  body  will  amend  the 
ordinance  SO  as  fcp  provide;  for  this  purpose  alone;  the  sewer  to  be  built  at  the  ex- 
pense  ot  the  State;  to  be  built  on  such  part  of  Market  street  as  the  City  Engineer 
shjill  direct,  SO  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  drainage  of  Mississippi  street;  and  to 
connect  with  the  Missouri  street  sewer  at  such  point  as  shall  not  interfere  with 
any  extension  of  the  Missouri  street  sewer  that  the  city  may  hereafter  order. 
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This  we  conceive  was  the  understanding  and  agreement  of  all  parties  when  the 
vacation  of  Market  street  was  effected;  and  this,  we  believe,  involves  all  the  ex- 
pense that  the  Commissioners  are  authorized  to  incur  for  State  House  purposes. 

Should  your  honorable  body  desife  an  extension  of  the  Missouri  street  sewer  to 
Mississippi  street,  either  of  its  present  diameter  or  of  a  diameter  of  five  (5)  fe  et, 
which  would  probably  be  large  enough  for  both  State  House  and  city  purposes,  the 
Commissioners  do  not  object,  provided  the  additional  expense  above  the  four  feet 
sewer  be  paid  by  the  city. 

The  Commissioners  hope  that  the  ordinance  may  be  passed  with  as  little  delay 
as  possible,  as  there  is  an  immediate  necessity  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer.

Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in 
Blake  street,  between  Washington  and  New  York  streets. 

On  examination  of  this  street  we  find  it  in  need  of  repair,  and  it  being  close  to 
the  gravel  bed  we  think  one  team  will  be  able  to  put  ten  yards  of  gravel  on  the 
street  in  one  day.  We  therefore  recommend  that  it  be  repaired,  at  a  cost  not  to  ex- 
ceed ten  (10)  dollars. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in 
Michigan  street,  between  California  and  Blackford  streets. 

We  recommend  this  work  be  done,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  ten  (10)  dollars. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  Maryland  street 
and  gutters,  and  fill  chuck-holes  in  said  street,  from  Tennessee  street  to  California 
street. 

We  find  that  this  part  of  Maryland  street  has  not  been  cleaned  for  more  than  a. 
year  and  is  needing  repair.  The  street  is  used  a  great  deal,  and  we  would  recom- 
mend that  it  be  cleaned,  and  not  to  exceed  ten  loads  of  gravel  to  the  square  be  put 
on  that  part  of  said  street. 

4th.  Is  a  motion  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  spend  twenty  dollars 
per  square  in  repairing  Mississippi  street,  from  New  York  street  to  North  street. 

After  careful  examination  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  three  squares  indicated 
should  be  repaired,  believing  that  it  would  be  a  proper  expenditure  of  money  at 
present,  as  the  street  has  a  pretty  good  foundation  and  a  little  attention  would  put 
it  in  good  shape.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  three  squares  be  re- 
paired, at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars. 

6th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters,  and 
fill  the  chuck-holes  with  gravel,  in  Fort  Wayne  avenue,  between  New  Jersey  street 
and  the  intersection  of  Christian  avenue. 

There  were  several  bad  chuck-holes  in  this  street,  to  which  the  attention  of  the 
Street  Commissioner  hud  been  called,  and,  recognizing  the  necessity  of  prompt  ac- 
tion, he  hud  them  filled.  The  gutters  are  in  a  bad  condition,  not  having  been 
cleaned  for  a  long  time.      Wo  would  recommend  that  they  be  cleaned. 
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tfth.  Is  a  proposition  of  J.  N.  Boutwell  to  place  the  names  of  streets  upon  the 
public  lamps  at  street  intersections. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  material  proposed  to  be*  used  will  not  be  of  suf- 
ficient durability  to  warrant  the  outlay;  therefore  would  recommend  the  proposi- 
tion be  not  accepted.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney,  throuch  Councilman 
McKay,  submitted  the  following  reports;  which  were  severally  duly  con 
sidered  and  concurred  in  : 

Indianapolis,  July  1,  1878. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen :  —  Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  together  with  the  City  Attorney, 
to  whom  was  referred  sundry  papers  and  petitions,  make  thereon  the  following 
report : 

First.  Is  a  petition  of  Anna  M.  Mather  and  others,  asking  to  have  refunded 
six  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents  ($6.82),  erroneously  collected  as  delinquent  tax  on 
lot  15,  square  12. 

We  find  attached  to  the  petition  a  copy  of  the  City  Treasurer's  receipt,  for  the 
tax  on  lot  15,  square  12,  amounting  to  $20.54,  collected  as  current  tax  for  the  year 
1877.  We  also  find  that  the  current  tax  was  only  $13.72,  and  that  the  delinquent 
tax  on  the  lot  first  above  was  $6.82,  showing  beyond  question  that  it  had  been 
charged  erroneously  against  the  petitioners.  We  recommend  that  the  prayer  of 
the  petitioners  be  granted. 

Second.  Is  a  petition  of  Anna  M.  Winter,  asking  that  the  sum  of  $28,  which 
was  collected  from  her  by  the  City  Treasurer,  for  tax  on  lot  one,  Scanlan  &  Carl- 
ton's Addition,  for  the  year  1876,  be  refunded. 

As  she  was  not  responsible  for  said  tax  for  that  year,  also  that  the  tax  had 
already  been  paid  by  Mr.  Lieber,  on  Treasurer's  assessments  on  said  lot,  we  find 
the  statement  of  the  petitioner  to  be  true,  and  the  case  is  clearly  one  of  double 
assessment  and  collection,  and  we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  tha  petitioner  be 
granted. 

Third.  Le  a  petition  of  Michael  A.  Toohey  to  have  set  aside  a  sale  of  property 
made  under  precept  for  street  improvement  on  January  2d,  1875.  The  petitioner 
claims  that  the  property  was  not  properly  described,  and  that  the  deed  from  the 
city  doefi  not  convey  a  good  title  to  the  property  that  was  held  for  the  improve- 
ment. 

'1  hi-  being  a  case  that  will  need  the  attention  of  the  Civil  Engineer  and  City 
Clerk,  we  recommend  that  the  petition  be  referred  to  them  for  report  at  the  next 
regular  session  of  the  Council. 

Fourth.  Is  a  petition  of  John  Jordan,  asking  to  have  refunded  the  sum  of 
$10.08,  collected  as  tax  on  the  improvements  on  lot  7,  square  29. 

There  being  no  improvement  on  said  lot,  and  the  charge  evidently  being  an 
erroneous  one,  we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  bo  granted. 
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Fifth.  Is  a  petition  of  J.  M.  W.  Langsdale  to  have  refunded  $7.09,  with  inter- 
est at  six  per  cent,  per  annum  from  February  lllh,  1865,  to  date — that  amount 
having  been  paid  at  that  date  on  erroneous  tax  sale. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Langsdale  bought  lot  No.  403,  in  out-lot  97,  at  that  sale, 
said  lot  being  sold  in  the  name  of  Meni  Devin.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  David  L. 
Peltier  owned  lot  No.  403,  in  out-lot  98,  at  the  time  above  mentioned.  He  had 
paid  the  tax  on  his  lot  for  the  years  1863  and  1864,  and  attaches  a  copy  of  the 
Treasurer's  receipts  therefor  to  the  petition.  We  find  that  lot  No.  403,  in  out-lot 
97,  and  lot  403,  in  out-lot  98,  to  be  the  same,  and  that  this  is  evidently  a  case  of 
double  assessment.  It  also  appears  on  the  petition  that  J.  M.  W.  Langsdale  has 
assigned  his  interest  in  said  lot  to  David  L.  Peltier. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  money  be  refunded  to  said  David  L.  Peltier. 

Sixth.  Is  a  petition  of  the  Trustees  of  the  M.  E.  Church  on  Central  avenue  to 
have  refunded  money  paid  as  taxes  on  church  property,  to  the  amount  of  $30.83, 
for  the  years  1870,  1871,  1872,  1873,  1874,  1875,  and  1876. 

We  iind  that,  by  statutory  act,  this  property  is  exempt  from  taxation.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  money  be  refunded. 

Seventh.  Is  a  claim  of  Thomas  C.  Bowler  and  wife  against  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis for  $138,  for  constructing  twenty-three  cubic  yards  of  stone  wall  at  $6  per 
yard,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  their  property  against  damage  by  the  overflow 
of  Pleasant  Run. 

After  careful  examination,  we  find  the  claim  greatly  in  excess  of  work  done. 
We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  Run  was  there  when  the  claimants  purchased 
their  property,  and  that  they  must  have  known  that,  at  high  water,  their  property 
would  be  likely  to  damage.  We  think  the  city  is  in  no  way  responsible  for  said 
damage,  and  recommend  that  the  claim  be  not  allowed. 

Eighth.  Is  a  communication  from  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  stating  that  he  had 
ordered  the  improvement  of  Michigan  street  stopped,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  two 
hundred  and  twenty-two  feet  at  the  west  end  of  the  line  of  said  improvement  is 
private  property,  that  part  of  the  street  never  having  been  opened. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  get  the  written  permission 
of  Mr.  Fred.  Gansberg,  the  contractor  for  said  proposed  line  of  improvement,  to  the 
effect  that  the  city  shall  have  control  of  the  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  feet  of 
private  property  on  said  line  of  improvement,  until  the  proper  steps  can  be  taken 
to  open  said  street  according  to  law,  and  bring  it  fully  under  the  control  of  the 
city. 

Ninth.  Is  a  petition  of  the  property  holders  in  Brookside  and  Oak  Hill  Addi- 
tions to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  be  set  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city. 

After  careful  examination  of  the  question  involved,  and  recognizing  the  import- 
ance to  the  property  holders  of  granting  their  request,  we  find  no  statutory  pro- 
vision that  will  permit  of  our  doing  so.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not  granted. 

Tenth.  Are  the  petitions  of  Elizabeth  Yanslack,  Johanna  Cleary,  and  Catharine 
Corbutt,  to  money  refunded  under  the  "  Widows  Exemption  Act." 

In  view  of  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Common  Council  on  May  6th,  1878 — 
(which  reads  as  follows:  "Resolved,  That  in  the  future  no  more  taxes  be  refunded 
under  what  is  known  as  the  '  Widows'  Exemption  Act,'  and  that  all  persons  claim- 
ing such  exemption  be  required  to  make  such  claim  to  the  City  Assessor  before 
paying  their  taxes") — we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not 
granted. 

Eleventh.  We  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  be 
instructed  to  include  the  claims  herein  allowed  in  their  next  appropriation  ordi- 
nance.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was> 
referred  the  petition  of  A.  Louise  and  Bennett  F.  Morris,  asking  that  the  city  pay 
them  the  sum  of  $1,100,  on  account  of  certain  lands  condemned^  the  opening  of 
Rohampton  street;  and,  also,  the  second  petition  of  same  parties,  asking  or  propos- 
ing to  sell  to  the  city  the  judgment  they  hold  against  Joseph  W.  Bugbee  and 
against  the  property,  a  part  of  which  was  condemned,  would  report  that  we  have 
examined  the  matter,  and  find  that,  in  1875,  the  necessary  and  proper  steps  were 
taken  by  the  Council  to  open  Rohampton  street ;  the  matter  was  referred  to  the 
City  Commissioners  to  assess  benefits  and  damages,  which  they  did,  and  reported 
the  same  to  the  Council  on  the  3d  of  January,  1876;  that,  on  the  24th  of  January, 
the  matter  was  referred  back  to  the  Commissioners  to  examine  a  remonstrance  pre- 
sented by  Ovid  Butler  against  the  assessment  of  benefits  made  against  his  property ; 
that  the  Commissioners  met  again  on  the  21st  day  of  February,  1876,  and  further 
considered  the  matter,  and  on  the  13th  of  March  reported  again,  confirming  the 
former  report. 

The  mortgage  which  the  petitioners  hold  against  the  property  was  executed  on 
the  1st  of  March,  1876,  after  all  the  necessary  steps  for  the  condemnation  of  the 
property  had  been  taken,  and  all  persons  notified  that  the  statute  requires  to  be  no- 
tified, and  the  city  had  no  notice  of  the  petitioners'  mortgage. 

The  final  resolution  adopting  the  action  of  the  Commissioners  was  not  passed  by 
the  Council  until  the  13th  of  March,  1876.  The  damages  were  not  paid  to  Mr. 
Bugbee  until  January,  1877.  At  this  time,  the  abstract  of  title  to  the  property 
showed  petitioners'  mortgage  to  be  a  lien,  and  an  indemnifying  bond  was  executed 
to  the  city;  but  Mr.  Russell,  the  signer  of  said  bond,  now  claims  that  the  same  is  a. 
forgery  and  that  he  never  signed  the  same. 

The  legal  questions  involved,  as  to  the  liability  of  the  city  in  this  case,  are  not 
entirely  free  from  doubt,  but  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is 
not  liable  to  the  petitioners  for  the  amount  of  damages  already  paid  by  her  to  Bug- 
bee, and  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not 
granted.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petition  of  Owen  Burns,  would  report  that  we  have  examined  the  mat- 
ter, and  find  that  the  street  in  front  of  Burns's  property  was  improved,  and  the  con- 
tractor has  precepted  the  same  and  had  it  sold.  The  petitioner  docs  not  claim  that 
he  hus  paid  all  that  is  due,  but  insists  that  the  property  was  sold  for  a  larger  sum 
than  waa  due. 

The  statute  requires  the  contractor  to  make  affidavit  of  the  amount  due ;  and 
when  that  is  done  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Council  and  city  officers  to  proceed  to 
sell  the  property.  If  the  contractor  has  procured  the  petitioner's  property  to  be 
precepted  for  greater  amount  then  there  was  due,  it  is  a  question  for  the  petitioner 
and  contractor  to  settle.  And  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  neither 
they  or  the  Council  should  undertake  to  settle  the  dispute  between  these  parties^ 
as  the  court!  are  the  only  places  in  which  they  can  be  finally  settled. 

We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Council  take  no  further  action  upon 
the  petition.

their  track   from    Louisiana  street,  so  that  they  will  enter  the  city  on  the  Union 
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Eailway  track,"  etc.),  and  which  motion  was,  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  1878, 
amended  in  the  Common  Council,  enlarging  the  committee  (see  Proceedings,  page 
885),  would  report  that  we  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  procured 
from  the  president  and  receiver  of  said  road  a  statement  of  what  would  he  neces- 
sary to  do,  and  the  cost,  and  at  whose  expense.  He  estimates  the  expense  at 
$100,000,  and  that  the  expense  must  be  entirely  borne  by  the  city. 

"We  submit  Receiver  Ingalls's  communication  (marked  "  Exhibit  A")  as  a  part  of 
this  report. 

The  change  is  one  very  much  to  be  desired,  and  the  main  question  to  be  consid- 
ered is  the  expense.

Hon.  John  Caven,  Mayor,  Indianapolis : 

Dear  Sir : — I  have  had  our  Engineer  look  at  the  feasibility  of  uniting  our  track 
with  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  &  Indianapolis,  and  Pan-Handle,  and  then  vacate 
Louisiana  street.  He  reports  that  it  can  be  done,  but  it  would  involve  extensive 
damages  for  right-of-way,  in  order  to  get  from  our  tracks  to  the  shops  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati and  Indianapolis  road,  and  this  would  require  an  extension  of  the  Union 
tracks  to  that  point.  It  would  require  the  purchase  of  property  at  the  corner  of 
Delaware  street  and  Pogue's  Run,  and  the  tearing  down  of  our  freight  depot,  and 
erecting  it  at  that  point. 

I  should  give,  as  a  rough  estimate,  the  total  cost,  at  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. I  do  not  think  our  Company  will  be  so  well  accommodated  then  as  now. 
We  are  willing  to  do  anything  that  is  reasonable,  to  adapt  ourselves  to  the  wants 
of  the  city.  This  Company  is  not  in  a  condition  to  expend  any  money,  and  what- 
ever expense  such  change  and  removal  would  necessitate  would  have  to  be  borne 
by  the  city. 

If  you  would  allow  me  the  suggestion,  I  think  the  city  could  erect  stone  via- 
ducts over  Delaware  street  and  Virginia  avenue  that  would  accommodate  the 
tracks  as  they  are  now,  and  save  the  public  any  annoyance  and  far  less  expense 
than  the  proposed  change. 

If  y«ur  committee  should  desire  to  consider  the  matter  further,  I  will  be  pleased 
to  meet  you  at  almost  any  time  you  may  fix.

Gentlemen : — In  response  to  the  motion  of  Alderman  Grubbs,  adopted  at  the  last 
session  of  this  body  [see  page  133,  ante],  your  Committee  on  Gas-Light  have  inves- 
tigated and  find  that  on  Clifford  avenue,  between  Pogue's  Run  and  Jefferson  street, 
there  are  about  5,000  feet  frontage,  no  part  of  which  is  in  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  city  nor  subject  to  citv  taxation,  except  about  600  feet  lying  east  of  Woodruff 
Place. 

In  September,  1875,  an  ordinance  passed  the  City  Council,  for  the  erection  of 
lamps  on  Clifford  avenue,  between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Jefferson  street.  In 
accordance  therewith,  there  were  twenty-seven  lamps  erected,  which,  since  that 
time,  have  been  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  city.  This  line  of  lamps  does 
not  extend  to  Jefferson  street,  but  ends  at  a  point  near  the  east  line  of  Woodruff 
Place.  The  cost  of  their  erection  was  paid,  not  by  an  assessment  against  the  prop- 
erty along  the  whole  line,  but  by  an  assessment  upon  the  property  lying  on  each 
side  of  Clifford  avenue,  between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  a  point  opposite  the 
east  line  of  U.  S.  Arsenal  Grounds.  This  assessment  was  upon  4,430  feet  frontage, 
nearly  one-half  of  which  is  not  subject  to  city  taxation,  while  the  frontage  lighted 
is  about  7,750  feet. 

Your  committee  is  not  prepared  to  say  by  whose  authority  these  lamps  have 
been  lighted,  but  would  recommend  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to 
shut  off  all  lamps  that  are  not  in  front  of  property  taxed  by  the  city.

Gentlemen : — The  amount  of  fines  collected  by  me,  during  the  months  of  April, 
May,  and  June,  1878,  due  the  Home  for  Friendless  Women,  is  $10.45;  and  the 
amount  due  the  city  treasury,  collected  during  the  month  of  June,  1878,  is  $  1  15; 
which  amounts  I  paid  the  City  Treasurer,  and  filed  his  duplicate  receipts,  num- 
bered 789  and  790,  with  the  City  Clerk.

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His  Honor  also  presented  the  following  communication ;  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Railroad?,  and  His  Honor  was  requested 
to  assist  said  committee  in  consideration  of  the  subject: 

Indianapolis,  July  1,  1678. 
Hon.  John  Caven,  Mayor,  Indianapolis: 

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  communication  of  June  29th,  and  have  referred  it  to  our 
Master  of  Transportation,  Mr.  Sherwood,  who  will  see  you  in  regard  to  it,  and  who 
will  also  see  that  whatever  your  people  insist  upon  shall  he  faithfully  carried  out. 

But  allow  me  to  protest  against  such  action  as  indicated  hy  your  letter.  There 
is  no  more  danger  to  the  good  people  of  Indianapolis,  in  my  judgment,  in  a  speed 
of  twenty  miles  per  hour  than  there  is  in  six,  nor  hardly  so  much.  A  train 
going  through  Indianapolis  on  our  road  at  six  miles  per  hour,  is  crowded,  on  all 
the  platforms,  with  wild  boys,  who  are  hopping  on  and  off,  stealing  rides,  and  li- 
able to  be  injured  at  almost  any  time.  At  twenty  miles  per  hour,  they  can  not  do 
this;  while,  with  the  flagmen  which  we  have,  the  public  are  protected.  In  fact, 
for  the  last  five  years,  I  know  of  no  instance  in  which  we  have  injured  any  person, 
at  any  street  crossing  in  Indianapolis. 

You  must  bear  in  mind,  that,  to  accommodate  the  people  of  Indianapolis,  all  the 
railroads,  at  an  enormous  cost  to  them,  are  using,  or  about  to  use,  the  Belt  Rail- 
way, to  relieve  your  streets.  Is  it  wise  to  still  further  tax  us,  by  requiring  thirty 
minutes  of  time  to  go  through  the  city  with  our  passenger  trains?  Ten  years  ago, 
it  was  not  of  so  much  consequence,  as  we  ran  not  much  over  a  mile  in  the  city  lim- 
its. To-day,  the  city  has  stretched  out  on  either  hand,  until  we  have  three  miles, 
which,  at  the  rate  of  six  miles  per  hour,  takes  thirty  minutes  to  run.  This  thirty 
minutes  is  against  the  Indianapolis  lines,  and  in  favor  of  railroads  which  avoid  that 
city.  If  we  are  to  bring  business  to  your  doors,  we  must  have  facilities  such  that 
it  will  not  take  longer  to  travel  via  your  city,  than  via  outside  lines.  Again,  some 
consideration  must  be  had  for  the  people  who  use  the  trains.  Last  year  we  carried 
into  Indianapolis  86,000  passengers,  and  from  Indianapolis  84,000 — 170,000  passen- 
gers, making  85,000  hours,  or  over  3,000  days,  or  about  ten  years,  time  lost  on  ac- 
count of  the  speed  you  enforce.  I  will  grant  you  that  this  should  not  weigh  as 
against  life ;  but,  when  I  repeat  to  you,  what  is  a  faet,  that  the  twenty  miles  per  hour 
is  as  safe  as  six,  it  should  have  weight.  In  proof  of  this  latter  assumption,  let  me 
cite  you  to  all  of  the  eastern  roads,  and  the  speed  they  make.  Take  for  instance, 
the  Boston  &  Albany  Road  which  runs  into  Boston,  and  where  the  people  are  ac- 
tive in  looking  after  their  interest,  and  have  city  governments  and  railroad  com- 
missioners with  full  powers;  and  yet  this  road  runs  from  Worcester  to  Boston, 
through  crowded  cities  and  villages,  some  of  them  nearly  as  large  as  Indianapolis, 
at  a  speed  of  forty  miles  per  hour,  and  yet  an  accident  upon  a  crossing  is  a  rare 
thing. 

I  write  to  you  at  length,  because  I  have  lately  discussed  this  question  with  the 
Managers  of  several  of  the  railways  centering  in  Indianapolis,  and  they  all  agreed 
with  me  that  it  was  a  tax  upon  business  which  should  be  taken  off.  1  wish  you 
would  give  us  all  a  hearing,  and  let  us  show  you  what  a  loss  it  is  to  the  railroads 
and  the  people.  At  the  same  time  do  not  misunderstand  me ;  whatever  you  decide 
upon,  shall  be  faithfully  adhered  to  by  this  company.

Gentlemen: — I  have  prepared  the  following  statement,  and  beg  leave  to  request 
your  honorable  body  to  sign,  and  present  the  same  to  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  I

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Indianapolis,  June  — ,  1878. 
To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Marion  County  respectfully  repre- 
sent to  your  honorable  bodies,  that  Marion  County  tax  payers  are  paying  too  much 
money  for  feeding  prisoners.  That,  from  the  1st  day  of  June,  1877,  to  the  1st  day  of 
June,  1878,  the  officers  of  said  city  have  made  3,600  arrests;  of  this  number,  2,802 
have  been  prosecuted  under  the  State  laws,  and  798  under  the  city  ordinances; 
that  1,616  of  the  arrests  prosecuted  under  the  State  laws  were  persons  charged  with 
being  intoxicated;  that  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  total  arrests  made  have  been 
prosecuted  under  the  State  laws  for  petty  misdemeanors,  ana  the  persons  so  arrest- 
ed who  failed  to  pay  their  fines,  committed  to  the  county  jail,  and  the  county  com- 
pelled to  pay  fifty  (50)  cents  out  of  the  public  treasury  lor  each  prisoner  sent  to 
jail,  and  sixty  (60)  cents  per  day  while  detained  therein,  thus  making  it  cost  the 
tax  payers  of  Marion  County  about  $22,000  per  annum  for  boarding  prisoners.  That 
prisoners  committed  to  the  county  jail  are  not  required  to  perform  any  labor,  but 
are  permitted  to  remain  there  in  idleness.  That  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis  pay 
about  seven-ninths  of  the  taxes  paid  into  the  county  treasury,  and  therefore  pay- 
seven-ninths  of  this  cost;  that  if  as  many  as  fifty  (50)  prisoners  confined  in  the 
county  jail  continually  for  petty  misdemeanors,  had  been  prosecuted  under  the  city 
ordinances,  the  county  would,  in  one  year,  save  $10,950  for  board  alone;  that  the 
labor  of  these  men  on  the  public  highways  would,  if  estimated  at  one  dollar  ($1.00) 
per  day,  save  the  city  $15,600. 

It  is  known  that  the  cost  of  feeding  prisoners  does  not  exceed  twenty  (20)  cents 
per  day,  and,  under  the  law  governing  cities,  no  fee  or  price  per  day  is  fixed,  so  that 
they  may  be  held  at  the  net  cost  of  their  maintenance,  which,  if  estimated  at  twen- 
ty-five (25)  cents  per  diem  ($4,562  50  per  annum),  the  city  would  save  $11,087.50; 
this,  with  the  amount  the  county  would  save,  makes  a  total  of  $21,987.50  per  an- 
num. 

For  each  person  arrested  for  being  intoxicated,  and  convicted  under  the  State 
law,  the  County  Attorney  is  entitled  to  a  fee  of  five  dollars  ($5) ;  while  for  a  con- 
viction under  the  city  ordinances,  he  is  not,  by  law,  entitled  to  anything,  but' the 
City  Attorney  is  entitled  to  a  fee  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50). 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  your  honorable  bodies  instruct  all  city  officers  to 
prosecute  petty  misdemeanors  (such  as  drunks)  under  the  city  ordinances.

The  cases  were  tried  by  a  jury,  before  said  Justice,  and  resulted  in  a 
judgment  of  $3.50  in  each  case  against  the  city.

And  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  agrees  to  remove  all  such  dead  animals 
to  what  is  known  as  the  "Sellers'  Farm,"  and,  in  disposing  of  the  same,  shall  use  the 
most  approved  machinery  and  appliances  for  destroying  the  offensive  odors  and 
smells,  and  to  use  every  proper  precaution  and  care  to  prevent  any  nuisance  aris- 
ing therefrom  or  any  other  thing  done  by  said  party  of  the  second  part.

The  Committee  on  Finance,  through  Councilman  Wright,  submitted 
the  following  report: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  sundry  papers  were  refer- 
red, would  report  upon  the  following  : 

First.  We  have  examined  the  City  Clerk's  report  of  orders  issued  on  the  City 
Treasurer,  from  May  6th  to  July"  1st,  1878,  carefully  compared  the  same  with  the 
books  of  his  office,  and  find  such  report  to  be  correct. 

Second.  We  also  examined  the  City  Treasurer's  report  of  receipts  and  disburs- 
ments  for  same  period,  carefully  compared  the  same  with  the  books  of  his  office^ 
and  find  such  report  to  be  correct. 

Third.  Is  a  communication  from  William  Hadley,  City  Assessor,  asking  the 
city  to  purchase  from  him  the  three  volumes  of  City  Plat-Books,  prepared  at  his 
personal  expense. 

This  communication  is  accompanied  with  the  testimonials  of  Bernhard  H.  Dietz, 
late  City  Civil  Engineer,  of  R.  M.  Patterson,  City  Civil  Engineer,  and  of  B.  W. 
Sullivan,  clerk  in  City  Civil  Engineer's  Department,  certifying  to  the  usefulness  and 
accuracy  of  said  Plat-Books,  and  recommending  the  purchase  of  the  same  by  the 
city. 

A  careful  investigation  of  this  matter  has  convinced  your  committee  that  these 
-Plat-Books  are  reliable,  invaluable,  and  can  not  be  dispensed  with  The  price 
placed  upon  them  by  City  Assessor  *Hadley,  ($675)  is  reasonable,  and  is  only  about 
one-half  the  amount  expended  bv  the  County  of  Marion  for  an  equal  number  of 
plats.  The  volumes  are  neatly  and  substantially  bound,  the  paper  is  of  an  extra 
good  quality,  and  the  books  will  last  for  several  years.  The  old  Plat-Book  (prepar- 
ed about  1863,  and  for  which  the  then  City  Assessor,  John  B.  Stumph,  was  paid 
$260),  is  entirely  worn  out. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  city  purchase  the  aforesaid  Plat- 
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Books,  and  that  the  Committees  on  Accounts  and  Claims  be  authorized  to  allow 
the  sum  of  $675  in  this  behalf,  and  insert  such  amount  in  their  next  monthly  ap- 
propriation ordinance.

In  our  opinion,  no  reduction  of  gas  bills  can  be  made  to  the  amount  named  in 
the  estimate,  viz.,  $55,000.  But  inasmuch  as  the  city  is  now  using  and  paying  for 
a  greater  number  of  lamps  than  is  necessary  to  properly  light  the  same,  your  com- 
mittees would  recommend  that  one  thousand  street  lamps  be  dispensed  with,  and 
that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  and  Committees  on  Gas-Light  be  directed  to  designate 
the  aforesaid  lamps  to  be  dispensed  with,  and,  when  so  designated,  the  Indianapo- 
lis Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company  be  notified  to  discontinue  lighting  the  same,  and 
that  they  will  not  be  paid  for  after  the  1st  day  of  August,  1878. 

We  would  further  present  a  statement  of  the  number  of  public  lamps  now  be- 
ing paid  for,  the  cost  of  the  same,  and  the  cost  of  gas  consumed  by  meter  measure- 
ment, the  reduction  we  have  made  in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  and  the 
estimate  made  for  current  year:

Is  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  laboring  men  be  allowed  to  pay  their 
city  taxes  in  labor,  provided  that  such  labor  be  needed  by  said  city. 

This  resolution  was  referred,  by  the  Judiciary  Committee,  to  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Improvements,  for  information  regarding  the  manner  in  which  laboring  men 
are  employed,  and  was  referred  back  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  with  the  follow- 
ing endorsement:  "The  Board  of  Public  Improvements  would  respectfully  report 
that  the  idea  suggested  by  the  resolution  is,  and  has  been,  carried  out  in  the  em- 
ployment of  men."

Indianapolis,  July  15,  1878. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  proposition  of  Messrs.  Finch  &  Finch  to  undertake  the  collection  of 
certain  moneys  supposed  to  be  collectable  from  certain  fire  insurance  companies, 
would  report — 

That  we  have  given  the  matter  some  examination,  and  find  that  the  statutes  of 
this  State  provide  that  "  When,  by  the  laws  of  any  other  State,  any  taxes,  fines, 
penalties,  licenses,  fees,  deposits  of  money  or  securities,  or  other  obligations  or  pro- 
hibitions, are  imposed  upon  insurance  companies  of  this  or  other  States,  or  their 
agents,  greater  than  are  required  by  the  laws  ot  this  State,  then  the  same  obliga- 
tions and  prohibitions,  of  whatever  kind,  shall,  in  like  manner,  for  like  purposes, 
be  imposed  upon  all  insurance  companies  of  such  States  and  their  agents."     As  we 
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understand  it,  the  proposition  is  to  impose  upon  the  insurance  companies,  or  their 
agents,  that  are  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  doing 
business  here,  the  same  tax  or  penalty  that  is  imposed  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  York  upon  companies  from  other  States  doing  business  there. 

We  have  examined  the  statutes  of  New  York," and  find  that  they  require  the 
agents  of  any  company  organized  under  the  law  of  any  State,  except  New  York, 
to  pay  annually  to  the  city  authorities,  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department  of  any 
such  city,  a  sum  equal  to  two  per  cent,  upon  all  sums  by  them  collected  as  premi- 
ums for  the  year,  and  it  also  requires  each  agent  to  execute  a  bond,  before  entering 
upon  his  duties  as  such  agent,  conditioned  that  he  shall  pay  over  said  sum  and  make 
true  report  of  all  premiums  by  him  received,  etc. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  statute  and  the  statute  of  this  State,  your  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  nothing  more  than  a  tax  or  license  equal  to  two  per  cent, 
of  total  premiums  could  be  collected  from  the  agents;  that  the  companies  could 
not  be  compelled  to  pay  it,  nor  could  there  be  any  obligation  upon  any  company 
to  pay  it — it  would  simply  be  a  license  to  the  agent. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  great  doubt  as  to  the  legal  right 
or  power  of  the  city  to  compel  the  payment  of  this  percentage  by  agents  of  New 
York  companies  doing  business  in  this  city.

That,  in  the  winter  of  1875-6,  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg  had  drawn  up,  in  his  own 
handwriting,  a  paper  after  the  similitude  of  a  last  will  and  testament,  but  not  then 
signed  by  him,  about  the  form  and  legal  effect  of  which  he  then  consulted  with  his 
"brother,  D.  H.  Gregg,  at  his  house  in  King  William  County,  Virginia,  saying  he 
would  take  it  up  north  with  him  next  Spring,  and  if  he  then  liked  it,  he  would 
there  execute  it,  so  that  it  should  be  good  everywhere.

Testator  then  read  that  paper  over,  said  Hollis 
looking  it  over  as  testator  read;  and  when  he  had  finished  the  reading,  testator 
said,  "When  1  go  home  to  New  Hampshire,  and  get  rested,  I  will  go  and  execute 
it  (the  will)  in  due  form  of  law." 

Witness  Hollis  swears  that  said  will  was  signed  by  said  testator,  before  he  saw  it, 
and  that  it  distinctly  and  positively  revoked  all  former  wills  by  him,  before  that 
time,  made,  and  gave  five  hundred  dollars  to  his  brother  Daniel  H.  Gregg,  whom 
he  therein  nominated  as  one  of  the  executors  of  said  will,  and  also  gave  three  hun- 
dred dollars  to  him,  said  witness,  who  was  named  therein  as  the  other  executor  of 
said  will ;  that  the  main  other  provisions  of  said  will  were,  after  the  payment  of  his 
funeral  and  other  expenses,  the  remainder  of  his  estate  was  to  be  d.vided  between 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  Dallas  County,  Iowa,  for  educational  purposes,  to  wit: 
four  fi.ths  (4-5)  to  Dallas  County,  Iowa,  and  one  fifth  (1-5)  to  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis. 

Besides  this  bequest  to  Dallas  County,  it  appears  in  evidence  that  testator  had, 
before  that  time,  conveyed,  by  deed,  certain  real  estate  at  Adel,  to  Dallas  County, 
for  school  purposes,  of  the  value  of  eight  thousand  dollars. 

The  will  testified  to  by  said  Hollis  can  not  now  be  found,  and  there  is  no  evi- 
dence that  testator  ever  did,  alter  be  went  home  to  New  Hampshire,  go,  as  he  told 
said  Hollis,  in  Boston,  he  would,  and  execute  said  will  in  due  form  of  law;  but 
shortly  afterwards,  to-wit,  on  the  28th  day  of  June,  187(5,  testator  wrote  and  sent  a 
letter  to  Judge  Byron  Rice,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  wherein  he  stated  he  had  given, 
or  intended  to  bequeath,  four-filths  of  his  estate  to  Dallas  Coun  \,  Iowa,  lor  educa- 
tional purposes.  After  this,  our  testator  went  to  New  Hampshire,  and  coniinued 
there  in  very  poor  health  until  late  in  the  fo  lowing  November,  when  he  came  to 
Boston,  and  took  the  ocean  steamer  for  his  brother's  in  King  William  County, 
Virginia,  where  he  died  on  the  17th  day  ot  December,  A.  D.  1876. 

There  wms  much  ot-  er  testimony,  tending  to  prove  that  our  testator  had  revoked 
his  will  of  1850;  and  this,  if  true,  would  completely  bar  our  city  s  claim  to  all 
participation  in  said  estate. 

Then*  was  also  considerable  evidence,  tending  to  show  that  his  legal  domicile 
wms  in  the  htaie  of  New  Hampshire  at  the  time  of  his  death;  and,  by  the  laws  of 
that  State,  our  will  would  be  inoperative,  as  the  statutes  ot  that  btate  require  three 
witnesses  to  a  will,  while  ours  was  only  witnessed  by  two. 

At  this  sta^e  of  the  proceedings,  it  became  possible  for  us  to  compromise  our 
claim,  so  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis  could  get  one  third  of  the  estate  in  contro- 
versy; and  our  lawy  rs,  taking  into  consideration  the  testimony  already  before 
the  jury,  ad  vised  the  compromi-e  offered  us  The  jury  was  adj  aimed,  for  the 
double  purpose  of  letting  the  heirs  at-law  com munieate  among  themselves  as  to  the 
terms  of  tip-  compromise,  and  give  us  time  lo  telegraph  our  city  authorities,  nnd 
obtain  our  city's  consent  to  said  compromise;  and  this  being  obtained,  we  caused 
paid  compromise-agreement  to  be  reducid  to  wri  ing  and  signed  by  all  the  parties 
Interested  «nd  the  same  embodied  in  and  made  part  of  the  finding,  judgment, 
and  decree  of  the  Court  in  th  ecase;  which  is  in  the  words  and  figures  following; 
to-wit:

This  day  came  again  the  parties,  by  their  attorneys,  and  the  jury,  heretofore  em- 
paneled herein,  also  appeared,  aecording  to  their  adjournn  ent  Whereupon,  an 
agreement  between  the  parties  to  this  cause,  making  a  final  disposition  ot  all  the 
matters  in  controversy  therein,  was  presented  to  the  Court,  with  the  request,  on 
their  part,  that  t^e  same  be  spread  at  large  upon  the  record.  "Which  agreement  is 
in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to-wit: 

This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  6th  day  of  June,  1878,  between  the 
City  of  Indianap'  lis  a  municipal  corporation  in  the  State  of  li  diana,  "Wm.

Whereas,  there  is  a  certain  controversy  now  pending  in  the  Circuit  Court  of 
King  William  County,  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  concerning  the  testacy  or  intestacy 
of  the  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  under  the  style  of  "The  City  of  Indianapolis  vs.  D.

Now,  therefore,  for  the  final  and  complete  settlement  of  all  the  matters  and  ques- 
tions .nvolved  in  said  controversy,  the  said  parties  do  hereby  covenant  and  ayree 
to  and  with  themselves,  as  follows,  to  wit:  That  is  to  say,  the  said  parties  of  the 
first  part,  and  the  said  party  ot  the  third  part,  will  respectively  withdraw  from  all 
further  effort  to  have  admitted  to  probate  the  papers  offered  and  propounded  by 
them,  in  the  said  controversy,  as  the  last  will  and  testament  of  the  said  Thomas  D. 
Greg:  ;  that  the  jury  now  sworn  in  the  said  controversy  may  be  discharged,  and 
the  said  cause  di-missed  from  the  docket  of  this  Court,  by  consent  ot  parties,  and 
this  agreement  entered  upon  the  records  of  this  Court  as  a  final  disposition  thereof; 
that  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  the  said  Thomas  1).  Gregg  shall  be  and 
remain  as  it  now  is,  and  should  the  pre.-ent  administrator,  Joseph  Holiis,  die,  or  be 
'removed  from  any  cau-e,  that  his  successor  shall  be  nominated  by  the  parties  of  the 
second  part;  and  should  it  become  necessary  lor  the  collection  of  any  debtor  debts 
due  the  said  estate  from  any  resident  or  residents  of  any  State  other  than  this  State, 
to  have  ancillary  administration  on  the  said  estate  in  the  State  or  States  in  which 
the  debtor  or  debtors  reside,  that  then  such  ancillary  administrator  or  administrators 
shall  be  also  nominated  by  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part;  that  all  the  costs  and

Greg^,  whether  in  tins  Sta  e  or  elsewhere,  shall  be  paid  and  dis- 
tributed as  follows,  to-wit:  To  the  City  of  Indianapoli,  a  municipal  corporation 
in  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  the  Lodge  of  F'ree  and  Accep  e<l  Masons  of  Mar- 
tinsville, in  the  State  of  Indiana,  parties  of  the  first  part,  one-third,  or  five-fit- 
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teenths,  to  be  used,  appropriated,  and  invested  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the,  paper  propounded  by  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  as  and  for  the  last  will 
and  testament  oi  thn  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg;  to  D  H.  Gregg  and  George  B.  Steph- 
enson and  Mary  F.  Stephenson  (his  wife),  parties  of  the  second  part,  seven-fif- 
teenths, to  be  divided  among  them  as  they  may  agree  among  themselves;  and  to 
the  County  of  Dallas,  in  the  State  of  Iowa,  party  of  the  third  part,  one  fifth,  or 
thn  e-fifteenths,  to  be  expended,  used,  or  laid  out  for  school  purposes,  as  sat  forth 
and  described  in  the  paper  propounded  by  the  said  party  of  th  third  part  as  and 
for  the  last  will  and  testament  of  the  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  deceased — the  said 
proportions  to  be  respectively  paid  to  the  said  parties,  or  to  their  duly  authorized 
agents,  or  to  their  attorneys  of  record  in  this  cause,  as  soon  as  it  can  be  convenient- 
ly done  The  said  D.  H.  Gregg  and  Geo.  B.  Stephenson  and  Mary  F.  Stephenson 
(his  wife),  do  hereby  waive,  relinquish,  and  release  all  and  every  claim  or  demand 
they  may  or  can  have,  or  assert  and  set  up,  under  the  paper  propounded  by  the 
parties  of  the  first  part,  to  which  they  might,  by  any  possibility,  be  entitled  as  heirs- 
at-law  and  distributees  of  Mary  Gregg  the  m  ther  of  the  said  Thomas  D,  Gregg. 
The  said  D.  H.  Gregg  and  Joseph  Hollis  and  th«  City  of  Indianapolis  do  hereby 
waive,  relinquish,  and.  release  all  and  every  claim  and  demand  which  they  might, 
by  possibility,  be  entitled  to  set  up  against  the  estate  of  the  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg, 
under  ihe  will  propounded  by  the  party  of  the  third  part  [as]  and  for  the  last  will  and 
testament  of  the  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg.  It  is  hereby  also  to  be  further  understood 
and  agreed  that  the  said  J  -seph  Hollis.  administrator  of  the  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg, 
will  at  once  take  all  and  every  possible  legal  and  prudent  measure  or  measures  to 
collect  of  B.  Bice,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  the  large  amount  of  money  due  from  him 
to  the  estate  of  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg;  and  the  said  Joseph  Holiis  is  hereby  ex- 
cused for  the  delay  up  to  this  date  in  taking  any  other  measure  to  collect  or  secure 
the  said  sum  of  money  so  due,  and  is  hereby  fully  and  completely  released  from  any 
and  all  liability  or  accountability  for  any  loss  that  may  have  resulted  up  to  this  date 
from  his  delay  in  taking  such  measure  or  measures.

SPECIAL   ORDERS. 

The  first  Special  Order  taken  up  was  the  matter  of  public  gas-lighting, 
when  the  Council  and  Aldermanic  Committees  on  Gas-Light,  through 
Councilman  Cummings,  submitted  the  following  report: 

To  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

GeriHempn: — Your  joint  Committees  on  Gas  Light,  by  your  instructions,  have 
held  a  conference  with  the  representatives  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas- Light  and  Coke 
Company,  in  order  to  get  the  best  proposition  from  them  to  furnish  the  city  with 
gas  for  the  current  year,  costing  in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding  $55,000. 

Your  committee,  herewith,  submit  three  propositions  from  the  gas  company, 
without  recommending  ei  her  of  them  as  only  one  of  them  comes  within  the  sum 
named  by  you,  and  we  fear  it  would  not  be  satis  actory  'o  the  citizens: 

The  first  proposition  is  to  furnish  light  1800  hours  for  $55,000.  The  socond  pro- 
portion is  to  furnish  litrht  2000  hours  for  $59,640.  The  third  proposition  is  to  fur- 
nish light  3200  hours  for  $82,860. 

The  last  named  ;s  at  the  price  and  in  accordance  with  the  existing  contract  with 
the  city,  upon  which  the  gas  company  would  give  a  rebate  of  $10,000,  which  would 
reduce  the  amount  to  $72,360. 

Your  co'iimittee  believe  there  are  a  large  number  of  superfluous  lamps,  which 
have  been  erected  regardless  of,  and  in  violation  of  the  ordinance  regulating  the 
number  of  lamps  to  the  square,  and  respectfully  recommend  that  the  supply  of  eas 
be  shut  off  from  all  such  lamps,  and  their  use  discontinued,  and  that  the  City  Civil 
Engineer  and  the  Committees  on  Gas-Light  be  instructed  to  designate  said  lamps, 
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and  to  notify  the  gas  company  that  the  city  will  not  pay  for  the  same  after  August 
1st,  1878.

On  Councilman  O'Brien's  motion,  Aldermen  Chandler,  chairman  of 
the  Aldermanic  Committee  on  Gas-Light,  who  was  present  in  the  Coun- 
cil Chamber,  was  requested  to  explain  the  propositions  of  the  Gas  Com- 
pany, as  indicated  by  preceding  report. 

Alderman  Chandler  stated,  among  other  matters,  that  the  Gas  Com- 
pany would  not  consent  to  make  the  1800-hour  time-table  other  than 
uniform  as  to  lighting,  burning,  and  extinguishing,  thus  giving  light  an 
average  of  only  about  five  hours  each  night,  which  would  be  equivalent 
to  dirkness  from  about  midnight  to  daylight;  that  the  Committees  on 
Gas-Light  had  received  no  proposition  from  the  Gas  Company  which 
could  be  unanimously  recommended  for  acceptance  as  the  basis  for  a 
contract.

Amend  section  sixty-three  (63)  by  striking  out  the  phrase,  "nor  shall  there 
be  any  sprinkling-orifices  in  the  ends  of  said  attachments,"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof,  "and  the  orifices  in  such  sprinkling-attachments  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to 
only  give  an  upward  projection  to  the  streams  and  to  not  discharge  the  same  out- 
wardly beyond  the  width  of  such  sprinkler-cart." 

4th.  Amend  section  sixty-eight  (68),  by  inserting  the  title  of  the  "city  official 
newspaper,  The  Southside,"  in  lieu  of  "  Indianapolis  Daily  Sentinel." 

5th.     There  are  a  few  typographical  errors  and  omissions  in  said  ordinance,  as 
printed;  but  they  are  so  apparent  that  we  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  note  them.

COMMUNICATIONS,    ETC.,    FROM    THE    MAYOR. 

His  Honor  presented  a  claim  from  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company,  in  the  sum  of  $5.10,  for  dispatches  sent  on  June  8th,  9th, 
and  27th,  in  the  matter  of  the  Gregg-will  case. 

On  Councilman  Marsee's  motion,  aforesaid  claim  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims,  and  the  City  Clerk  was  instructed 
to  charge  the  allowance  to  account  of  the  "Gregg  Bequest." 

His  Honor  also  presented  the  following  communication;  which  was 
duly  received : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  the  Mayor,  and  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company  has  been  served 
with  a  certified  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Common  Council  on  July  22d, 
instant,  and  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  July  23d,  instant,  as  follows : 

"Moved,  That  the  City  Clerk  be  instructed  to  notify  the  gas  company  that  unless 
they  accept  $55,000  for  two  thousand  hours,  the  gas  company  to  light  and  extin- 
guish the  lamps,  so  as  to  give  most  light,  that  we  will  discontinue  the  use  of 
gas  on  August  1st,  1878;  payment  to  begin  July  1st,  1878,  and  end  June  30th,  1879, 
under  the  direction  of  schedule  furnished  by  City  Civil  Engineer." 

The  case  between  the  city  and  the  gas  company  is  about  this  :  On  July  22d, 
1876,  the  contract  then  in  force  was,  on  the  demand  of  the  city,  modified  by  a  new 
contract  of  that  date.  This  contract  was  ratified  by  the  City  Council,  and.  under 
its  direction,  was  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk,  attested  by  the  corporate 
seal,  and  delivered  to  the  gas  company.  There  has  never  been  any  well  grounded 
complaint  of  any  failure  on  our  part  to  keep  all  the  terms  of  this  contract.  In  it, 
important  concessions  were  made  to  the  city,  which  were  accepted  as  entirely  satis- 
factory to  the  city  authorities. 

In  a  little  more  than  one  year  from  that  time,  the  city  refused  to  perform  that 
contract,  and  a  resolution  passed  the  Council,  ordering  out  one  thousand  lamps. 
I'hf;  Board  of  Aldermen  refusing  to  concur,  a  conference  was  had,  which  resulted 
in  the  gas  company  voluntarily  conceding  a  rebate  of  $10,000  for  that  year,  from 
the  amount  which  the  city  was  bound,  by  its  contract,  to  pay. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  fiscal  year,  we  are  again  met  by  a  refusal  on  the  part 
of  the,  city  to  perform  its  contract.  The  company  again  consented  to  negotiate, 
and  road"  several  propositions,  all  of  which  involved  important  concessions  to  the 
city.  We  again  offered  to  give  a  rebate  of  $10,000  for  the  current  year,  from  the 
contract  price  or  to  furnish  a  less  amount  of  gas,  at  prices  stated.  These  negotia- 
tions have  terminated  in  the  resolution  copiwd  above. 
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"We  can  not  accept  this  ultimatum;  the  price  offered  is  wholly  inadequate  fortha 
amount  of  gas  demanded, 

In  all  of  these  differences  and  negotiations,  the  city  has  put  its  refusal  to  comply 
with  the  existing  contract,  not  upon  any  fraud  in  its  procurement  or  any  breach 
upon  our  part  m  its  execution,  but  upon  the  ground  that  the  city  was  not,  in  law, 
bound  by  any  contract  it  had  or  could  make  with  us.  We  are  advised  that  this  is 
not  the  law;  but  if  your  legal  adviser  is  right,  it  seems  to  us  to  be  entirely  futile 
to  be  writing  and  signing  contracts.  We  must  test  this  question  with  you  in  the 
Courts,  if  the  present  position  of  the  city  is  maintained. 

We  might,  perhaps,  regard  the  resolution  served  upon  us  as  a  sufficient  justifica- 
tion for  leaving  the  city  in  darkness,  after  the  day  you  have  named  (August  1st); 
hut  not  desiring,  if  it  can  be  avoided,  to  subject  our  citizens  to  the  inconvenience 
and  dangers  of  unlighted  streets,  we  shall,  unless  prevented  by  you,  continue  to 
furnish  gas  to  the  street-lamps,  and  to  li^ht  them  under  our  contract,  until  you 
shall  refuse  to  pay  our  bills  according  to  the  terms  of  the  contract  of  J  uly  22d,  1876. 

If  you  adhere  to  your  resolution,  and  refuse  to  pay  our  bills,  we  must  go  to  the 
Courts  for  a  decision  of  the  question,  whether  cities  have  any  power  to  contract. 
It  is  certain  that  the  obligation  of  contracts  must  be  mutual.  If  the  city  is  not 
bound,  the  other  contracting  party  is  not  If  the  city  has  the  right  to  recede  Irom 
any  contract  for  any  public  work,  it  must  be  that  the  contractor  has  the  same  right. 
It  ought  to  be  known  what  the  law  on  this  subject  is  in  our  State.

the  amount  of  the  revenue  of  the  city  for  the  present  fiscal  year ; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  impossible  to  carry  on  the  city  government,  and  keep  the 
expenses  of  the  same  within  the  amount  of  revenue  received,  and  light  the  streets 
and  alleys  with  gas  in  the  manner  and  in  the  same  way  that  the  same  have  been 
lighted  during  the  fiscal  year  last  past; 

And  Whereas,  It  has  been  impossible  to  make  any  arrangement  with  the 
Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  by  which  the  same  could  be  satisfac- 
torily lighted  for  the  present  year  for  the  amount  of  money  that  the  city  can  spend 
for  that  purpose :     Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  That  it  is  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  city  that  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  alleys  with  gas  he  discontin- 
ued from  and  after  August  1st,  1878;  and  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen hereby  order  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  alleys  with  gas  to  be  discon- 
tinued from  and  after  August  1st,  1878;  and  the  Civil  Engineer  is  hereby  directed 
to  notify  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company  of  the  passage  of  this 
resolution,  and  that  the  city  will  not  pty  for  any  gas  consumed  in  the  lighting  of 
the  streets  and  alleys,  nor  for  the  lighting,  extinguishing,  cleaning,  or  repairing  of 
any  street  lamps,  after  the  fifteenth  d  y  ot:  August,  1878 ;  and  the  City  Civil  Engi- 
neer is  hereby  instructed  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  prevent  the  lighting  of  any 
lamps  in  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  of  the  city  after  said  date;  and  he  is  also  in- 
structed to  carefully  remove  the  tips  or  burners  on  said  lamps,  and  seal  the  same 
so  that  no  gas  can  escape. 

1  Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  the  Committees  on  Gas-Light  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil and  Board  of  Aldermen  be  and  are  hereby,  directed,  to  investigate  and  report 
what  will  be  the  expense  of  lighting  the  streets  with  oil  lamps,  or  by  any  other 
mode  than  gas. 
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Councilman  Tucker  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  preceding; 
resolution : 

Whereas,  By  reason  of  the  limited  revenue  of  the  city,  it  is  impossible  to  con- 
tinue the  lighting  of  all  the  street  lamps  of  the  city  during  the  present  fiscal  year  j 
Therefore,  be  it 

)f/  Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  That  the  interests  of  the 
city  demand  that  the  lighting  of  twelve  hundred  of  the  city  lamps  be  discontinued 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  August,  1878;  and  that  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  order  that  the  lighting  of  twelve  hundred  lamps  be  dis- 
continued from  and  after  the  first  day  of  August,  1878 — said  twelve  hundred  lamps 
to  be  such  as  are  selected  and  designated  by  the  Committees  on  Gas-Light  of  the 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen ;  and  said  committees  are  hereby  directed  to  se- 
lect and  designate  said  lamps  to  the  City  Engineer,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  noti- 
fy the  Indianapolis  Gas- Light  and  Coke  Company  of  the  passage  of  this  resolu- 
tion, and  also  of  the  location  of  the  said  twelve  hundred  lamps  so  selected  and 
designated  by  said  committees,  and  that  the  city  will  not  pay  for  the  gas,  or  the 
lighting,  extinguishing,  or  repairing  of  said  twelve  hundred  lamps,  from  and  after 
said  first  of  August,  1878;  and  the  City  Civil  Engineer  is  also  directed  to  re- 
move the  tips  or  burners  from  said  twelve  hundred  lamps,  and  to  carefully  seal  the 
same,  to  prevent  the  escape  of  gas.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  were  referred  sun- 
dry papers,  would  respectfully  report  as  follows  thereon : 

1st.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutter  on  the 
south  side  of  Michigan  street,  from  East  street  to  Railroad  street. 
We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  City  Civil  Engineer  to  change  the  grade  of  the 
alley  running  east  and  west,  from  Virginia  avenue  to  East  street,  between  Dough- 
erty and  Coburn  streets. 

We  have  examined  said  alley,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  proper  way  to  fix 
the  grade  is  to  improve  the  alley ;  and  we  herewith  introduce  ordinance  for  same. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  repair  the  catch-basin  in 
the  alley  on  the  west  side  of  Virginia  avenue,  being  the  first  alley  north  of  Stevens 
street. 

We  find  that  the  trouble  at  this  point  exists  in  the  sewer,  and  recommend  the 
Street  Commissioner  attend  to  the  same  at  once. 

4th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  repair  the  sidewalk, 
with  gravel,  on  the  north  side  of  Coburn  street,  at  the  intersection  of  the  second 
alley  east  of  East  street. 

We  regard  this  as  a  very  useless  motion ;  and  if  such  trivial  matters  are  to  occu- 
py the  attention  of  this  Council,  important  matters  will  suffer.  There  are  no  re- 
pair- worthy  of  notice  needed  at  this  point,  and  we  recommend  the  work  be  not 
done. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Bradshaw  street,  between  Virginia  avenue  and  Sullivan  street. 

We  find  said  gutters  are  filled  with  grass    and  weeds,  and    recommend  they  be 

cleaned. 

ftfch.  Ih  a  motion  directing  the  Street,  Commissioner  to  lay  cement  pipes  on  the 
north  and  south  sides  of  McCarty  street,  between  Beaty  street  and  the  first  alley 

east 

We  tee  no  necessity  for  this  work,  and  recommend  it  be  not  done. 
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7th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  pond  of  water  in 
McKernan  street,  between  Coburn  street  and  the  first  alley  south. 

It  is  impossible  to  drain  this  pond,  and  we  see  no  way  to  abate  the  nuisance,  ex- 
cept by  properly  improving  the  street ;  and  we  herewith  submit  an  ordinance  for 
the  same. 

8th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  ponds  and  mud- 
holes  in  the  first  alley  west  of  Wright  street,  between  Buchanan  and  Coburn  streets. 

This  alley  never  having  been  improved,  we  recommend  it  be  done;  and  herewith 
introduce  an  ordinance  for  the  same. 

9th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of  Ed- 
dy street,  from  Garden  street  to  Merrill  street. 

We  find  these  gutters  in  need  of  attention,  and  as  the  distance  is  but  two  squares, 
■we  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

10th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  street  and  gut- 
ters, and  fill  the  chuck-holes,  "of  Maryland  street,  from  Illinois  street  to  Tennessee 
street. 

This  street  is  almost  worn  out,  and  should  be  improved ;  but  to  re-gravel  it  would 
foe  an  unnecessary  and  useless  expense  of  money.  We  would  recommend,  however, 
that  the  gutters  be  cleaned. 

11th.     Is  a  motion   directing   the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
West  street,  from  Maryland  street  to  Georgia  street. 
We  would  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

12th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  have  the  gutter  in  front 
■of  325  to  337  N.  Illinois  street  fixed,  so  the  water  will  not  stand  in  the  same. 
We  would  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

13th.     Is  a  motion  directing   the   Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Broadway  and  Plum  streets,  between  St.  Clair  street  and  Christian  avenue, 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

14th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Archer  street. 

We  recommend  that  this  work  be  not  done. 

15th.  Is  a  motion  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Shelby  and  Olive  streets. 

Shelby  &treet  is  not  an  improved  street,  and  we  recommend  the  work  contem- 
plated in  the  motion  be  confined  to  Olive  street  gutters. 

16th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  pond  in  Spruce 
street,  near  Woodlawn  avenue. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  street  should  be  improved;  and  W3  herewith 
-present  an  ordinance  for  said  improvement. 

17th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of  In- 
diana avenue,  from  California  street  to  Fall  Creek. 
This  work  is  necessary,  and  we  recommend  it  be  done. 

18th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  repair,  by  filling  up  the 
hollows  and  holes,  with  broken  limestone  or  screened  creek  gravel,  Washington 
street,  between  Nobl-  and  State  streets. 

This  is  one  of  the  best  streets  in  the  city,  and  as  the  repair  will  cost  but  a  trifle, 
we  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

19th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill,  with  gravel,  the 
-chuck-holes  in  W.  Washington  street,  from  California  street  to  the  crossing  of  the 
Belt  Railroad. 

We  have  examined  this  portion  of  Washington  street,  and  would  recommend 
the  repairs  contemplated  be  confined  to  that  part  of  said  street  lying  between  Cali- 
fornia street  and  the  east  entrance  of  White  River  bridge. 
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20th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner   to  clean   the  gutters  of 
Michigan  street,  between  Illinois  street  and  the  canal. 
"We  would  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

21st.  Is  a  motion  instructing  the  City  Marshal  to  notify  the  I.,  P.  &  C.,  and  C, 
C,  C  &  1.  Railroad  Companies  to  open  the  gutters  under  their  tracks  on  each  side 
of  Pavidson  street,  between  Market  and  Ohio  streets. 

"We  would  report  that  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  have  served  proper 
notice  on  the  companies  aforesaid,  in  reference  to  the  gutters  named  in  the  motion. 

22d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  lay  a  cement  pipe  in  the 
gutter  at  the  intersection  of  Kansas  and  Meridian  streets,  and  haul  gravel  over 
the  saaje. 

The  use  of  cement  pipes,  in  cases  of  this  kind,  has  proven  a  failure,  and  is  likely 
to  in  this  instance,  and,  in  view  of  this,  we  would  recommend  the  repairs  desired 
be  made  with  rolling-mill  cinders. 

23d.  Is  a  motion  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  repair  N.  Meridian 
street,  from  New  York  street  to  North  Street,  by  substituting  a  sound  block  for  a 
rotten  one,  wherever  found. 

"We  have  made  careful  examination  of  this  part  of  Meridian  street,  but  do  not 
feel  warranted  in  recommending  its  repair  for  the  distance  specified  in  the  motion, 
as  it  is  impossible  to  even  approximate  the  cost  of  such  work.  "We  would  recom- 
mend, however,  that  the  street  be  repaired  in  the  manner  indicated,  from  New 
York  street  to  Vermont  street,  and  an  accurate  account  kept  of  the  cost,  which 
will  enable  us  to  estimate  pretty  closely  the  expense  of  repairs  of  this  character.

REPORTS    FROM    STANDING    COMMITTEES. 

The  Committee  on  Gas-Light,  through  Councilman  Cummings,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report;  which  was  duly  concurred  in: 
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To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Gas-Light,  to  whom  was  referred  Councilman 
Marsee's  motion,  directing  the  committee  to  estimate  the  cost  of  coal-oil  lamps  for 
engine  and  station  houses,  would  report  that  about  sixty  (60)  lamps  will  be  re- 
quired, the  cost  of  which  will  be  $2.50  each. 

We  recommend  that  Fire  Department  Headquarters  be  first  lighted  with  coal- 
oil  lamps,  and  if  the  result  is  satisfactory,  then  to  introduce  them  into  the  other 
houses.

The  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney,  through  Councilman 
McKay,  presented  the  following  report;  which  was  read,  considered, 
and  concurred  in  by  clauses : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen :  — T 'our  Committee  on  Judiciary,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  petitions,  and  communications,  make  the  follow- 
ing report  thereon : 

First.  Is  a  petition  of  J.  H.  Vajen,  to  have  refunded  $74.10,  paid  as  taxes  on 
farm  lands  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis ;  said  claim  made,  and  its  justice  claimed, 
under  Special  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1877,  approved  March  13th,  1877,  which 
is  as  follows: 

"Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  That 
lands  not  platted  as  city  or  town  property,  used  solely  for  agricultural  purposes,  or 
are  wholly  unimproved  and  lying  within  the  limits  of  any  city  or  town  of  this 
State,  when  such  lands  have  not  been  in  any  way  dedicated  for  corporation  pur- 
poses, shall  not  be  listed  or  taxed  for  general  city  or  town  purposes,  to  any  greater 
percentage  on  the  appraised  value  than  lands  in  the  township  outside  of  the  corpo- 
ration are  taxed  for  township  purposes." 

Attached  to  the  petition  is  a  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  stating  that  the 
petitioner  p^id,  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  1878,  $145.60  on  two  parcels  of  land,  one 
containing  40  acres  north  of  the  road  in  the  e.  \  of  the  s.  e.  \  of  sec.  34,  town  16, 
range  3,  valued  at  $7,500;  and  32  and  41  100  acres,  same  section,  valued  at  $5,500, 
making  a  total  valuation  of  $13,000;  and  the  petitioner  paid  on  that  amount  at  the 
rate  of  $1  12-100  on  each  $100,  when  he  should  have  paid,  in  accordance  with  the 
law,  but  55  cents  on  each  $100,  as  that  is  the  percentage  on  the  appraised  value  of 
similar  lands  for  township  purposes.  The  difference  between  the  amount  paid  at 
$1  12-100  rate  and  at  the  55  cents  rate  is  $74  10,  the  amount  claimed  by  the  peti- 
tioner;  and  in  view  of  the  law  and  the  facts,  we  think  the  demand  to  refund  $74.10 
reasonable  and  just,  and  recommendf  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted. 

Second.  Is  a  petition  of  Thos.  Brooker,  to  have  money  refunded  to  the  amount 
of  $30.91,  with  interest  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum  from  February  25th,  1875.  The 
petitioner  represents  that  he  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  $30.91  for  certificate  No. 
5402,  for  the  city  taxes  of  1873  and  1874  on  100  feet  west  end  of  lot  7,  square  23, 
Drake's  Addition  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  listed  and  sold  in  the  name  of  Wil- 
liam Gossman,  at  city  tax  sale  February  25th,  1875. 

The  tax  duplicate  for  the  year  1874  shows  the  whole  of  lot  7,  square  23,  Drake's 
Addition,  listed  in  the  name  of  Francis  A  Jean,  and  the  tax  on  the  whole  of  lot 
7,  square  23,  for  the  year  1874,  paid  by  said  Jean  June  4th,  1875;  which  makes 
the  tax  sale  erroneous  and  void  as  to  the  petitioner — also  leaving  the  taxes  for  the 
year  1873  unpaid,  except  by  the  erroneous  tax  sale. 

The  100  feet  west  end  lot  7,  square  23,  as  above,  was  transferred  by  one  Miller  to 
"William  Gossman  November  14th,  1872,  and  from  Gossman  back  to  Miller  May 
13th,  1873,  and  from  Miller  to  Francis  A.  Jean  May  14th,  1873.  Wm.  Gossman 
held  the  property  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1873,  making  him  liable  by  law  for  the

taxes  of  that  year;  but  the  fact  that  Miller  and  Jean  both  becoming  possessed  of  the 
property  so  soon  thereafter, would  warrant  the  supposition  that  some  contract  with 
regard  to  taxes  for  the  year  1873  exists,  not  shown  of  record. 

In  this  view  of  the  case,  we  recommend  that  the  City  Clerk  be  instructed  to 
charge  up  to  the  present  holder  of  lot  7,  square  23,  Drake's  Addition  to  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  the  current  tax  on  100  feet  west  end  of  said  lot  for  the  year  1873,  in- 
terest added,  penalty  not  to  be  taxed  up.  We  also  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$30.91,  interest  added,  be  refunded  to  the  petitioner. 

Third.  Is  a  petition  of  T.  A.  Goodwin,  to  have  money  refunded  to  the  amount 
©f  $29.92,  claiming  that  amount  to  have  been  paid  on  erroneous  tax  sale  made  by 
the  City  Treasurer  February  15th,  1877.  The  petitioner  makes  bis  claim  on  the 
following  statement:  That  the  north  half  of  lot  73,  in  Ingram  Fletcher's  Addition 
to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  listed  in  the  name  of  Noah  A.  Walker  and  wife,  was 
sold  by  the  City  Treasurer  February  15th,  1877,  for  the  taxes  of  1876  on  the  real 
estate,  and  for  the  personal  of  Noah  A.  Walker  for  the  year  1875,  which  personal 
was  included  in  the  amount  sold  for,  and  which  was  erroneous. 

Upon  investigation,  we  find  that  no  personal  tax  was  listed  for  1875  or  1876  on 
the  above  described  real  estate,  and  think  the  sale  good.  We  therefore  recommend 
that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

Fourth.  We  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  be  di- 
rected to  include  in  the  next  general  appropriation  ordinance  all  the  claims  allowed 
in  this  report.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Markets,  in  conjunction  with  the  Aldermanic 
Committee  on  Markets  and  the  select  committee  of  this  body,  to  whom  were  refer- 
red sundry  petitions,  motions,  and  amendments  to  General  Ordinances  20  and  21, 
1878,  met  at  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  on  the  evenings  of  the  17th  and  20th  in- 
stant, and  do  now  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  amendments,  as  the  re- 
sults of  our  conference : 

Amendments  to  General  Ordinance  20,  1878. 

Strike  out  the  word  "city"  before  the  word  "markets"  and  the  word  "only"  after 
said  word  "markets,"  in  third  line  of  clause  denning  "curbstone  stands,"  under  sec- 
tion one;  and  add,  at  end  of  said  clause  the  following  phrase:  ''And  defers  in 
goods  of  a  miscellaneous  character  may,  also,  be  assigned  to  such  stands  by  the  Mar- 
ket Master  or  person  in  charge  of  such  market." 

Amend  the  fifth  clause  under  section  two  (2),  so  that  it  will  read  as  follows: 

" —  Stalls,  at  the  rate  of  50  cents,  each,  per  half  year $ 

—  Benches,  at  the  rate  of  25  cents,  each,  per  half  year  

—  Stands,  at  the  rate  of  25  cents,  each,  per  half  year 

Total  license-tax  to  be  paid,  $ " 

Strike  out  "fifty  cents"  in  last  line  of  section  three  (3),  and  insert  "twenty-five 
cents." 

Strike  out  "fifty  cents"  in  last  line  of  section  fourteen  (14),  and  insert  "twenty- 
five  cents." 

And  to  end  of  section  nineteen  (19)  the  following:   "Unless  he  shall  present  to 
Market-Master  a  written  permit  from  the  lessee,  obtain  the  consent  of  and  pay 
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said  officer  the  market-fee  of  twenty-five  cents  in  advance  for  occupying  such  stalls, 
or  fifteen  cents  for  a  leased  stand. 

Amend  section  thirty-five  (35),  by  striking  out  "three  months"  in  the  fifth  line, 
and  insert,  in  lieu  thereof,  the  words  "six  months."  Insert  after  the  words  "scale 
beam,"  in  first  line  of  first  paragraph  under  aforesaid  section,  the  words  "single  or 
double."  Strike  out  the  words  "twenty-five  cents  (25c),"  at  end  of  third  paragraph,, 
and  insert  "fifteen  cents  (15c)."  Strike  out  "fifteen  cents  (15c);  or  fifty  cents  (50c)" 
from  sixth  paragraph,  and  insert  "ten  cents  (10c) ;  or  twenty-five  cents  (25c)."  Add 
after  sixth  paragraph  the  following  new  provision :  "Said  City  Market-Master, 
shall,  also,  from  time  to  time,  inspect  and  seal  any  and  all  new  scales,  weights,  and 
measures  which  may  be  brought  to  his  market,  for  use  therein,  by  any  marketer 
who  has  already  paid  the  semi-annual  inspection  and  sealing  fee ;  but  said  Market- 
Master  shall  not  be  paid  for  such  inspection  and  sealing,  if  such  new  scale  s,  weights, 
or  measur*  s  shall  be  found  correct  and  not  needing  adjustment." 

Insert,  after  "this  city,"  in  third  line  of  section  thirty-seven  (37),  the  words  "ex- 
cept refreshment  stands."  Add,  at  end  of  same  section,  "All  curbstone  stands 
must  be  taken  away." 

Amendments  to  General  Ordinance  21,  1878. 

Insert  in  sixth  line  of  section  fourteen  (14),  after  the  words  "any  article,"  the 
phrase  "except  fresh  meats." 

Strike  out  from  second  line  of  section  twenty-five  (25),  the  phrase  "within  six 
hundred  feet  of,"  and  insert,  in  lieu  thereof,  the  word  "at." 

Change  the  first  and  second  lines  of  section  fifty-one  (51),  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  "Sec.  51.  Every  person  who  shall  retail,  or  offer  to  so  sell";  and  insert  the 
word  "milk,"  after  the  word  "vegetables,"  in  the  third  line  of  said  section. 

Add  a  new  section  fifty-two,  as  follows:  "Sec.  52.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  go  in,  along,  or  upon  the  streets,  alleys,  or  sidewalks  of  this  city,  in  ve- 
hicles or  otherwise,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing,  trading,  or  bartering  for  rags  pa- 
per-stock, metals,  or  any  other  commodity  whatsoever,  without  first  obtaining  a 
huckster's  license  therefor." 

Strike  out  the  words  "one  dollar"  from  the  last  two  lines  of  the  present  section 
fifty-two  (62),  and  insert  "twenty-five  cents." 

Change  the  numbering  of  section  fifty-two  (52),  et  seq.,  to  section  fifty-three  (53) 
et  seq.  Kespectfully  submitted,

Your  petitioner,  Mrs.  Elsey  Tanner,  would  respectfully  represent  that  she  is 
now,  and  has  been  for  nearly  six  years  past,  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
That  on  the  morning  of  the  10th  of  July,  1878,  she  had  occasion  to  cross  a  culvert

MESSAGES  AND  PAPERS  FROM  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL.

Report  from  Council  Committee  on  Contracts,  giving  abstracts  of 
proposals,  and  recommending  (1)  that  Fred.  Gansberg  be  awarded  the 
contract  <br  grading  and  graveling  Railroad  street  and  sidewalks,  from 
Ohio  street  to  North  street,  at  43  cents  per  lineal  foot  front  on  each  side ; 
and  (2)  that  Thomas  H.  S.  Peck  &  Co.  be  awarded  the  contract  for  erect- 
ing lamp-posts,  lamps,  and  fixtures  (complete  to  burn  gas,  except  the  ser- 
vice-pipes), on  West  street,  between  Kentucky  avenue  and  Georgia  street, 
at  $16.45  each  [see  page  263,  ante],  was  read. 

The  action  of  the  Common  Council,  in  awarding  the  before  mentioned 
contracts,  was  duly  concurred  in ;  but  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  later  in 
the  evening  [see  page  294,  post],  reconsidered  the  award  of  the  lamp- 
post contract,  holding  that  the  city  could  not  afford  to  add  to  any  further 
expenditure  on  account  of  public  gas-lamps. 
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The  contract  and  bond  of  Fred.  Gansberg,  for  doing  the  work  de- 
scribed in  the  first  clause  of  preceding  report,  and  the  bond  thereto  at- 
tached (penalty^  $2000;  surety,  Richard  Carr),  were  then  submitted; 
and  the  action  of  the  Common  Council,  in  concurring  in  such  contract 
and  in  approving  the  bond  [see  page  264,  ante],  was  duly  concurred  in. 

Communication  from  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company, 
in  answer  to  the  motion  adopted  by  the  Common  Council  on  July  2  2d, 
and  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  July  23d,  1878  [see  page  258,  ante, 
for  motion,  and  page  264,  ante,  for  communication],  was  read,  and  duly 
received. 

The  following  resolution  [which  had  been  duly  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mon Council — see  page  265,  ante],  was  then  read: 

Whereas,  By  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1877,  the  revenue  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis was  limited  to  a  levy  of  ninety  cents  upon  the  one  hundred  dollars  for 
general  city  purposes,  and  the  decline  in  valuations  of  property  has  largely  reduced 
the  amount  of  taxables  upon  the  city  tax-duplicate,  and  thereby  greatly  reduced 
the  amount  of  the  revenue  of  the  city  for  the  present  fiscal  year ; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  impossible  to  carry  on  the  city  government,  and  keep  the 
expenses  of  the  same  within  the  amount  of  revenue  received,  and  light  the  streets 
and  alleys  with  gas  in  the  manner  and  in  the  same  way  that  the  same  have  been 
lighted  during  the  fiscal  year  last  past; 

And  Whereas,  It  has'  been  impossible  to  make  any  arrangement  with  the 
Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  by  which  the  same  could  be  satisfac- 
torily lighted  for  the  present  year  for  the  amount  of  money  that  the  city  can  spend 
for  that  purpose:     Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  That  it  is  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  city  that  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  alleys  with  gas  be  discontin- 
ued from  and  after  August  1st,  1878;  and  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen hereby  order  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  alleys  with  gas  to  be  discon- 
tinued from  and  after  August  1st,  1878 ;  and  the  Civil  Engineer  is  hereby  directed 
to  notify  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company  of  the  passage  of  this 
resolution,  and  that  the  city  will  not  pay  for  any  gas  consumed  in  the  lighting  of 
the  streets  and  alleys,  nor  for  the  lighting,  extinguishing,  cleaning,  or  repairing  of 
an}'  street  lamps,  after  the  first  day  of  August,  1878;  and  the  City  Civil  Engi- 
neer is  hereby  instructed  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  prevent  the  lighting  of  any 
lamps  in  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  of  the  city  after  said  date;  and  he  is  also  in- 
structed to  carefully  remove  the  tips  or  burners  on  said  lamps,  and  seal  the  same 
so  that  no  gas  can  escape. 

Be  it  further  Resolved",  That  the  Committees  on  Gas-Light  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil and  Board  of  Aldermen  be,  and  are  hereby,  directed  to  investigate  and  report 
what  will  be  the  expense  of  lighting  the  streets  with  oil  lamps,  or  by  any  other 
mode  than  gas.

Report  from  the  Fire  Board,  giving  abstracts  of  proposals,  and  recom- 
mending that  the  city  purchase  2500  feet  of  "test  hose,"  manufactured 
by  the  New  York  Belting  and  Packing  Company,  at  90  cents  per  foot, 
of  Mooney,  Taylor  &  Smith  [see  pages  268  and  269,  ante],  was  read; 
and  the  action  of  the  Common  Council,  in  ordering  such  purchase,  was 
duly  concurred  in.

We  find  that  the  trouble  at  this  point  exists  in  the  sewer,  and  recommend  the 
Street  Commissioner  attend  to  the  same  at  once. 

5th  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Brads  haw  street,  between  Virginia  avenue  and  Sullivan  street. 

We  find  said  gutters  are  filled  with  grass  and  weeds,  and  recommend  they  be 
cleaned. 

9th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of  Ed- 
dy street,  from  Garden  street  to  Merrill  street. 

We  find  these  gutters  in  need  of  attention,  and  as  the  distance  is  but  two  squares, 
we  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

10th.  Is  a  motion  directing-  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  street  and  gut- 
ters, and  fill  the  chuck-holes,  of  Maryland  street,  from  Illinois  street  to  Tennessee 
street. 

This  street  is  almost  worn  out,  and  should  be  improved  ;  but  to  re-gravel  it  would 
be  an  unnecessary  and  useless  expense  of  money.  We  would  recommend,  however, 
that  the  gutters  be  cleaned. 

11th.     Is  a  motion    directing    the   Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
West  street,  from  Maryland  street  to  Georgia  street. 
We  would  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

12th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  have  the  gutter  in  front 
of  325  to  337  N.  Illinois  street  fixed,  so  the  water  will  not  stand  in  the  same. 
We  would  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

13th.     Is  a  motion  directing   the   Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Broadway  and  Plum  streets,  between  St.  Clair  street  and  Christian  avenue. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

loth.  Is  a  motion  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Shelby  and  Olive  streets. 

Shelby  street  is  not  an  improved  street,  and  we  recommend  the  work  contem- 
plated in  the  motion  be  confined  to  Olive  street  gutters. 

1 7th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of  In- 
diana avenue,  from  California  street  to  Fall  Creek. 

This  work  is  ii ('ce,.~vary,  and  we  recommend  it  be  done. 

lSili.  I-  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  repair,  by  filling  up  the 
hollows  and  hole-,  with  broken  limestone  or  screened  creek  gravel,  Washington 
street,  between  Nob!    and  Suite  streets 

This  i-  one  of  the,  best  streets  in  the  city,  and  as  tin;  repair  will  cost  but  a  trifle, 
we  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

19th,  I- a  mod  in  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  All,  with  gravel,  the 
chuck-holes  in  VV.  Washington  street,  from  California  streel  to  the  crossing  of  the 
Belt  Railroad. 

We  have  examined  thi  portion  ol  Washington  street,  and  would  recommend 
the  repairs  i  ontemplated  be  confined  to  that  part  of  said  street  lying  between  Cali- 
fornia street  and  the  eaal  entrance  of  White  ttiver  bridge, 
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20th.     Is  a  motion  directing   the  Street  Commissioner   to   clean   the   gutters  of 
Michigan  street,  between  Illinois  street  and  the  canal. 
We  would  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

22d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  lay  a  cement  pipe  in  the 
gutter  at  the  intersection  of  Kansas  and  Meridian  streets,  and  haul  gravel  over 
the  sauie. 

The  use  of  cement  pipes,  in  cases  of  this  kind,  has  proven  a  failure,  and  is  likely 
to  in  this  instance,  and,  in  view  of  this,  we  would  recommend  the  repairs  desired 
be  made  with  rolling-mill  cinders. 

23d.  Is  a  motion  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  repair  N.  Meridian 
street,  from  New  York  street  to  North  Street,  by  substituting  a  sound  block  for  a 
rotten  one,  wherever  found. 

We  have  made  careful  examination  of  this  part  of  Meridian  street,  but  do  not 
feel  warranted  in  recommending  its  repair  for  the  distance  specified  in  the  motion, 
as  it  is  impossible  to  even  approximate  the  cost  of  such  work.  We  would  recom- 
mend, however,  that  the  street  be  repaired  in  the  manner  indicated,  from  New 
York  street  to  Vermont  street,  and  an  accurate  account  kept  of  the  cost,  which 
will  enable  us  to  estimate  pretty  closely  the  expense  of  repairs  of  this  character. 

And  the  action  of  the  Common  Council,  in  concurring  in  the  preceding 
clauses  [see  pages  270  to  272,  ante],  was  duly  approved. 

Report  from  Council  Committee  on  Gas-Light,  stating  that  it  would 
require  about  sixty  coal-oil  lamps,  costing  $2.50  each,  to  light  the  fire- 
engine  and  station  houses,  and  recommending  that  the  Fire  Department 
Headquarters  be  first  lighted  with  such  lamps,  and  then,  if  the  result 
prove  satisfactory,  that  like  lamps  be  introduced  into  the  other  houses 
[see  page  273,  ante],  was  read;  and  the  action  of  the  Common  Council, 
in  concurring  in  the  recommendation,  was  duly  approved. 

Report  from  Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  the  City  Attorney,  re-

Report  from  Council  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  in  favor  of 
changing  the  names  of  Cady,  Winston,  and  Charles  streets  to  "Pine 
street"  [see  page  278,  ante],  was  read;  and  the  action  of  the  Common 
Council,  in  concurring  in  such  recommendation,  was  duly  approved. 

Petition  from  Mclntire  &  Kuhn,  for  the  privilege  of  laying  a  railroad- 
switch  track  from  their  coal  yard,  to  connect  with  J.,  M.  &  I.  R.  R.  track 
on  Madison  avenue  [see  page  281,  ante],  was  read. 

Alderman  Chandler  offered  the  following  resolution ; 
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Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  Mclntire  &  Kuhn,  for  leave  to  put  in  and  build  a 
railroad  switch  from  the  main  track  of  the  J.,  M.  &  I.  Railroad,  upon  a  part  of  Mad- 
ison avenue,  be  granted,  provided  that  not  more  than  ten  feet  in  width  of  the  side- 
walk or  street  ot  said  avenue  from  the  south  side  thereof  be  occupied  by  said  switch ;

There  is  no  necessity  for  this  work,  and  we  recommend  it  be  not  done. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  same  officer  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in  Dougherty 
street,  between  Wright  and  East  streets. 

This  work  can  cost  but  a  trifle,  and  we  recommend  the  same  be  done. 

6th.  Is  a  motion  of  three  parts,  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  dig  up  the 
gutters  on  the  west  side  of  Tennessee  street,  between  Georgia  and  Louisiana  streets, 
in  order  to  permit  the  water  to  flow  to  the  South  street  sewer;  also,  to  put  a  cross- 
ing over  the  gutter  at  Mobile  and  Tennessee  streets;  also,  to  fill  up  the  holes  caused 
by  taking  up  the  Street  Railway  track  on  Tennessee  street. 

In  reference  to  the  first  clause  of  this  motion,  we  recommend  the  cleaning  of  said 
gutter,  between  the  points  named.  Of  the  second  clause,  we  would  recommend 
the  gutter  be  cleaned,  and  filled  in  or  protected  with  rolling-mill  cinders.  Of  the 
third  clause,  we  recommend  the  work  be  not  done. 
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7th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in 
Coburn  street,  between  McKernan  and  Wright  streets. 
We  would  recommend  this  work  be  not  done. 

8th.  Is  a  motion  adopted  by  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  with  power  to  act,  directing  t&e  Street  Com- 
missioner to  fix  the  cement-pipe  sewer  at  the  intersection  of  West  and  Macauley 
streets. 

We  have  examined  into  this  matter,  and  see  no  way  to  obviate  the  difficulty  ex- 
cept by  improving  Macauley  street,  between  West  and  Missouri  streets,  and  we 
herewith  present  a  special  ordinance  for  the  same. 

9th.  Is  Special  Ordinance  24,  1878,  providing  for  the  improyement  ot  McCarty 
street,  from  Alabama  street  to  the  first  alley  west  of  Alabama  street,  by  curbing 
with  stone  and  paving  with  brick  the  north  sidewalk,  and  bowldering  the  north 
gutter  thereof. 

This  ordinance  was  referred  to  us,  with  a  remonstrance ;  but,  believing  the  work 
necessary,  we  would  recommend  the  ordinance  be  passed,  notwithstanding  the  re- 
monstrance. 

10th.  Is  Special  Ordinance  31,  1878,  providing  for  the  improvement  of  McCar- 
ty street,  from  Delaware  street  to  East  street,  by  bowldering  the  gutters,  paving 
with  brick  and  curbing  with  stone  the  sidewalks  thereof. 

This  ordinance  was  referred  to  us,  together  with  a  petition  for,  and  a  remon- 
strance against,  its  passage.  We  have  examined  the  street,  and  think  it  should  be 
improved,  and  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  ordinance.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  together  with  the  City  Attorney, 
to  whom  was  referred  sundry  papers  and  petitions,  make  the  following  report 
thereon : 

First.  Is  a  petition  of  James  F.  Failey,  to  have  refunded  taxes,  erroneously 
paid,  to  the  amount  of  $33.60. 

The  petitioner  owns  $3,000  of  Merchants'  National  Bank  stock.  He  also  owns 
lot  5,  out-lot  26,  Russell's  Subdivision.  He  also  attaches  to  the  petition  two  tax 
receipts  of  the  City  Treasurer,  for  1877,  both  dated  April  15th,  1878.  One  is  for 
$33.60,  and  recites  that  it  is  in  full  payment  of  taxes  assessed  against  the  peti- 
tioner, for  the  year  1877,  on  $3,000  of  Merchants'  National  Bank  stock;  no  poll  or 
personal  charged.  The  other  receipt  is  for  $84.28,  and  recites  that  it  is  in  full  pay- 
ment of  taxes  assessed  against  the  petitioner,  for  the  year  1877,  on  lot  5,  out-lot  26, 
Russell's  Subdivision,  and  on  poll  and  $3,380  personal  property.

Communication  from  Board  of  State  House  Commissioners,  covering 
Its  resolution,  asking  the  city  to  grant  said  board  the  privilege  of  using 
thirty  feet  of  Ohio,  Tennessee,  and  Mississippi  streets,  bordering  on  State 
House  Grounds,  for  the  deposit  of  building  materials  for  the  new  State 
House,  and  Alderman  Grubbs's  motion,  referring  said  paper  and  matter 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  with  instructions  to  confer  with 
said  Commissioners  [see  page  321,  ante],  were  read.

We  have  received  the  following  notice,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  to  this. 

Your  honors  have  evidently  been  misinformed  in  regard  to  this  matter. 

We  are  not  the  owners  of  said  water-way,  but.  on  the  contrary,  pay  a  large  sum 
of  money  yearly  for  the  use  of  the  water  which  passes  through  it,  but  have  no  con- 
trol of  it  until  it  passes  a  weir  on  south  side  of  Market  street.  Said  waW  way 
has  been  in  existence  since  long  before  either  of  the  undersigned  leas  d  any  interest 
or  ownership  in  the  mills  where  the  water  is  used  as  a  motive  power;  and  as  far  as 
your  petitioners  know  the  bridge  has  been  maintained  by  the  city,  and  for  several 
years  of  the  time  we  know  it  has  been  maintained  by  the  city  It  we  are  under 
obligations  to  maintain  this  bridge,  because  the  water  which  we  use  as  a  motive 
power  in  our  mills,  and  for  which  we  pay  the  owners,  then  we  are  under  the  same 
obligations  to  maintain  all  other  bridges  under  which  it  passes  within  the  city  lim- 
its, which  is  all  the  bridges  across  the  canal  within  the  city  limits,  which  can  not 
be  the  case. 

We,  therefore,  pray  you  to  promptly  repeal  your  order  to  the  City  Civil  Engi- 
neer to  till  up  said  water-way.  Such  tilling  up  would  greatly  damage  your  peti- 
tioners, by  stopping  the  running  of  their  mills,  which  they  have  just  completed  at 
heavy  expense.

amount  due,  if  forced  upon  the  market  at  the  present  time,  and  suggesting  a  divi- 
sion of  the  lands,  among  the  legatees,  in  the  proportions  of  their  several  interests. 
at  the  appraised  value  of  said  lands. 

I  hardly  knew  what  to  do ;  but  upon  consultation  with  Mayor  Caven,  he  consid- 
ering it  right,  and  properly  my  duty  to  go,  I  consented,  and  so  informed  Dr.  Gregg, 
by  telegram,  at  Richmond,  Va.,  on  July  29th,  1878,  the  day  of  his  intended  depar- 
ture from  that  city  for  Iowa;  and  on  the  31st  of  the  same  month,  supposing  the 
Doctor  had  changed  from  his  intended  route  through  this  city,  I  also  started  for 
Iowa,  and  arrived  at  Des  Moines  City  on  the  2d  day  of  August,  1878,  and  found 
the  representatives  of  Dallas  in  waiting  since  the  day  before,  but  Dr.  Gregg  did 
not  arrive  until  the  next  day  (August  3d),  on  account  of  low  water  in  the  Ohio 
river,  thereby  missing  railroad  connections. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  Doctor  with  Mr.  Haw,  his  Virginia  attorney,  all  the  heirs- 
at-law  and  legatees  being  present  by  representation,  a  line  of  proceedings  was 
agreed  upon  ;  and  thereupon  Judge  Rice  wTas  interviewed,  and  found  offish  and  de- 
fiant, stating  that  all  he  had  in  the  world  was  what  was  left  of  the  lands  convey- 
ed to  him   by   said  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  deceased,  and   then    referred  us  to  Finch  & 

,  his  attorneys,  for  settlement.     At  this  stage  of  the  proceedings,  Dr.  Gregg 

employed  Messrs.  Brown  &  Dudley  as  additional  counsel,  who  were  informed  of  all 
the  facts  in  the  case,  and  then  put  in  communication  with  Judge  Rice's  attorneys : 
and  then,  upon  my  request,  we,  the  representatives  of  the  legatees,  with  Dr.  Gregg 
and  his  Virginia  counsel,  all  went  to  Dallas  County,  and  there  procured  an  abstract 
of  the  title,  and  made  such  other  and  personal  inspection  of  the  lands  as  enables 
me  to  make  and  present  the  several  plats  of  said  lands,  marked  "  Exhibit  A  "  and 
"Exhibit  B,"  hereto  annexed. 

We  found  1512  71-100  acres  of  said  lands  still  in  the  name  of  said  Byron  Rice, 
but  partly  encumbered  by  mortgage  for  $3,000.  This  land  is  shown  in  red  and 
black  on  the  plat  marked  "Exhibit  A"  ;  and  as  we  also  found  eleven  (11)  unincum- 
bered lots  in  said  Byron  Rice's  Addition  to  the  town  ®f  Adel,  the  county  seat  of 
Dallas  County,  Iowa,  as  shown  in  red,  on  plat  marked  "Exhibit  B." 

The  following  Monday,  on  our  return  to  Des  Moines  City,  we  found  but  little  pro- 
gress towards  a  suitable  settlement  of  our  claim.  Judge  Rice  had  offered  some  900 
acres  of  lands,  encumbered  by  a  $3,000  mortgage,  he  retaining  the  remaining  612 
71-100  acres,  and  all  the  town  lots,  freed  from  all  incumbrances,  as  the  best  he  would 
do,  and  saying  he  was  under  no  legal  obligations  to  give  or  pay  anything,  as  he  had 
given  no  mortgage  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  notes  given  by  him  for  the  lands 
in  question,  and  now  said  notes  were  barred  by  statutes  of  Iowa;  and  besides  this, 
there  were  such  relations  and  understandings  between  him  and  decedent,  as  fully  to 
warrant  him  in  the  belief  that  decedent  intended  to  bequeath  to  him  the  whole  or 
the  greater  part  of  his  estate  ;  and,  in  this  manner,  Judge  Rice  kept  up  his  preten- 
ded right,  in  defiance  of  our  claim  of  seventy  odd  thousand  dollars,  until  we  con- 
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fronted  him  with  his  own  written  acknowledgement  of  the  debt,  and  his  renewal 
thereof,  waiving  all  statutes  of  limitation  in  this  regard,  a  matter  he  seemed  to  have 
entirely  forgotten,  and  therefore,  had  neglected  to  place  the  title  to  said  lands  in 
other  hands,  as  we  have  been  informed  he  did  the  bonds  acquired  with  the  money 
— $23,000 — loaned  him  by  decedent  some  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  since,  at  10  per 
cent,  per  annum  interest. 

On  being  informed  of  the  true  situation  of  the  case,  he  seemed  rather  astonished, 
and  then  began  conceding  one  piece  of  land  after  another,  until  we  got  the  whole, 
except  200  acres  marked  in  black  on  the  plat  "Exhibit  A,"  now  encumbered  with 
the  $3,000  mortgage,  which  we  caused  him  to  remove  from  a  part  of  the  1312  71- 
100  acre  tract  conveyed  in  trust  to  Daniel  H.  Gregg  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
heirs  and  legatees  of  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  deceased,  and  place  upon  the  said  200  acres 
retained  by  him ;  he  also  conveyed  the  eleven  town  lots,  shown  in  red  on  plat  "Ex- 
hibit B,"  the  whole  by  warranty  deed,  aated  August  7th,  1878,  and  now  recorded 
in  the  proper  office  in  Dallas  County,  Iowa. 

Before  final  settlement  with  said  Rice,  Dr.  Gregg  procured  the  written  opinion 
of  Brown  &  Dudley,  his  attorneys,  as  to  the  propriety  of  said  settlement ;  and  a  du- 
plicate of  said  opinion,  marked  "Exhibit  C,"  is  herewith  filed.  Dallas  County. 
Iowa,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis  also  executed  a  writing,  showing  their  approv- 
al of  said  settlement;  a  copy  of  which,  marked  "Exhibit  D,"  is  herewith  filed,  exe- 
cuted, on  the  part  of  our  city,  by  the  undersigned. 

A  third  paper  was  executed  by  said  D.  H.  Gregg,  for  the  administrator  and  for 
himself  and  the  other  heirs-at-law  of  said  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  deceased,  and  by  the 
representative  of  Dallas  County,  Iowa,  and  also  by  the  undersigned,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  showing  full  satisfaction  of  all  claims  and. 
causes  of  action  against  said  Byron  Rice,  and  to  be  delivered  to  said  Rice ;  but  1 
had  no  time  to  make  or  procure  a  copy  thereof,  and  directed  one  to  be  sent  me. 

The  foregoing  is  the  substance  of  the  duties  performed  on  this  occasion,  and  the 
same  is  respectfully  reported  for  your  favorable  consideration  and  approval.

P.  S.  On  examination  of  the  foregoing,  I  rind  I  have  omitted  to  caU  your  atten- 
tion to  one  important  matter,  and  that  is, — 

Since  the  administrator's  suggestion  of  dividing  and  conveying  the  lands  in  ques- 
tion among  the  heirs  and  legatees,  in  their  respective  proportionate  interests  in 
said  estate,  as  the  most  speedy  way  to  a  final  settlement,  seems  to  elicit  an  answer 
from  the  Council,  and  as  some  of  the  members  thereof  ma»y  not  be  fully  advised  as 
to  the  location  and  value  of  the  lands  in  question,  I  will  venture  to  remark,  but 
without  any  intention  or  wish  to  advise  either  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  that"' 
proposition,  but  solely  to  lay  before  the  Council  such  information  as  I  acquired  in 
the  discharge  of  my  duties  herein,  that  Adel,  the  county  seat  of  Dallas  County, 
Iowa,  has  a  present  population  of  800  inhabitants,  and  is  situate  on  the  left  bank 
of  Coon  river,  an  affluent  of  the  Des  Moines,  and  is  about  twenty- two  miles  west  of 
the  City  of  Des  Moines,  the  Capital  of  the  State  of  Iowa.  Being,  heretofore,  remote 
from  railroad  facilities,  the  town  has  grown  but  slowly ;  at  the  present  time  a  nar- 
row-gauge railroad  from  Des  Moines  to  Sioux  City  is  nearly  finished  to  Adel,  pass- 
ing through  and  over  said  lands,  as  shown  in  the  plats  "A,"  and  "B";  and  it  is 
thought  that  this  road,  complete  to  Adel,  will  stimulate  and  give  new  life  to  busi- 
ness, or  rather  create  business  and  invite  immigrants  to  locate  and  settle  there, 
which  will  create  a  demand  for  these  lands  in  the  near  future,  at  rates  much  above 
their  present  estimated  value.

This,  however,  is  not  strictly  correct,  although 
the  undersigned  thinks  it  not  very  wide  ot  the  mark. 

In  this  connection,  I  may  remark  that  the  representatives  of  Dallas  County  gave 
assurance  to  the  administrator  that  she  will  be  willing  to  take  her  part  of  said  lands 
at  the  appraised  value  of  $20  per  acre,  and  the  heirs  consent  to  do  the  like,  so  that 
Indianapolis  only  remains  to  he  heard  from;  and  the  administrator  requests  me

Hon.  John  Caven,  Mayor  : 

Dear  Sir: — In  all  human  probability,  we,  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  will  be 
called  upon  to  fight  the  yellow  fever  at  our  own  doors.  Many  people  are  passing 
through  our  city  daily,  who  are  fresh  from  the  infected  districts,  and  it  will  not  be 
at  all  singular  if  some  of  these  strangers  are  stopped  here  by  sickness;  and  it  is 
therefore  absolutely  necessary  that  the  city  should  be  cleaned  up  and  thoroughly 
disinfected. 

I  have  several  times  offered  the  Board  of  Health  a  cheap  and  powerful  deodor- 
izer. This  article  at  once  destroys  all  noxious  gases,  and  it  is  so  cheap  everybody 
can  use  it,  and  should  at  once  do  so.  It  is  in  barrels,  holding  300  pounds  each,  at 
two  dollars  a  barrel ;  and  that  is  certainly  cheap  enough.' 

I  will  refer  the  Board  of  Health  to  Prof.  Brown  as  to  the  virtue  of  the  above 
deodorizer.

between  lots  25  and  26,  in  out-lot  43,  to  the  width  of  sixty  feet,  and  maintain  the 
same  as  a  continuation  of  John  street,  and  when  said  depot  or  depots  are  erected, 
permit  said  railway  companies  to  lay,  use,  and  maintain  such  side-tracks  and 
switches  as  they  may  find  necessary  for  the  convenient  transaction  of  their  business 
at  such  depot  or  depots.

The  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  R.  "W.  Co.  agree 
to  widen  John  street,  where  it  passes  through  their  grounds  west  of  their  tracks, 
to  the  width  of  sixty  feet." 

The  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Ry.  Co.  will,  at  any  time,  comply  with  the  foregoing 
provisions  resting  on  it,  without  cost  to  the  city,  whenever  it  is  apparent  that  the 
remainder  of  said  John  street  will  be  widened  as  agreed  upon  as  aforesaid. 

The  petitioners  file  herewith  a  plat,  showing  the  location  of  said  street  and  sur- 
rounding property,  with  the  names  of  the  owners,  as  far  as  known  to  your  peti- 
tioners. 
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They  show  that  the  opening  of  John  street  is  a  matter  of  public  utility,  and  will 
he  a  general  public  benefit.

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

The  undersigned  petitioners  represent  to  your  honorable  bodies  that,  in  the  agree- 
ment made  between  the  City  and  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis 
Railway  Company,  and  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  &  Chicago  Railway  Company  (set 
forth  in  the  proceedings  of  your  honorable  bodies,  under  date  of  March  4th,  1878, 
page  771),  among  other  things  it  was  provided: 

"First  The  City  of  Indianapolis  shall,  on  the  petition  of  said  C,  C,  C.  &  I. 
R.  W.  Co.,  without  cost  to  it,  vacate  forever  all  that  part  of  East  Second  street 
lying  south  of  Massachusetts  avenue. 

"Second.  And  also,  in  like  manner,  vacate  so  much  of  East  Maryland  street  as 
lies  between  East  street  and  Pogue's  Run." 

Said  contract  is  on  the  files  in  your  City  Clerk's  office ;  and  is  also  set  out  in 
Ordinance  Record,  No. ,  page . 

In  regard  to  East  Second  street,  your  petitioners  show  that  it  extends  from  the 
south  line  of  the  first  alley  south  of  St.  Clair  street,  north,  with  a  uniform  width 
of  forty  feet,  to  Massachusetts  avenue.  That  the  said  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cin- 
cinnati &  Indianapolis  Railway  Co.,  and  said  Indianapolis,  Peru  &  Chicago  Rail- 
way Co.  own  all  the  ground  fronting  on  both  sides  and  the  south  end  of  said 
street.  That  the  same  has  never  been  used  for  public  travel,  nor  is  there,  for  the 
use  of  said  street,  any  demand  by  or  for  the  public ;  that  it  never  can  be  of  any 
utility  as  a  street.  That  for  many  years  last  past,  by  the  permission  of  the  city,  it 
has  been  used  exclusively  for  railroad  purposes,  and  must  be  so  used  in  the  future.

Your  petitioners  also  file  with  this  petition  a  map  of  said  East  Second  street  and 
the  surrounding  locality.  The  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Ry.  Co.  owns  all  the  land  enclosed 
by  the  broad  red  line,  and  the  small  red  lines  represent  its  tracks,  put  down  in 
compliance  with  said  contract.  The  blue  lines  indicate  the  tracks  of  said  I.,  P.  & 
C.  By.  Co.,  as  established  and  used  under  the  provisions  of  said  contract.  (Said 
map  is  marked  Exhibit  No.  \.) 

In  regard  to  that  part  of  East  Maryland  street  lying  between  East  street  and 
Pogue's  Run,  your  petitioners  show:  That  that  part  of  said  street  has  not  been 
aged  by  the  public,  for  many  years;  that,  owing  to  the  location  and  use  of  the  sev- 
-ml  railroad  tracks  in  said  locality,  it  will  never  be  used  as  a  street.  That  the 
property  on  the  north  and  south  side  of  said  portion  to  be  vacated  belongs  to  the 
Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis  Railway  Co.;  and  said  part  of  said 
Street  is  necessary  to  he  used  by  it,  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  said  contract,  in 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  its  down-town  depots.  That  the  property 
lying  opposite  belongs  to  said  C ,  C,  C.  &  I.  and  the  I.,  P.  <fe  C.  Ry.  Cos.  That  said 
street  ifi  forty  feet  wide.  That  no  other  persons  than  said  railway  companies  are 
iii  any  manner  interested  in  said  streel  asked  to  be  vacated,  and  the  same  is  of  no 
public  utility  a.-  a  street, 
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Your  petitioners  file  herewith  a  map  of  said  East  Maryland  street,  between  East 
street  and  Pogue's  Eun,  showing  the  surrounding  locality.  The  red.  line,  marked 
"  division  line,"  shows  how  the  property  of  the  two  railroad  companies  was  divided, 
under  and  in  pursuance  of  said  contract  with  the  city.

REPORTS  FROM  OFFICIAL  BOARDS. 

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  through  President  McKay,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report ;  which  was  read  and  considered  by  clauses, 
and  said  clauses  were  severally  concurred  in : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — We  would  respectfully  report  as  follows,  upon  certain  papers 
referred  to  us : 

1st,     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  Dunlop  street  gut- 
ters, between  Madison  avenue  and  East  street. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  same  officer  to  fill  the  holes,  with  gravel,  in  Mis?; 
sissippi  street,  between  North  and  Pratt  streets. 

We  recommend  this  work  be  done,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  thirty  (30)  dollars. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  same  officer  to  fill  up  the  mud  holes,  with  dirt  or 
gravel,  in  the  first  alley  north  of  Pratt  street,  crossing  at  Illinois  street  and  run- 
ning west  to  the  alley  running  north  and  south  between  Illinois  and  Tennessee 
streets. 

This  alley  has  never  been  improved,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  should  be 
under  an  ordinance.  Therefore,  we  would  recommend  the  preparation  and  pre- 
sentation of  such  an  ordinance  by  the  Councilman  ofFering  the  above  motion. 

4th.  Is  a  motion  ordering  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  to  raise  their 
tracks  to  the  grade  of  the  street,  on  Illinois  street,  between  Pratt  and  St.  Joseph 
streets. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  tracks  in  question  are  not  too  low,  and  recom- 
mend that  the  motion  be  not  concurred  in. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  and 
low  places,  with  gravel,  in  Fort  Wayne  avenue,  between  Delaware  street  and  the 
east  side  ot  Alabama  street. 

We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

6th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  and 
low  places,  with  gravel,  in  St.  Mary  street,  between  Ft.  Wayne  avenue  and  Ala- 
bama street. 

We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

7th.  Is  the  petition  of  Charles  N.  Lee,  Market-Master,  asking  the  improve- 
ment of  West  Market  Place,  together  with  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Com- 
missioner to  do  some  necessary  grading  and  graveling  in  and  about  the  West 
Market  Place. 

We  have  made  full  investigation  of  this  matter,  and  earnestly  recommend  the 
work  be  done  as  contemplated  by  the  motion. 
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8th.  Is  Special  Ordinance  38,  1878,  providing  for  the  improvement  of  the  alley 
running  from  Virginia  avenue  to  East  street,  between  Dougherty  and  Coburn 
streets ;  also,  a  remonstrance  against  said  improvement. 

The  whole  line  of  frontage  on  the  line  of  improvement  is  about  4,600  feet,  while 
remonstrance  represents  less  than  one-third  of  that  amount;  and,  inasmuch  as 
the  alley  needs  improvement,  we  recommend  the  ordinance  be  passed. 

9th.     Is  a  claim  of  $64.39  against  the  city,  and  in  favor  of  the  P.,  C.  &  St.  L. 
K.  E.  Company,  for  repairing  Virginia  avenue  crossing. 
"We  find  the  claim  is  just,  and  recommend  it  be  allowed.

Gentlemen: — We  were  directed  to  thoroughly  investigate,  and  report  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  what  action  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  over- 
flow of  the  sidewalks,  from  North  street  to  Fall  Creek  bridge,  on  Indiana  avenue. 
After  a  careful  examination  of  the  avenue,  we  would  recommend  that  the  gut- 
ters be  thoroughly  cleaned;  and  if  that  does  not  fully  protect  the  property  from 
damage  by  overflow,  then  it  will  become  necessary  to  improve  the  street  between 
the  points  referred  to,  in  the  manner  heretofore  proposed  to  the  Council.

2d.  We  hare  examined  the  City  Treasurer's  report  of  receipts  and  payments 
during  July,  and  balance  in  treasury  on  July  31st,  1878,  and  find  the  same  correct, 
excepting  the  amounts  reported  as  having  heen  paid  out  on  account  of  Station 
House-  and  the  balance  in  the  treasury.  The  amount  paid  out  on  account  of  Sta- 
tion Souses  was  $369.61,  instead  of  $269.61,  as  reported,  making  the  halance  in 
the  treasury  $270,601.06,  instead  of  $270,701.06,  as  shown  hy  the  report. 

'.'A  Is  a  communication  from  the  Board  of  Health,  asking  that  an  allowance, 
dating  from  July  7th,  1878,  he  made  to  Sanitary  Policeman  Watson,  to  meet  the 
expeOM  of  keeping  his  horse.  The  communication  states  that  hy  using  the  horse, 
the  officer  Oaf  done  twice  the  work  he  could  have  done  on  foot. 
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The  great  necessity  for  prompt  and  efficient  work  in  the  sanitary  department 
prompt  us  to  recommend  that  an  allowance  of  $8  per  month  be  made,  as  petitioned 
for.  and  that  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  be  ordered  to  provide  tor  the 
payment  of  the  same.

contract  which  we  herewith  submit,  and  we  recommend  that  said  contract  be  ap- 
proved, and  the  Mayor  be  instructed  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  city.

The  following  contract  (referred  to  in  preceding  report)  was  then 
read  : 

This  Agreement,  Made  this  2d  day  of  August,  1878,  by  and  between  The  City 
of  Indianapolis,  part}r  of  the  first  part,  and  The  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and 
Coke  Coke  Company,  party  of  the  second  part, 

Witnesseth,  That,  whereas  on  the  22d  day  of  July,  1876,  said  parties  entered  into 
a  contract  in  writing,  whereby  the  party  of  the  second  part  undertook  and  agreed, 
for  a  period  of  five  years  from  August  1st,  1876,  to  furnish  gas  to  light  the  public 
lamps  of  said  city,  upon  terms  therein  stated ; 

And  whereas,  disputes  have  arisen  as  to  the  validity  of  said  contract  and  the 
rights  of  the  parties  thereunder ; 

And  whereas,  suit  has  been  commenced  by  said  party  of  the  second  part  against 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  which  involves  the  question  of  the  validity  of  said 
contract  and  the  rights  of  the  parties  under  it : 

Now,  Therefore,  The  parties  hereto  make  this  provisional  agreement,  for  the 
term  of  one  year  from  the  2d  day  of  August,  1878,  to-wit: 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  furnish  gas  to  said  party  of  the  first 
part,  of  the  quality  and  kind  provided  for  in  the  third  section  of  the  ordinance  of 
the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  enacted  March  19th,  1866,  for  twenty-two  him- 
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dred  (2200)  of  the  twenty-eight  hundred  and  forty  (2840)  lamps  now  erected  in 
and  upon  the  streets  of  said  city,  said  lamps  to  be  lighted  upon  time-tables  to  be 
furnished  by  said  city,  which  tables  shall  provide  for  twenty-six  hundred  v2600) 
hours  per  year  for  each  and  every  lamp,  and  the  burners  thereof  shall  be  of  a  ca- 
pacity of  not  less  than  four  cubic  feet  per  hour  for  each  and  every  lamp.  Said 
party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees,  at  proper  and  regular  times,  to  light  and  ex- 
tinguish said  lamps  according  to  the  schedule  furnished  by  said  party  of  the  first 
part;  to  keep  said  lamps  clean  and  in  repair;  and  if  said  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  fail  or  neglect  to  keep  the  same  clean  and  in  repair,  the  said  partyfof  the  first 
part  shall  have  the  right  to  do  so,  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  any  sum  due 
the  said  gas  company. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  deduct 
from  any  amount  due  said  party  of  the  second  part  the  sum  of  fifteen  cents  for 
each  and  every  post  for  each  and  every  night  that  it  is  not  lighted  and  kept  lighted 
durmg  the  time  provided  in  the  time-tables,  provided  that  this  provision  shall  not 
apply  to  cases  of  failure  to  light  and  keep  lighted  that  are  caused  by  frost,  over 
which  said  party  of  the  second  part  has  no  control ;  but  said  party  of  the  second 
part  agrees  to  use  the  utmost  reasonable  dispatch  in  thawing  out  such  posts. 

The  city  and  her  officers  shall  have  the  right,  at  any  time,  to  test  both  the  qual- 
ity of  the  gas  furnished  and  the  capacity  of  the  burners  on  the  street  lamps. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  six  hundred  and  forty  (640)  lamps  that  are,  by  this 
agreement,  to  be  discontinued,  shall  be  properly  dismantled  and  the  burners  re- 
moved by  said  party  of  the  second  part  at  its  own  expense ;  and  said  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  the  same  in  repairing  the  lamps  remaining  in  use,  provided 
that  said  company  shall  re-place  the  lanterns,  burners,  and  fixtures  upon  said  posts, 
in  as  complete  a  manner  as  the  same  now  are,  at  its  own  expense,  whenever  the 
same  shall  be  ordered  re-lighted  with  gas  by  the  city  ;  and  provided  that  no  lanterns 
shall  be  removed  from  the  posts  in  front  of  property  where  the  owner  of  said 
property  objects  to  such  removal. 

The  aforesaid  twenty-two  hundred  posts  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  selected  and 
designated  by  the  joint  Committees  on  Gas-Light  of  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  a  committee  of  said  gas  company  ;  and  said  posts  shall  be 
designated  by  said  committees  on  or  before  the  22d  clay  of  August,  1878. 

For  furnishing  gas,  and  the  lighting,  cleaning,  and  keeping  in  repair  of  the  six 
hundred  and  forty  posts  hereby  discontinued,  from  and  after  August  2d  to  August 
22d,  1878,  both  dates  inclusive,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  pay  to  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  at  the  rate  of  $29  per  post  per  annum. 

In  making  and  preparing  the  schedule,  or  time-table,  for  the  lighting  of  said 
twenty-two  hundred  lamps  for  twenty-six  hundred  hours,  as  in  this  contract  pro- 
vided, the  number  of  hours  that  the  same  shall  have  been  lighted,  from  and  includ- 
ing August  2d,  1878,  until  the  date  of  the  going  into  effect  of  said  time-table,  shall 
be  and  constitute  a  part  of  said  twenty-six  hundred  hours. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  agreement  of  said  party  of  the  second  part, 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  said  party  of  the  second  part  the  sum 
of  fifty-five  thousand  dollars  ($55,000)  in  equal  monthly  instalments. 

And  said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  that  if  the  city  should,  at  any  time, 
require  a  greater  number  of  lamp-posts  lighted  than  above  mentioned,  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  will  furnish  gas,  light  and  keep  the  same  in  repair,  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  said  twenty-two  hundred  (2200)  lamps  above  mentioned,  and 
at  the  sjime  rate,  -provided  that  the  same  are  on  the  line  of  the  mains  of  said  party 
oi  the  second  part. 

Tin:-  contract  to  take  effect  from  and   including  the  2d  day  of  August,  1878,  and 
e  and  remain  in  force  for  the  period  of  one  year. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  this  contract,  the  parties  hereto  are  to  be 
remitted  to  whatever  rights  'hey.  or  either  of  them,  may  have  under  the  contract 
of  duly  22d,  1876.  the  same  us  if  this  contract  had  never  been  made;  it  being  ex- 
pressly  understood  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  admitting  the  validity 
of  said  contract  of  July  22d,  1876,  by  said  city,  or  its  invalidity  by  said  company; 
and  nothing  herein  shall  he  so  construed  as  to  bar  any  right  of  action  that  said  gas 
company  may  have  against  said  city  for  gas  furnished  or  lamps  lighted  and  extin- 
g  listed  on  the  I  tday  of  August,  1878. 
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And,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  right  of  said  company  to  recover  for 
said  gas,  and  lighting  and  extinguishing  the  same,  the  following  facts  are  agreed, 
to-\vit:     That  said  city,  on  the  29th  day  of  July,  1878,  notified  said  gas  company 
that  she  did  not  regard  herself  bound  by  said  contract  of  July  22d,  1876,  and  elected 
to  and  did  treat  sakl  contract  as  a  nullity,  and  that  the  city  would  not  pay  said  com- 
pany for  gas  furnished,  and  for  lighting,  extinguishing,  cleaning,  and  repairing  of 
lamps,  under  the  terms  of  said  contract,  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  August,  1878; 
I  and  that  she  (the  said  city)  claimed  the  right  to  regulate  the  lighting  of  the  streets 
I  and  alleys  of  said  city,  and  of  determining  what  amount  of  gas  should  be  consumed 
1  by  the  city;  and  that  the  city,  by  her  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen, 
I  had  resolved  and  determined,  on  and  after  the  said  1st  day  of  August,  1878,  not  to 
a  light  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city  as  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  said 
9  contract,  and  resolved  and  determined  upon  other  regulations  for  lighting  the 
1  streets  and  alleys  of  said  city.    And  after  said  notice  by  the  city,  the  said  gas  com- 
i  pany,  notwithstanding  the  objection  of  the  city,  proceeded  to  and  did  light  all  the 
I  lamps  mentioned  in  said  contract  of  July  22d,  1876  (2840  in  number),  in  all  things 
I  according  to  the  terms  of  said  contract  of  July  22d,  1876,  on  said  1st  day  of  August, 
I  1878.     And  it  is  agreed  that  the  gas  furnished  and  the  lighting  and  extinguishing 
I  the  said  lamps,  on  said  1st  day  of  August,  was  and  is  of  the  value  of  $230,  accord- 
I  ing  to  the  terms  of  the  contract  of  July  22d,  1876.     Now,  if  upon  the  facts  afore- 
I  said,  the  contract  of  July  22d,  1876,  was  a  binding  and  operative  obligation  upon 
|  the  city  on  said  1st  day  of  August,  1878,  the  said  gas  company  shall  have  judgment 
for  $230:  otherwise,  the  city  shall  recover  her  costs. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  The  parties  hereto,  by  their  proper  officers,  have  signed 
their  corporate  names  and  caused  their  corporate  seals  to  be  affixed.

The  Judiciary  Committee,  through  Councilman  McKay,  submitted  the 
following  report ;  and  the  first,  second,  and  third  clauses  were  duly  con- 
curred in,  and  the  fourth  clause  was  received : 

Indianapolis,  August  19,  1878. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
whom  was  referred  sundry  papers  and  petitions,  make  the  following  report  thereon : 

First  Is  the  petition  of  Ellen  Smith,  to  have  refunded  to  her  taxes,  to  the 
amount  of  $61,09,  under  the  Widows'  Exemption  Act. 

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  passed  by  this  Council  on  May  6th,  1878,  which  is,  in 
effect,  "  that  no  more  taxes  be  refunded  under  the  '  Widows'  Exemption  Act,'  unless 
persons  claiming  exemption  make  such  claims  to  the  Assessor  before  paying  their 
taxes,"  we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

Second.  Is  the  petition  of  Dominick  Minnie,  to  have  taxes  refunded,  to  the 
amount  of  $12. 
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The  petitioner  represents  that,,  in  April,  1877,  he  owned  a  patent  right,  and  listed 
it  for  taxation  under  misapprehension,  anticipating  realizing  some  value  thereon. 
The  petitioner  further  states  that  the  patent  right  was  then,  and  is  now,  entirely 
worthless,  although  listed  for  $1,000;  and  from  the  fact  that  it  has  proven  worth- 
less, the  petitioner  asks  the  city  to  refund. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  to  comply  with  this  request  would  estab- 
lish a  bad  precedent,  in  that  a  great  deal  of  real  estate  has  proven  worthless  in 
comparison  with  past  anticipations,  and  the  owners  thereof  would,  for  the  same 
reason,  be  entitled  to  rebate  of  tax  paid.  "We  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioner  be  not  granted. 

Third.  Is  the  petition  of  Elsey  Tanner,  asking  that  she  be  paid  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  dollars,  on  account  of  injuries  received  by  falling  through  a  defective 
culvert,  near  the  corner  of  Douglass  and  North  streets. 

We  have  examined  into  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  find  that  the  planking  upon 
which  petitioner  fell  was  not  placed  there  by  the  city,  and  that  it  was  in  such  a  condi- 
tion that  petitioner,  by  using  ordinary  care,  would  not  have  been  injured.  We  are, 
therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is  not  liable,  and  would  recommend  that  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

Fourth.  Is  the  petition  of  Mclntire  &  Kuhn,  referred  with  instructions  to 
prepare  a  general  ordinance  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners. 

We  herewith  submit  such  an  ordinance,  and  recommend  that  it  be  passed.

Sir: — I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  filthy  condition  of  "  Crooked 
Run." 

In  view  of  the  recommended  action  of  the  Board  of  Health,  published  in  this 
morning's  paper,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  determining  whose 
duty  it  is  to  disinfect  this  fearfully  dirty  stream.  Its  condition  is  a  disgrace  to  any 
civilized  community,  and  it  seems  as  if  the  city  authorities  would  take  some  action,, 
if  brought  to  their  notice.  For  this  reason,  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you 
will  call  their  attention  to  the  condition  of  Crooked  Run. 

In  the  summer  of  1876,  I  called  your  attention  to  this  same  subject,  with  request 
it  be  referred  to  the  City  Council.  Last  summer  (1877),  1  presented  a  petition  to 
the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city,  signed  by  a  large  number  of  property  holders  in 
this  vicinity,  asking  for  an  examination  and  relief,  without  avail.  To-day,  the 
nuisance  is  as  bad  as  ever.  Yesterday,  at  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  stench  from  this 
stream  was  perceptible  at  my  house,  and  last  night  it  was  worse.  .

Perhaps  some  of  the  above  receipts  would  be  more  satisfactory  with  a  little  ex- 
planation. In  taking  charge  of  the  Fire  Department,  I  found  that  four  (4)  of  the 
fire  alarm  boxes  connected  with  our  telegraph  lines,  were  owned  by  the  following 
Institutions,  located  outside  of  the  city:  One  at  the  Insane  Hospital,  one  at  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum,  one  at  the  Female  Reformatory,  one  at  the  U.  S.  Ar- 
senal. Finding  that  the  above  boxes  were  kept  up  at  the  city's  expense,  I  reported 
the  same  to  the  members  of  the  Fire  Board,  who  ordered  me  to  estimate  the  cost 
of  keeping  op  the  boxes,  to  make  out  a  bill  of  the  same,  and  present  it  to  the 
above  named  Institutions.  This  I  did,  with  the  result  mentioned,  being  informed 
by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Insane  Asylum  that  they  would  cheerfully  pay  the 
required  amount. 

If  it  could  be  so  arranged  that  a  small  amount  of  money  could  be  appropriated, 
so  as  to  be  drawn  through  the  agency  of  the  Fire  Board  or  otherwise,  in  order  to 
pay  for  expressage,  telegraph  dispatches,  and  other  incidental  expenses  that  can 
not  be  put  off,  it  would  be  very  convenient,  as  parties  connected  with  the  Fire 
Department  are  not  always  prepared  to  meet  such  demands.  At  other  times, 
money  could  be  saved  by  buying  feed  on  the  market,  were  some  way  provided  for 
immediate  payment,  since  parties  living  in  the  country,  and  selling  feed  on  the 
market   will  not  sell  unless  cash  is  paid.

In  such  city,  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Common  Council,  as  de- 
fined in  previous  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  shall  be 
exercised  by  the  joint  action  of  the  Common  Council  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen.

Gentlemen : — Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  assessment  list  for  1878, 
have  labored  diligently  to  equalize  said  assessments  as  right  and  justice  required. 
We  have  met  from  day  to  day,  with  almost  a  fw.ll  board  present  at  each  session. 
We  have  given  the  Assessor's  return  a  careful  examination,  and  have  found  the 
assessments,  for  the  most  part,  equal  and  just,  as  evinced  by  the  satisfaction  express- 
ed by  a  large  number  of  taxpayers  who  have  come  up  to  examine  their  returns. 
We  have  carefully  examined  several  hundred  complaints  of  those  who  claimed 
that  their  assessments  were  too  high,  most  of  which  we  have  passed  by  as  having 
no  foundation  in  justice  or  equity.  We  have,  however,  found  that,  in  a  few  cases, 
there  were  inequalities,  and  have  made  deductions  to  the  amount  of  $23,320; 
which  deductions,  taken  from  the  Assessor's  return  already  reported,  will  leave 
$49,710,395,  to  which  may  be  added  personal  lists  not  then  in,  together  with  other 
assessments,  amounting  to  $171,699,  which,  added  to  the  amount  above  stated,  will 
make  the  total  amount  of  taxables  $49,881,094,  and  13,653  polls.

REPORTS,  ETC.,  FROM   OFFICIAL  BOARDS. 

The  Fire  Board,  through  Councilman  Tucker,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report : 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  : — The  Fire  Board,  to  whom  was  referred  the  ordinance  re-organizing 
the  Fire  Department,  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to 
make  the  following  report : 

We  believe  it  to  be  impracticable,  and  that  it  would  result  in  seriously  impair- 
ing the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the  Fire  Department,  to  permanently  substitute 
minute-men  for  ragular  firemen,  as  now  organized;  and,  in  support  of  this  theory, 
we  rafos  to  the  following  reasons: 

As  the  Department  is  now  organized,  from  the  sound  of  the  alarm  the  men  are 
required  to  hitch  the  horses  to  the  different  apparatus,  mount,  and  drive  out  ofthe 
vaiiou-  engine-houses  inside  of  twenty-five  to  thirty  seconds,  and  require,  ordinari- 
ly, no  longer  time  than  thirty  seconds  at  the  hour  of  midnight;  which  time  we 
positively  assert  and  know  to  bo  insufficient  for  minute-men  to  be  of  service,  unless 
they  are  always  in  the  engine-house,  at  their  post,  ready  to  "jump  and  go." 
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tliat  We  believe  it  absolutely  necessary  for  thorough  efficiency,  prompt  and  quick  ac- 
tion in  time  of  fire,  that  four  (4)  men  should  be  with  each  reel.  Their  duties 
are  defined  as  follows: 

One  man  to  drive  the  reel  and  attend  to  the  horse;  two  men  to  unreel  and  lay 
out  the  hose,  and  make  the  connection  at  the  plug  or  engine ;  one  man  to  follow  up 
the  line,  disconnect  the  hose  at  the  proper  place,  and  attach  the  nozzle.  Should  it 
be  necessary  to  carry  the  line  of  hose  up  ladders  to  the  roofs  of  buildings,  or  up 
stairways  (which  is  very  frequently  the  case),  it  can  not  be  done  promptly  with  less 
than  three  men. 

We  claim  that  minute-men  will  not,  nor  can  they,  be  depended  upon  to  fill  the 
position  as  above  stated.  Further,  should  the  reels  go  out  of  the  houses  without 
them,  and  they  (the  minute-men)  have  to  run  several  squares,  they  would  arrive 
at  the  fire  in  an  exhausted  condition,  and  could  not  be  efficient  and  prompt,  nor 
work  to  advantage. 

We,  therefore,  claim  that  the  extraordinary  promptness  of  the  Tire  Department 
in  getting  water  on  fires  before  getting  under  headway  is  the  secret  of  the  efficien- 
cy of  the  Department,  and  this  promptness  in  time  of  fires  has  saved  the  city  from 
very  many  frightful  conflagrations. 

In  our  opinion,  it  would  be  impracticable  to  reduce  the  number  of  regular  men 
to  each  steamer  to  less  than  three,  as  now  provided  for,  viz. :  One  man  to  drive 
and  take  care  of  the  team;  one  engineer,  and  one  fireman  to  assist  the  engineer, 
and,  in  his  absence  on  account  of  sickness  or  other  causes,  to  take  charge  of  the  en- 
gine; and  for  reasons  already  stated,  we  claim  that  minute-men  can  not  be  depended 
upon  to  perform  these  duties  promptly,  and  that  to  substitute  minute-men  for  reg- 
ular firemen  will  not  oniy  impair,  seriously,  the  efficiency  of  the  Department,  but 
will  be  practicing  gross  injustice  toward  the  tax-payers  of  the  city. 

In  regard  to  hook  and  ladder  company  and  Skinner  truck,  we  apply  the  same 
reason  for  not  substituting  minute-men. 

To  sum  up  the  whole  matter,  we  can  not  recommend  substituting  minute-men  for 
regularly  paid  firemen,  whose  duties  require  them  to  be  always  at  their  posts,  and 
that  the  companies,  as  now  organized,  constitute  as  small  a  number  of  men  as  is 
possible,  and  retain  the  entire  efficiency  and  protection  so  necessary  for  safety  of 
property  in  case  of  fire. 

If,  however,  it  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  city  government  to  further  reduce  the 
expenses  for  fire  protection,  we  suggest  that  it  be  done  in  the  following  manner: 

Put  out  of  service  Steamer  No.  Seven  (7),  estimated  expense $  2,500  00 

Put  out  of  service  one  Reel  Company,  estimated  expense 3,000  00 

Reduce  pay  of  60  firemen  25c  per  day  for  365  days  (one  year) 5,566  00 

Dispense  with  100  fire-hydrants,  $50  'dollars  each.... 5,000  00 


Total  estimated  reduction $16,066  00

Gentlemen: — AVe  would  report  as  follows  upon  papers  referred  to  us: 

1st.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  hole  made  by 
moving  the  scales  from  Delaware  street,  between  McCarty  and  Wyoming  streets. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  and  fill 
the  chuck-holes  in  McCarty  street,  between  Delaware  and  East  streets. 

There  is  no  necessity  for  this  work,  as  an  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of 
B8id  Btred  has  been  passed  ;  therefore,  we  recommend  the  motion  be  not  concur- 
red   in. 

3d.     I-  a  motion    directing    the    Street    Commissioner   to  deposit  spare  street- 
BCrapings  in  the  low  ground  formerly  used  as  a  coal  yard,  on  North  street. 
We  recommend  this  be  done. 

4'h.  Is  a  motion  directing  tin;  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  east  gutter  of 
>".  West  street,  from  North  street  to  Seventh  street. 
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There  is  no  sidewalk,  and  the  street  on  the  east  side  is  not  improved  between 
the  points  mentioned.     We,  therefore,  recommend  the  work  be  not  done. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of  Fort 
"Wayne  avenue. 

We  would  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

6th.     Is  a  motion   directing  the   Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  washouts  and 
holes  in  Michigan  street,  between  the  mill-race  and  White  River. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

7th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  north  gutters 
of  Catherine  street,  and  cut  the  weeds  in  same,  from  West  street  to  Pogue's  Run. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

8th.     Is  a  motion   directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Missouri  street,  between  Merrill  and  Ray  streets,  and  cut  the  weeds  in  same. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

9th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  to  examine  the 
crossings  of  Illinois  and  Washington  streets,  and  report  what,  in  their  judgment, 
is  necessary  to  place  said  crossings  in  proper  condition. 

We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  place  in  question,  and  would  recommend 
the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  estimate  the  cost  of  bowldering  the  said 
intersection,  confer  with  the  Street  Railway  Company  in  regard  to  their  portion 
of  said  bowldering,  and  report  to  the  Council  at  its  next  regular  meeting. 

10th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill,  with  gravel,  the 
chwek-holes  in  West  Washington  street,  from  White  River  bridge  to  the  crossing 
of  the  Belt  Railroad. 

We  recommend  this  work  be  not  done.

This  being  a  private  bridge,  we  think  the  city  should  not,  at  present,  engage  in 
that  kind  of  improvement  We,  therefore,  recommend  said  motion  be  not  con- 
curred in. 

13th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  repair  the  sidewalk  on 
the  corner  of  Virginia  avenue  and  Coburn  street. 

This  is  in  front  of  private  property,  and  the  repairs  should  be  made  by  the 
Water- Works  Company,  who  should  be  properly  notified.  We  recommend  non- 
concurrence  in  the  motion. 

14th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Dougherty  street,  between  Virginia  avenue  and  East  street. 

We  recommend  these  gutters  be  cleaned,  but  only  between  Wright  and  East 
streets. 

15th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Elm  and  Huron  streets,  the  weeds  being  forty  feet  high  and  the  mud  ten  feet  deep 
therein. 
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We  have  carefully  examined  these  gutters,  and  find  the  statement  made  in  the 
motion  untrue ;  therefore,  we  recommend  said  motion  be  not  concurred  in. 

16th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the   Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Ohio  street,  between  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware  streets. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done.

When  it  is  emptied,  the  stench  is  so  great  that  people  living  near  to  it 
are  compelled  to  close  the  fronts  of  their  houses,  and  flee  from  the  stench  as  best 
they  can  We,  your  petitioners,  consider  it  an  unpleasant  and  dangerous  nuisance, 
of  which  we  have  great  reason  to  complain.

It  is,  perhaps,  only  due  to  state  in  this  connection,  that  this  statement  does  not 
represent  the  real  benefits  of  the  ofiice  to  the  Mayor.  The  demands  upon  him  for 
donations  are  constant,  frequently  for  considerable  sums  ;  but  there  is  an  incessant 
daily,  and  I  might  say  almost  hourly,  demand  for  smaller  contributions;  and  mainly 
for  good  purposes,  and  made  under  circumstances  which  makes  refusal  almost  im- 
possible.    These  demands  are  made  upon  and  expected  of  him  as  a  public  officer 

From  the  time  of  my  nomination  as  a  candidate  for  this  office  in  1875,  I  have 
maintained  that  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  must  be  imperatively  brought 
within  our  income,  and,  in  doing  this,  if  necessary  to  revise  salaries,  I  invite  you 
to  begin  with  mine.  When  the  citizens  honor  me  with  their  confidence  by  elect- 
ing me  their  Mayor,  I  will  cheerfully  serve  them  for  such  compensation  as  they 
may  be  able  to  give;  and  what  has  been  stated  in  reference  to  the  demands  upon 
the  income  of  the  office  was  not  to  influence  you  against  any  proper  reduction;  but 
as  these  demands  are  made  by  the  public  upon  the  officer,  and  confidently  expected 
of  him  because  he  is  such  officer,  seem  to  come  with  the  office,  and  largely  decreas- 
ing its  apparent  emoluments,  it  seemed  only  due  that  these  facts  should  be  known. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  it  may  be  doubtful  whether  the  Board  and  Council 
can  decrease  salaries  after  having  fixed  them  as  provided  in  section  51  of  the  Char- 
ter. It  may  not  be  free  of  doubt;  but,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  it  is  immaterial, 
as  I  waive  the  question.

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We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  question  as  to  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  up  said 
bridge  should  be  settled  at  this  time,  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  the  Coun- 
cil adhere  to  its  former  action,  and  that  the  Engineer  be  instructed  to  notify 
Messrs.  Gibson  &  Co  and  The  Water- Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  that  if

city  to  notify  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
loth  section  of  their  charter,  to  build  the  line  of  street  railway,  before  granting 
the  right  to  any  other  corporation;  and  if  they  shall  fail  to  notify  the  city  that 
they  propose  to  build  the  same  at  once,  then  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  new  company  should  be  granted  the  right  to  do  so. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  reso- 
lution, requiring  the  Citizens'  Company  to  build  a  line  from  Circle,  east,  on.  Mar- 
ket, to  Arsenal  avenue,, and  from  Market  street,  north,  on  Noble  street,  to  Mas- 
sachusetts avenue ;  thence,  northeast,  on  said  avenue,  to  the  point  where  the  C,  C, 
0.  A:  I.  and  the  I ,  P.  &  C.  Railroad  tracks  cross  said  avenue. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  ordinance  referred  to  them  should 
be  amended  in  several  particulars,  and  they  would,  therefore,  ask  for  further  time 
to  report  upon  the  same.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  at  the  office  of  the  company,  held  this  14th  day  of 
October,  1878,  the  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  T.  L.  Johnson,  and  passed 
unanimously : 

1.  Resolved,  That  if  your  honorable  bodies,  under  the  provisions  of  our  charter, 
shall  so  direct,  we  will  successively  build  the  following  lines  of  street  railway,  viz. : 

A  line,  commencing  at  a  point  on  Massachusetts  avenue  as  near  as  practicable 
to  the  Massachusetts  avenue  depot;  thence,  southwest,  along  said  avenue,  to  Noble 
street;  thence,  south,  along  said  street,  to  E.  Market;  thence,  by  the  most  availa- 
ble connection  with  our  present  lines;  and  that  line  shall  be  so  operated  as  to 
carry  passengers  from  its  northeastern  terminus,  through  the  business  portion  of 
the  city,  for  one  fare. 

2.  Resolved,  further,  That  we  also  construct  the  Indiana  avenue  extension,  and 
the  same  to  be  operated  in  connection  with  our  Virginia  avenue  line,  so  as  to 
carry  passengers  from  the  northwestern  terminus,  on  Indiana  avenue,  to  south- 
eastern terminus  of  our  Virginia  avenue  line,  for  one  fare. 

3.  Resolved,  further,  That  the  work  be  commenced  at  once,  and  pushed  forward 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  so  as  to  complete  the  work  on  one  line  of  extension  this  fall, 
and  to  be  operated  continuously  as  soon  as  completed;  and  the  other  route  to  be 
completed,  and  in  full  operation,  not  later  than  the  1st  of  May,  1879.

To  the  Honorable  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  petitioners  having  organized  a  company,  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  be 
known  as  the  Indianapolis  Street  Railway  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  building 
and  operating  passenger  railways  upon  the  streets  of  Indianapolis,  would  respect- 
fully petition  your  honorable  bodies  to  grant  us  the  right-of-way  in  and  upon  the 
streets  of  Indianapolis,  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  you  may  deem 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  city. 

We  desire,  first,  to  build  a  line  beginning  at  Washington  and  Meridian  streets; 
running,  thence,  north,  on  Meridian  and  Circle  streets,  to  Market  street;  thence, 
east,  to  East,  Noble,  or  Liberty  street;  thence,  north,  on  one  or  more  of  said 
streets,  to  Massachusetts  avenue;  thence,  along  said  avenue,  to  Peru  street;  thence, 
north,  on  Peru  and  Rohampton  streets,  to  Tenth  street. 

Beginning  on  Circle  street ;  thence,  east,  on  Market  street,  to  Arsenal  avenue ; 
thence,  north,  on  Arsenal  avenue,  to  Michigan  street;  thence,  east,  on  Michigan 
street,  to  Woodruff  Place. 

Beginning  on  Circle  street;  thence,  north,  on  Meridian  street,  to  Ohio  street; 
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thence,  on  Ohio  street,  to  Indiana  avenue;  thence,  on  said  avenue,  to  Blake  street; 
thence,  south,  on  Blake  street,  to  New  York  street. 

It  is  the  intentian  of  your  petitioners  to  construct  and  operate  a  system  of  rail- 
ways centering  at  the  Circle,  with  waiting-room  and  general  office  at  that  point. 

We  shall  construct  our  roads  in  the  most  substantial  manner,  and  shall  take 
pleasure  in  conforming  to  any  provisions  you  may  see  fit  to  demand  in  building 
our  tracks  and  maintaining  same. 

In  the  operating  of  said  roads  we  shall  use  only  two-horse  cars,  of  the  latest 
improved  pattern,  and  shall  run  them  in  such  manner  and  numbers  as  will  give 
satisfaction  to  the  public ;  and  we  will  not,  during  the  holding  of  State  Fairs, 
or  at  any  other  time,  abandon  any  line,  to  accommodate  any  rush  of  travel  upon 
some  particular  route. 

Your  petitioners  believe  that  in  carrying  out  this  enterprise  they  will  confer  a 
great  benefit  to  the  city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  in  that  it  will  provide  greater 
and  better  means  of  rapid  transit  through  the  city  than  is  now  afforded.  It  will 
make  our  beautiful  suburbs  more  desirable  as  places  of  residence,  and  give  the 
people  of  all  parts  of  the  city  access,  by  rail,  to  the  market  and  to  business  centres. 
It  will  add  largely  to  the  tax  duplicate,  not  only  in  the  amount  of  money  invested, 
but  will  greatly  increase  the  value  of  property  in  all  parts  of  the  city  that  are 
reached  by  its  lines.  It  will  give  employment  to  a  large  force  of  laborers  in  its 
construction  and  operation.  These  are  but  a  few  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
by  the  granting  of  our  prayer. 

It  has  been  stated  by  parties  interested,  and  their  friends,  that  it  was  not  in- 
tended by  our  company  to  build  any  of  the  lines  named — that  the  intention  was 
simply  to  force  the  existing  company  to  buy  us  off.  While  we  scorn  to  notice 
these  attacks,  false  as  they  are,  they  may  have  some  effect  upon  the  action  of  your 
honorable  body;  therefore,  your  petitioners  would  respectfully  make  the  following 
proposition : 

That,  upon  the  granting  of  the  right-of-way,  as  desired,  we  will  place  in  the 
hands  of  a  Trustee,  mutually  satisfactory,  a  certificate  of  deposit  for  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000),  which  sum  shall  be  a  forfeit  to  the  city,  and  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Orphan  Asylums  of  the  city,  in  equal  portions,  if  we  fail  to 
take  advantage  of  the  charter  passed  and  accepted.  Said  five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000)  shall  be  drawn  from  the  hands  of  the  Trustee  by  the  treasurer  of  this 
company,  only  as  the  work  progresses,  as  follows:  Upon  the  completion  of  the 
first  mile  of  track,  fifteen  hundred  dollars  (1,500);  upon  the  completion  of  the 
second  mile  of  track,  $1,500;  and  upon  the  completion  of  the  third  mile  of  track, 
$2,000',  provided,  that  three  miles  of  track  shall  be  laid  within  one  year,  and  any 
part  of  said  $5,000  not  drawn  as  above  stipulated  at  the  end  of  said  year,  shall  be 
appropriated  as  designated. 

Believing  that  your  honorable  body  do  not  wish  to  foster  a  monopoly,  but  would 
rather  act  in  the  spirit  of  the  constitution  of  this  State,  which  declares  "  That  the 
General  Assembly  shall  not  grant  to  any  citizen  or  class  of  citizens  privileges  or 
immunities  which,  upon  the  same  terms  shall  not  equally  belong  to  all"  (see  sec- 
tion of  our  Bill  of  Rights);  therefore,  if  the  General  Assembly  can  grant  no  such 
rights,  how  could  the  City  Council  of  fifteen  years  ago  grant  such  privileges,  and 
bind  the  present  city  government  to  a  grant  of  that  kind? 

Braying  for  your  early  and  favorable  consideration  of  our  petition,  we  respect- 
fully submit  the  above.

His  Honor,  Mayor  Caven,  in  response  to  the  demand  of  the  Common 
Council  that  the  Chair  should  appoint  the  committee  required  by  last 
preceding  motion,  designated  the  Council  Committee  on  Finance  as  the 
Council  membership  of  the  joint  committee.

the  owners  thereof  to  fill  or  drain  the  same,  the  Street  Commissioner  proceed  to 
fill  or  drain  the  said  hole  or  excavation  as  provided  in  said  ordinance,  provided 
that  the  cost  thereof  shall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  aforesaid 
real  estate,  as  assessed  upon  the  tax-duplicate  for  city  purposes.

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That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  build  a  bridge  or  culvert  over 
ditch,  at  intersection  of  Spring  and  St.  Clair  streets.

The  Judiciary  Committee,  through  Councilman  McKay,  submitted 
the  following  report ;  which  was  duly  considered  and  concurred  in  by 
clauses : 

To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  pa- 
pers, make  thereon  the  following  report : 

First.  Is  a  communication,  signed  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  ask- 
ing that  all  cases  that  could  be  tried  in  the  Mayor's  Court  as  violations  of  the  city 
ordinances  be  so  tried. 

"We  have  carefully  examined  the  matter,  and  find  that  a  large  number  of  the 
cases  that  are  tried  in  the  Mayor's  Court  can  be  tried  either  as  violations  of  the  city 
ordinances  or  as  violations  of  the  Misdemeanor  Acts  of  the  State.  That  the  great 
majority  of  these  cases  have,  for  the  past  year,  been  tried  as  State  cases.  That 
during  the  past  year  about  2,300  cases  have  been  so  tried  as  State  cases  that  could 
have  been  tried  as  city  cases.  That  in  about  one-third  of  these  cases,  the  parties 
paid  their  fines.  These  fines  go  into  the  general  school  fund  of  the  State;  where- 
as, if  they  were  prosecuted  as  city  cases,  the  fines  would  be  paid  to  the  city. 

In  cases  where  convictions  are  had,  and  the  parties  fail  to  pay  their  fines,  they 
are  imprisoned.  If  the  cases  are  prosecuted  under  the  State  law,  then  the  parties 
are  imprisoned  in  the  County  jail,  and  the  law  fixes  the  compensation  of  the  Sher- 
itf  at  sixty  cents  per  day  for  each  prisoner  so  imprisoned,  and  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  for 
each  person,  for  committing  and  releasing  them.  This  expense  is  paid  by  the 
county. 

The  cost  of  keeping  prisoners  by  the  city  is,  as  your  committee  are  informed, 
about  twenty  cents  per  day  ;  and  as  the  city  pays  about  seven-ninths  of  the  county 
taxes,  the  keeping  of  these  prisoners  by  the  city,  would  undoubtedly  save  the  citi- 
zens and  tax-payers  of  this  city  a  large  amount  of  money. 

The  law  fixes  the  costs  in  cases  tried  under  the  State  law,  at  about  three  dollars 
more  than  when  tried  under  the  city  ordinances  ;  and  thus  it  costs  that  much  more 
for  keeping  them,  or  they  are  required  to  pay  that  much  more 

Again  :  The  persons  tried  and  imprisoned  under  the  city  ordinances  can  be  re- 
quired to  work  out  their  fines  on  the  streets,  or  in  any  other  way  the  city  may  di- 
rect, while  this  can  not  be  done  when  they  are  tried  by  the  State  law,  excepting  in 
eases  of  vagrancy. 

As  the  city  is  compelled  to  keep  up  the  Station-House,  the  cost  of  lighting,  heat- 
ing, cleaning,  and  other  work,  would  be  no  more  for  a  large  number  of  prisoners 
than  it  ie  at  present. 

It  lias  been  stated  to  your  committee,  that  the  officers  of  the  State  might  prose- 
cute  all  cases,  notwithstanding  the  prosecution  under  the  city  ordinances,  and  thus 
make  a  double  prosecution  ;  but,  as  the  only  object  any  person  could  have  in  doing 
BO  would  he  to  make  fees  and  put  additional  expense  upon  the  tax-payers,  your 
committee  arc  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  not  be  done,  as  it  has  not  been  in  the 
past. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  city 
officer-  he  instructed  to  prosecute  all  cases  in  the  Mayor's  Court,  that  can  be  so  pros- 
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ecuted,  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  that  the  moneys  deposited  and  pay- 
ments made  at  the  Station  House,  and  those  collected  hy  the  city  officers,  be  ap- 
plied to  the  payment  of  the  fines  and  costs  in  such  cases. 

Second.  Is  a  motion  of  Councilman  McKay, — ''That  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen,  in  view  of  further  economy  in  the  city  government,  recom- 
mend that  all  its  officers  be  paid  by  salary ;  and  that  no  fees  or  per  cent,  be  allow- 
ed any  officer  of  said  city." 

Your  committee,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  motion,  recommend  its 
passage.

The  Council  and  Aldermanic  Committees  on  Markets,  through  Coun- 
cilman Rodibaugh,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  considered 
and  concurred  in  by  clauses  : 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Markets,  to  whom  the  Common  Council  re- 
ferred sundry  papers,  for  our  joint  consideration,  would  report  thereon,  as  follows  : 

1st.  Is  a  petition  from  a  large  number  of  market-gardeners,  asking  that  they  be 
permitted  to  erect  a  good  and  substantial  structure  along  the  south  side  of  the  north 
walk  of  the  East  Market,  extending  from  Alabama  to  Delaware  street,  with  the 
privilege  of  purchasing  stalls  in  such  structure  at  private  sale,  at  the  yearly  ap- 
praisement thereof,  for  and  during  the  period  of  five  years. 

We  heartily  approve  of  this  project  in  every  particular,  except  that  we  do  not 
consider  it  safe  or  proper,  or  within  the  power  of  this  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen,  to  guarantee  an  absolute  right  of  use  and  occupancy  of  the  proposed 
structure  for  the  term  of  five  years.  Before  the  end  of  such  period,  it  may  be  pos- 
sible and  be  deemed  best  for  the  city  to  avail  itself  of  the  provision  of  the  Tomlin- 
gon  bequest,  make  sale  of  the  Tomlinson  estate,  and  invest  the  proceeds  arising 
therefrom  in  the  erection  of  a  City  Hall  and  a  more  sightly  Market  House  on  the 
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East  Market  Space.     We,  therefore,  report  in  faver  of  granting  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioners  in  every  item  except  the  five  years'  "adverse  possession"  referred  to. 

2d.  Is  a  motion,  offered  by  Councilman  Tucker,  directing  the  preparation  of  an 
ordinance,  "repealing  that  part  of  the  General  Ordinance  on  Markets,  wherein  the 
West  Market-Master  is  compelled  to  turn  over  to  the  city  forty  per  cent,  of  the  in- 
come of  said  market. 

We  are  compelled  to  report  adversely  to  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing  motion, 
for  the  following  reasons  :  1st.  Section  36  of  General  Ordinance  20,  1878,  provides 
that  sixty  per  centum  of  "all  moneys  by  him  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance"  shall  be  "full  compensation  for  services  rendered"  by  "  each  City  Mar- 
ket-Master";  2d.  When  the  considerable  improvements  of  the  new  West  Market 
site  were  made  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  it  was  proposed,  and  so  ordered,  that  the 
Street-Repair  fund  be  reimbursed  from  the  Market  fund  (see  proceedings,  page 
240) ;  3d.  The  gross  amount  of  income  to  the  city  from  the  West  Market,  as  shown 
by  balance  on  the  City  Treasurer's  books,  at  this  date,  is  less  than  $100;  and,  4th. 
There  would  be  an  implied  conflict  between  the  proposed  amendatory  ordinance 
and  section  51  of  the  City  Charter,  which  provides  that  salaries,  "when  so  fixed, 
shall  not  be  increased  during  that  year." 

3d.     We  ask  further  time  in  which  to  consider  General  Ordinance  52,  1878.

Street  Railway  Company  that  they  must,  at  once,  proceed  to  put  ail  their  tracks  in 
proper  condition,  and  make  the  necessary  street  improvements  along  their  tracks, 
in  accordance  with  the  ordinance  of  January  18th,  1864,  and  amendments  thereto, 
authorizing  the  construction  of  passenger  railways  on  the  streets  of  Indianapolis;

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Opening,  etc.,  Streets  and  Alleys,  would  report, 
as  follows,  on  papers  to  it  referred : 
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1st.  Is  a  petition  from  The  Sewing  Machine  Cabinet  Company,  praying  for  the 
vacation  of  such  portion  of  "  a  small  alley,  running  from  Hill  avenue,  on  the  north, 
to  the  railroad  track  of  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis  Rail- 
way Company,  on  the  south,"  as  lies  between  the  real  estate  upon  which  their  fac- 
tory-buildings are  situated  and  lots  113,  114,  115,  and  116,  Fletcher's  Third  Addi- 
tion, upon  which  said  lots  their  saw-mill  is  located — the  portion  of  "alley"  asked 
to  be  vacated  extending  from  aforesaid  railway  track  to  an  east  and  west  alley  ly- 
ing north  of  before-mentioned  real  estate  and  lots. 

By  an  examination  of  the  plat  of  Fletcher's  Third  Addition,  we  find  that  the 
"small  alley"  asked  to  be  vacated  is  a  sixty-foot  street,  named  "  Wheeler  street." 
We,  therefore,  report  against  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners. 

2d.  Is  a  petition  from  R.  L.  McOuat,  asking  that  an  order  be  passed  vacating 
the  streets  and  alleys  in  R.  L.  McOuat's  Second  Addition,  that  he  may  put  the  same 
under  cultivation. 

Our  examination  of  the  plat  of  this  Addition  shows  that  only  one  alley,  thirty-two 
feet  in  width,  lies  wholly  within  the  same.  As  Mr.  McOuat  seems  to  be  the  sole 
owner  of  the  Addition,  we  can  make  no  valid  objection  to  vacating  this  alley  and 
plat.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  case  be  referred  to  the  City 
Attorney,  with  instructions  to  take  further  necessary  proceedings  in  keeping  with 
section  18  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  approved 
on  March  17th,  1875  [see  Charter  and  Ordinances,  page  153],  provided  he  shall  re- 
ceive assurance  from  the  petitioner  that  kt  all  the  expense  of  such  proceedings  shall 
be  paid  by  said  petitioner."

Gentlemen: — I  would  report  that,  since  the  last  meeting,  the  case  of  Stanton 
Turner  vs.  The  City  has  been  tried  in  the  Superior  Court,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict 
of  $5,000  against  the  city. 

This  was  a  case  where  the  plaintiff,  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department,  while 
going  to  a  fire,  drove  over  a  large  stone  lying  in  what  was  claimed  to  be  a  street  of 
the  city,  and  was  injured  in  such  a  manner  that  his  right  leg  had  to  be  amputated. 

The  principal  questions  in  the  case  were,  Whether  the  place  where  the  accident 
happened  was  a  public  street?  and  Whether  the  city  had  ever  accepted  and  adopted 
it  as  such?  And,  in  this  case,  these  questions  were  largely  questions  of  law,  as  there 
was  very  little  conflict  in  the  evidence.     Under  these  circumstances,  I  am  of  the 
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opinion  that  the  law  of  the  case  should  be  settled  by  the  higher  courts;  and  I 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  case  be  appealed.

Gentlemen : — I  was  instructed  by  your  honorable  body,  at  its  last  meeting,  to 
give  an  opinion  upon  section  18  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  relation  to 
the  opening,  laying  out,  and  vacating  of  streets,  alleys,  etc.,  with  a  view  of  requir- 
ing the  petitioners  in  such  cases  to  pay  the  expenses  attending  the  same.  As  I  un- 
derstand the  motion,  the  expenses  referred  to  are  the  expenses  of  giving  the  neces- 
sary notices,  and  the  expenses  of  the  City  Commissioners  attending  the  exami- 
nation and  determination  of  the  question  of  benefits  and  damages. 

Section  18,  referred  to,  provides  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  vacating  a  street  and 
alley,  and,  after  stating  what  steps  shall  be  taken  by  the  persons  petitioning  for  the 
vacation,  it  provides  that  "  All  the  expenses  of  such  proceedings  shall  be  paid  by 
said  petitioners,  unless  the  Common  Council  shall  otherwise  direct."  There  can 
be  no  doubt,  under  this  provision,  that  the  expenses  of  vacating  a  street  or  alley 
must  be  paid  by  the  petitioners  asking  for  the  vacation. 

This  provision  only  applies  to  cases  of  vacation,  and  not  to  opening  or  widening 
of  streets  and  alleys.  There  is  no  provision  of  the  statute  requiring  the  petitioners 
for  an  opening  or  widening  of  a  street  to  pay  the  expenses.  But  section  25  of  the 
Act  referred  to,  provides  that  the  Common  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  pass 
all  ordinances  necessary  to  more  effectually  carry  into  effect  and  execution  the 
powers  granted,  which  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  law's  of  the  State.     Under  the 

S revisions  of  the  last  mentioned  section,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Council  and 
oard  would  have  the  power  to  pass  an  ordinance  requiring  the  petitioners  to  pay 
the  expenses  attending  the  opening  or  widening  of  streets  or  alleys.

Gentlemen: — The  following  papers  were  referred  to  the  Board  of  Public  Im- 
provements, who  would  respectfully  report  as  follows  thereon : 

1st.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  lower  the  street  crossing 
of  Meridian  and  McCarty  streets. 

We  would  recommend  that  instead  of  lowering  said  crossing,  cinders  or  gravel 
be  filled  in  on  each  side  thereof. 

2d.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of  Noble 
street,  between  Washington  street  and  the  P.,  C.  &  St.  L.  Kailroad  tracks. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  examine  an  old  well,  partly 
open,  in  the  sidewalk  of  N.  Mississippi  street,  between  Seventh  and  Eighth  streets, 
and  put  the  same  in  safe  condition. 

We  have  made  repeated  and  careful  examinations  of  the  aforesaid  locality,  but 
have  utterly  failed  to  discover  any  signs  of  a  well,  either  open  or  shut. 

4th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in 
Kentucky  avenue,  between  Missouri  and  West  streets. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  City  Civil  Engineer  to  notify  the  contractor  to 
bowlder  the  street  and  alley  crossings  along  the  present  line  of  improvement,  be- 
tween Delaware  and  East  streets,  on  McCarty  street,  provided  said  contractor  will 
do  the  work  at  his  present  contract  price,  the  entire  cost  not  to  exceed  $110. 

We  would  recommend  that  only  the  alley-crossings  be  bowldered,  and  that  the 
3ame  be  done  by  the  Street  Commissioner. 

6th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  lay  a  plank  crossing  at 
intersection  of  Illinois  and  First  streets. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  not  done. 

7th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of  New 
Jersey  street,  between  Massachusetts  and  Fort  Wayne  avenues. 
We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 
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8th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  mud-hole  in  front 
of  the  City  Hospital  grounds,  with  gravel. 

This  street  should  he  improved;  and  we  herewith  present  an  ordinance  provid- 
ing for  the  improvement  of  Margaret  street  and  sidewalks,  by  grading  and  grav- 
eling, from  Locke  street  to  its  western  terminus. 

9th.  Is  the  report  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  estimating  the  cost  of  bowlder- 
ing  the  intersection  of  Washington  and  Illinois  streets. 

This  is  an  important  and  much-needed  improvement,  and  we  would  recommend 
it  he  done  at  once,  and  that,  in  addition  to  the  bowldering,  there  be  four  double- 
stone  crossings  laid  at  said  intersection. 

We  would  also  recommend  thnt  the  proper  officer  notify  the  Citizens'  Street 
Railway  Company  of  the  city's  intention  to  repair  said  intersection,  and  that  they 
be  ready  to  repair  their  portion  at  the  same  time. 

10th.  Is  a  petition  of  property  owners  on  Noble  and  Plum  streets,  between 
Virginia  and  College  avenues,  asking  that  the  names  of  said  streets  be  changed  to 
that  of  College  avenue. 

We  have  given  this  matter  due  consideration,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  such 
changes  should  not  be  made.  Noble  street  has  borne  its  name  for  a  long  time,  the 
other  streets  are  not  on  a  continuous  line  with  it,  and,  should  the  change  be  made, 
it  would  certainly  create  confusion  and  ultimate  regret.

the  rail.-:  the  reverse  way  from  that  in  which  they  were  intended,  and  also  to  lay 
T-rail.-,  would  report  that  we  have  examined  the  matter,  and  lind  that  the  charter 
>f  Bftid  company  provides  that  their  tracks  shall  be  made  of  the  "most  approved 
rail." 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  T-rail  is  not  the  best  or  most  approved  rail  for 
itreet  railway  purpo&es,  and  that  in  laying  such  rails  they  do  not  comply  with  tho 
termi  of  the  charter. 
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The  charter  also  provides  that  the  tracks  shall  be  so  built  as  to  be  of  no  unnecessary 
impediment  to  the  ordinary  use  of  the  streets,  and  the  passage  of  wagons,  carriages, 
etc ,  upon,  along,  and  across  said  tracks,  at  any  point  and  in  any  and  all  directions. 
If  the  reversing  of  the  rails,  as  mentioned  in  the  motion,  is  an  impediment  to  the 
use  of  the  street,  or  endangers  or  discommodes  the  passage  of  vehicles  along  the 
same,  then  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  such  reversal  of  the  rails  is  a  violation  of  the„ 
charter. 

The  remedy  provided  by  the  charter  is  a  notice  to  the  company  to  make  the 
change,  and,  upon  refusal,  to  remove  the  tracks.

and  he  has  also  induced  other  persons  to  refuse  to  pay  their  fees,  fixed  as  aforesaid, 
and  has  thereby  caused  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  and  prevented  the  Market-Master 
from  collecting  the  dues,  of  which  a  part  belongs  to  the  city. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  said  Roemer  should  be  expelled  from  said  market, 
and  prohibited  from  occupying  any  stand  at  said  market.  We  would,  therefore, 
recommend  that  said  stand,  so  occupied  by  him,  be  declared  vacant,  and  that  he  be 
expeiled  from  the  market;  and  that  the  Market-Master  be  instructed  to  remove 
his  stand  from  the  market,  and  prohibit  and  prevent  him  from  occupying  any 
place  in  said  market  until  he  shall  have  paid  all  amounts  now  due  for  the  stand 
heretofore  occupied  by  him.

The  following  report  from  the  City  Attorney  was  read: 

Indianapolis,  November  18,  1878. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen : — I  would  report  that,  since  the  last  meeting,  the  case  of  Stanton 
Turner  vs.  The  City  has  been  tried  in  the  Superior  Court,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict 
of  $5,000  against  the  city. 

This  was  a  case  where  the  plaintiff,  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department,  while 
going  to  a  fire,  drove  over  a  large  stone  lying  in  what  was  claimed  to  be  a  street  of 
the  city,  and  was  injured  in  such  a  manner  that  his  right  leg  had  to  be  amputated. 

The  principal  questions  in  the  case  were,  Whether  the  place  where  the  accident 
happened  was  a  public  street?  and  Whether  the  city  had  ever  accepted  and  adopted 
it  as  such?  And,  in  this  case,  these  questions  were  largely  questions  of  law,  as  there 
was  very  little  conflict  in  the  evidence.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  law  of  the  case  should  be  settled  by  the  higher  courts ;  and  I 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  case  be  appealed.

We  would  recommend  that  instead  of  lowering  said  crossing,  cinders  or  gravel 
be  filled  in  on  each  side  thereof. 

2d.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of  Noble 
street,  between  Washington  street  and  the  P.,  C.  &  St.  L.  Railroad  tracks. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

4th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in 
Kentucky  avenue,  between  Missouri  and  West  streets. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  City  Civil  Engineer  to  notify  the  contractor  to 
bowlder  the  street  and  alley  crossings  along  the  present  line  of  improvement,  be- 
tween Delaware  and  East  streets,  on  McCarty  street,  provided  said  contractor  will 
do  the  work  at  his  present  contract  price,  the  entire  cost  not  to  exceed  $110.

On  Alderman  Stratford's  motion,  the  Fike  petition  was  referred  to  the 
AMerrnanic  Committee  on  Opening,  etc.,  Streets  and  Alleys,  with  in- 
structions to  report  thereon  at  an  adjourned  meeting  of  this  body,  which, 
on  his  motion,  was  ordered  to  assemble  on  next  Monday  evening,  the 
25th  instant. 
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The  following  report  from  the  (joint)  Committees  on  Finance  was 
read : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committees  on  Finance  have  examined  sundry  papers  re- 
ferred to  them,  and  submit  the  following  report : 

First.  We  have  examined  the  reports  of  the  City  Clerk  and  City  Treasurer, 
showing  receipts  and  payments  for  month  of  October,  1878,  and  find  said  reports 
to  be  correct. 

Second.  Is  a  motion  by  Councilman  Rodibaugh,  asking  that  the  Market  Com- 
mittees be  allowed  to  expend  $100  in  fixing  up  East  Market  House. 

Some  improvements  and  repairs  are  badly  needed,  and  we  recommend  that  the 
motion  be  passed. 

Third.  Is  Chief  Fire  Engineer  Jno.  G.  Pendergast's  report,  for  quarter  ending 
September  1st,  1878. 

This  report  shows  a  detailed  and  itemized  account  of  receipts,  payments,  and 
expenses  of  the  Fire  Department  for  supplies  for  said  quarter.  It  shows  that  the 
expenses  are  carefully  guarded,  and  the  money  received  is  accurately  accounted  for. 

Fourth.  Are  reports  of  ex-Chief  Fire  Engineer  Sherwood,  for  years  ending 
May  15th,  1877,  and  May  15th,  1878. 

These  reports  are  not  satisfactory  to  your  committees.  They  do  not  state  from 
whom  the  money  was  received,  or  to  whom  a  large  portion  of  it  was  paid. 

These  reports  also  show  a  "balance  of  $295  to  be  due  the  city  for  condemned 
horses  and  old  material,  sold  and  not  paid  for. 

We  recommend  that  the  City  Attorney  be  directed  to  investigate  the  matter,  and 
ascertain  who  are  liable  for  this  amount  due  the  city,  and  that  he  take  such  action 
as  will  best  secure  to  the  city  the  amount  due.

Legal  opinion  from  Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney, 
in  answer  to  motion  of  Councilman  Morris  [for  which  see  page  567,  ante], 
in  which  it  is  set  forth  that  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  had 
been  recently  violating  its  charter-ordinance  in  the  kind  of  rails  laid  and 
in  the  method  of  laying  same,  and  stating  that  the  remedy  for  this  wrong- 
doing is  a  notice  to  the  company  to  make  such  change  as  is  required  by 
such  charter-ordinance,  and,  upon  refusal,  to  remove  the  tracks  [see 
pages  592  and  593,  ante],  was  read;  and  the  action  of  the  Common 
Council,  in  approving  such  opinion,  was  duly  concurred  in. 

The  following  report  from  the  Council  and  Aldermanic  Committees  on 
Markets  was  read : 
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Indianapolis,  November  18, 1878. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen : — Your  ^ommittees  on  Markets  would  report  that  one  H.  Roemer, 
who  has  been  occupying  a  stand  upon  the  "West  Market  for  some  fourteen  weeks, 
has  failed  and  refused  to  pay  the  market  charges  as  fixed  by  your  committees  and 
adopted  by  the  Council  and  Board ;  that  he  still  refuses  to  pay  any  of  such  charges  ; 
and  he  has  also  induced  other  persons  to  refuse  to  pay  their  fees,  fixed  as  aforesaid, 
and  has  thereby  caused  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  and  prevented  the  Market-Master 
from  collecting  the  dues,  of  which  a  part  belongs  to  the  city. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  said  Roemer  should  be  expelled  from  said  market, 
and  prohibited  from  occupying  any  stand  at  said  market.  We  would,  therefore, 
recommend  that  said  stand,  so  occupied  by  him,  be  declared  vacant,  and  that  he  be 
expelled  from  the  market ;  and  that  the  Market-Master  be  instructed  to  remove 
his  stand  from  the  market,  and  prohibit  and  prevent  him  from  occupying  any 
place  in  said  market  until  he  shall  have  paid  all  amounts  now  due  for  the  stand 
heretofore  occupied  by  him.

NEW   BUSINESS. 

The  Committee  on  Benevolence  and  Hospitals,  through  Alderman 
Ridenour,  submitted  the  following  report;  and  the  recommendation, 
therein  contained,  was  duly  concurred  in : 

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

The  Committee  on  Benevolence  and  Hospitals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  follow- 
ing motion — 

That  the  Committee  on  Benevolence  and  Hospitals  be  instructed  to  inspect  the 
ponds  near  east  bank  of  White  River,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Michigan  street  bridge, 
with  a  view  to  suggest  the  best  and  most  economical  means  of  abating  the  public 
nuisance  arising  from  the  same — 

Report  that  they  have  visited  the  localities  indicated  in  the  motion,  and  find 
quite  a  number  of  ponds,  and  some  of  large  proportions,  made  by  the  original  bed 
of  one  branch  of  Fall  Creek  and  bayous  connecting  therewith,  from  which  run- 
ning water  was  turned,  by  the  construction  of  the  levee  over  it  at  its  intersection 
with  the  main  stream.  There  is  evident  need  of  these  depressions  being  filled,  or 
drained  by  a  continuous  straight  ditch  from  the  levee  into  the  river  below,  to  pre- 
vent the  stagnant  water  and  its  evil  effects.  In  either  case,  it  would  require  a 
large  outlay  of  money,  which,  of  course,  the  city  could  not  undertake,  and  would 
perhaps  be  oppressive  to  the  owners  of  the  land. 
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In  view  of  all  the  facts,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  City  Engi- 
neer be  instructed  to  inspect  the  premises,  and  report  the  best  and  most  feasible 
manner  to  make  the  improvement  desired,  and  the  estimated  cost  thereof  (which 
information  will  be  both  for  the  city  and  the  owners  of  the  property),  when  fur- 
ther action  may  be  taken.

The  Committee  on  Public  Schools  submitted  the  following  report; 
which  was  duly  concurred  in : 
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To  the  President  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

The  Joint  Committees  on  Public  Schools,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of 
vacation  of  Arsenal  Park  Addition,  on  petition  of  Stoughton  J.  Fletcher,  would 
report  that  since  said  reference  was  made  (to-wit,  on  October  14th,  1878),  S.  J. 
Fletcher  executed  a  deed  of  dedication  to  public  use  of  all  that  portion  of  Ohio 
street  embraced  in  said  Arsenal  Park  Addition,  which  deed  is,  so  far,  a  relief- 
from  the  objection  to  the  general  vacation  of  said  Addition. 

Yet,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committees,  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  should  not 
now  be  granted,  for  the  reasons  that  said  Addition  was  platted  and  put  on  the  mar- 
ket at  high  figures,  and  many  persons  settled  east  of  it,  on  lower-priced  ground ; 
and,  on  this  record,  the  School  Board  located  and  built  a  valuable  school-house, 
looking  to  the  future  as  well  as  the  present  accommodation  of  all  the  platted 
ground  in  its  immediate  neighborhood.  A  vacation  of  this  plat,  and  enclosing  the 
same  from  the  public,  would  be  a  public  detriment  to  that  section  of  the  city ;  and 
the  only  reason  that  can  be  assigned  for  such  vacation  is,  to  avoid  city  taxation. 
This  your  committee  believe  to  be  against  public  policy,  as  the  public  have  vested 
rights  in  this  case  ;  therefore  would  advise  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not 
granted,  but  that  he  may  be  allowed  to  revise  the  same,  so  as  to  conform  its  streets 
to  those  streets  in  the  city  which,  when  extended,  would  pass  through  it.

Whekeas,  The  terms  of  a  contract,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and 
the  Water- Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  have  been  agreed  upon,  and  are 
embraced  in  a  written  agreement,  in  the  words  and  figures  iollowing,  to-wit: 

This  Agreement,  Made  this  25th  day  of  November,  1878,  by  and  between  the 
Water-Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 

Witnesseth :  That  said  Water- Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  for  and  in  con- 
sideration of  covenants  and  agreements  herein  stipulated  to  be  kept  and  performed 
by  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  furnish  and  supply 
said  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  her  corporate  capacity,  with  water,  for  public  use,  of 
the  quality  and  kind,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  an  ordinance  of  said  city, 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Water-Works  Company  of  Indianapolis 
to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  Water-Works,  and  supply  water  to  the  city  and 
citizens  of  Indianapolis,  defining  their  powers  and  privileges,  and  prescribing  their 
duties,"  ordained  and  established  January  3d,  1870,  subject,  however,  to  the  terms 
and  stipulations  herein  contained.

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The  said  water  to  be  furnished  to  supply  four  hundred  and  seventy-two  fire  hy- 
drants or  plugs,  for  fire  protection,  as  now  located,  and  with  sufficient  power  and 
pressure  to  throw  eight  streams  at  once  a  distance  of  one  hundred  feet  vertically, 
through  one  inch  nozzles,  said  pressure  and  power  to  be  furnished  within  six  min- 
utes from  the  time  an  alarm  of  fire  is  sounded  from  any  fire-alarm  box  located  on 
the  line  or  within  one  square  from  the  lines  of  water-pipe. 

And  the  said  Water- Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  also  agrees  to  supply  and 
furnish  water  to  said  city,  according  to  the  terms  of  said  ordinance,  for  twenty- 
three  drinking  fountains,  situated  on  the  several  streets  of  said  city,  as  now  located  ; 
and  for  the  fountain  in  Military  Park,  in  said  city,  and  also  for  the  several  engine, 
reel,  and  station  houses  in  said  city,  and  also  all  water  for  the  purpose  of  flush- 
ing or  cleaning  sewers  and  the  filling  of  public  fire  cisterns  within  reach  of  the 
lines  of  the  water-pipe. 

And  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  covenants  and 
agreements  herein  contained,  to  be  kept  and  performed  by  said  Water- Works 
Company,  hereby  promises  and  agrees  to  pay  said  Water-Works  Company,  for 
the  water  so  furnished  and  supplied,  at  the  following  rates : 

Fifty  dollars  per  annum  for  each  of  said  fire  hydrants  or  plugs,  which  shall  be 
full  payment  for  all  water  used  from  said  hydrants  or  plugs,  and  for  all  water  used 
at  the  several  engine  and  reel  houses,  from  regular  house-connections,  for  all  uses 
connected  with  the  Fire  Department,  and  also  for  all  water  used  at  the  several 
station  houses  of  the  city. 

And  the  City  of  Indianapolis  also  agrees  to  pay  for  each  of  the  public  drinking 
fountains,  situated  in  the  streets  of  said  city,  now  in  use,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  dollars 
per  annum,  and  for  the  water  furnished  to  the  fountain  situated  in  Military  Park 
at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars  per  annum — said  payments  to  be 
made  quarterly. 

And  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  further  agrees  that,  during  the  continuance 
of  this  contract,  the  water  from  fire  hydrants  or  plugs  shall  be  used  exclusively 
for  fire  protection,  for  filling  public  cisterns,  and  for  cleaning  and  flushing  public 
sewers,  provided  that  not  more  than  two  streams  shall  be  used  from  fire  hydrants 
or  plugs  at  the  same  time  in  cleaning  sewers,  and  that  they  shall  not  be  so  used  to 
exceed  six  hours  in  any  one  day. 

That  during  the  time  of  fires,  when  fire  streams  are  being  used  from  any  fire 
plugs,  no  water  shall  be  used  from  any  fire  hydrant  or  plug,  for  the  purpose  of 
filling  any  cistern  or  cleaning  or  flushing  any  sewer.       , 

That  no  streets  shall  be  sprinkled  with  water  from  any  fire  hydrant  or  plug,  by 
any  of  the  officers  or  employes  of  said  city,  or  by  their  leave  or  authority ;  pro- 
vided, that  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  hereby  authorized  to  use 
water  from  fire  plugs  to  sprinkle  the  streets  immediately  bordering  on  the  several 
engine  and  hose-reel  houses,  using  the  ordinary  sprinkling  nozzle. 

And  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  further  agrees  that,  during  the  continuance 
of  this  contract,  said  Water- Works  Company  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered 
to  employ,  at  her  own  expense,  a  competent  man  to  attend  all  fires  and  see  that  all 
fire  plugs  are  properly  opened,  and  that  no  water  is  used  from  any  fire  plug,  for  the 
purpose  of  filling  cisterns,  or  flushing  or  cleaning  sewers,  during  the  time  of  fires, 
and  when  fire  streams  are  being  thrown  from  the  plugs.  That  such  man  shall  be 
subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  or  his  assistant,  during  times 
of  fire;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  report  to  said  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  or  the  Fire 
Board,  any  and  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  contract,  or  omissions  to 
to  properly  open  said  fin;  plugs,  or  any  violations  of  the  orders  of  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer  or  said  Fire  Board.  And  when  said  Water-Works  Company  shall  have 
employed  Bach  person,  it  shall  report  his  name  to  the  Common  Council,  and  the 
Baid  city  agrees  that  it  will,  by  the  proper  authority,  enact  an  ordinance  fully  pro- 
tecting him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  It  is  expressly  understood  that  the  said 
City  of  Indianapolis  shall  in  no  way  be  liable  for  the  pay  or  compensation  of  the 
man  SO  employed  by  said  Water- Works  Company,  and  the  right  to  employ  and 
remove  said  man  is,  and  shall  be,  exclusively  with  said  Water- Works  Company. 

It  is  understood  that  this  contract  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  as  of  the  15th 
day  of  August,  1878,  and  that  the  said  city  will  pay  said  company,  at  the  rate 
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herein  stipulated,  for  all  water  used  by  her  from  and  after  the  15th  day  of  August, 
1878,  and  also  for  said  four  hundred  and  seventy-two  fire  plugs  from  said  date,  at 
the  rate  mentioned  herein. 

This  contract  shall  he  in  force  from  and  during  the  term  of  one  year,  from  the 
15th  day  of  August,  1878,  and,  thereafter,  until  a  new  arrangement  shall  be 
demanded  by  either  party  hereto;  which  may  be  done  by  either  of  the  parties,  at 
the  expiration  of  any  year. 

In  the  event  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  Water-Works  Company  can 
not  agree  as  to  the  rates  or  price  to  be  paid  for  water  by  the  city  for  public  use, 
then  the  matter  of  rates  shall  be  submitted  to  arbitration,  in  manner  and  form  as 
provided  by  the  ordinance  of  January  3d,  1870,  hereinbefore  referred  to. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  that,  in  consideration  of  the  making  of  this  contract, 
the  Water-Works  Company  voluntarily  consents  to  furnish  to  the  city,  for  the 
term  of  this  contract,  the  use  of  the  eighty  hydrants  discontinued  during  the  year 
ending  August  15th,  1878,  free  of  charge — said  eighty  hydrants  to  be  maintained 
n  the  same  condition,  and  the  water  to  be  supplied  therefrom  in  the  same  manner, 
as  from  the  other  four  hundred  and  seventy-two  hydrants. 

It  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto,  that  this  contract 
shall  not  be  deemed  a  surrender  of  any  rights  of  either  party  under  the  prior  leg- 
islation of  the  city,  or  any  arrangement  heretofore  made  between  the  Water 
Works  Company  and  city,  except  so  far  as  modified  or  changed  herein.

The  Committee  on  Railroads  reported  adversely  to  the  adoption  of  Coun- 
cilman Brown's  motion  (which  your  honorable  body  had  favorably  acted  upon  on 
September  2d,  1878 — see  page  406),  ordering  the  Union  Railway  Company  to  fur- 
nish its  flagmen  at  certain  street  crossings  with  lanterns  after  dark,  because,  "  in 
their  opinion,  the  action  asked  for  would  not  be  attended  with  any  beneficial  re- 
sults."

That,  as  tax-payers,  we  respectfully,  but  firmly,  protest  against  paying  taxes  to 
light  other  parts  of  the  city,  whilst  we  are  left  in  outer  darkness  ourselves. 

We,  therefore,  ask  your  honorable  bodies  to  take  such  action  as  will  right  the 
evils  u&der  which  we  are  now  laboring.     We  want  "  more  light." 

And  as  in  duty  bound  we  will  ever  pray.

company  have  already  built  and  are  operating  a  line  of  railroad  upon  almost  the 
same  route  described  in  the  resolution.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that 
said  resolution  be  amended  so  as  to  require  the  company  to  proceed  to  build  a  line 
of  railway  upon  Indiana  avenue.  We  herewith  submit  a  resolution  covering  such 
an  amendment,  and  we  recommend  that  it  be  passed.

Proceedings  of  Common  Council 


REGULAR  SESSION— December  16,   1878. 

The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  met  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  on  Monday  evening,  December  16th,  A.  D.  1878,  at  seven 
o'clock,  in  regular  session. 

Present— Hon.  John  Caven,  Mayor,  and,  ex  officio,  President  of  the  Common

The  gutters  should  be  provided 
with  gutter-stones,  ten  inches  wide  by  six  inches  thick,  which  would  greatly  im- 
prove the  drainage  of  this  street.

Alonzo  D.  Harvey,  City  Marshal: 

Sir : — I  have  been  served  with  a  notice,  signed  by  you,  reciting  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  Common 
Council :    „ 

"  Whereas,  Certain  property  owners  on  Railroad  street,  between  St.  Clair  street 
and  Massachusetts  avenue,  have  fenced  the  same,  and  have  erected  buildings  in 
said  street:    Therefore, 

"  Resolved  (the  Common  Council  concurring),  That  the  City  Marshal,  under  the 
direction  and  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  notify  the  parties  to  move  the  fences 
and  buildings  from  the  street;  and,  if  not  done  at  once,  to  take  the  proper  meas- 
ures to  remove  the  same." 

You  seem  to  have  acted  under  this  resolution  ;  but  whether  under  the  advice  and 
direction  of  the  City  Attorney  is  somewhat  doubtful.  The  City  Attorney,  before 
recommending  a  summary  proceeding  to  deprive  private  individuals  of  their  pro- 
perty, would  certainly  satisfy  himself  that  the  city,  or  its  grantors,  had  a  good  title 
to  the  property  which  it  is  proposed  to  seize  without  other  notice  of  its  intention 
than  the  above  resolution.     If  it  is  proposed  to  open  what  is  called  "Railroad 
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any  given  line,  the  statute,  city  charter,  and  the  ordinances  point  out  the  method 
of  procedure;  and  that  method  should  he  followed. 

Violent  entry  on  a  man's  property,  and  tearing  down  his  improvements,  without 
first  condemning  the  ground  for  public  use  and  paying  him  the  value,  has  hitherto 
been  unknown  in  this  community.  I  am  in  possession  of  my  own  lot — lot  10  in 
Gillespie's  Subdivision  of  out-lot  43,  in  Indianapolis,  and  claim  a  clear,  unbroken 
fee-simple  title  to  the  same,  from  the  government  down  to  myself.  No  street  called 
"Railroad  street"  has  ever  been  laid  out,  on  or  over  it,  by  any  of  the  successive 
holders  of  the  title;  and  no  right-of-way  has  ever  been  given  to  any  railroad  over 
it;  nor  has  any  condemnation  ever  been  had  of  the  ground,  either  for  the  use  of 
any  railway  company  or  the  public.  My  title  is  all  on  record,  according  to  law; 
and  I  know  of  no  title,  on  record  or  elsewhere,  conflicting  with  it.  1  own  all  of 
lot  10,  according  to  Gillespie's  plat  of  out-lot  43,  and  it  has  an  alley  15  feet  wide, 
according  to  said  plat,  at  the  east  end.  That  I  have  not  obstructed,  and  have  no 
desire  to  do  so.  I  presume  the  Council  has  no  desire  to  trench  on  private  rights, 
or  to  order  an  illegal  attack  upon  them. 

To  show  you,  and  the  Attorney  and  the  Council,  that  I  am  only  claiming  what 
is  clearly  mine  on  record,  I  cite  you  to  the  books  and  pages  showing  my  title. 
First,  in  the  Recorder's  office:  Book  G,  p.  180;  Book  I,  p.  213;  Book  T,  p.  433; 
Book  Q,  p.  584;  Plat-Book  ],  p.  13;  Town-Lot  Record  4,  pp.  348,  360,  366,  407  ; 
T.  L.  R.  5,  p.  259 ;  T.  L.  R.  16,  p.  368;  T.  L.  R  23,  p.  414;  T.  L.  R.  87,  p.  233;  T. 
L.  R.  81,  p.  356.  Comp.  Record  M.  Circt.  Cfc.  "L,"  p.  543;  Marion  Com.  Pleas  Ct., 
Dec.  1852,  P.  &  I.  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Widow  and  heirs  of  J.  Gillespie.  Also,  see  Mortg. 
Records,  R.  R,  p.  255;  No.  63,  pp.  118  and!46;  No.  87,  p.  383;  No.  89,  p.  147;  No. 
92,  p.  172;  No.  93,  p.  485;  No.  94,  p.  338.  In  all  these  deeds  and  mortgages,  title 
is  asserted  in  the  entire  lot. 

I  claim  title  and  possession  of  the  entire  lot  now,  and  will  resist  any  effort  to 
dislodge  me,  not  made  under  the  law  authorizing  the  condemnation  of  private 
property  for  public  use.

The  Chief  Fire  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was 
duly. received  : 

Indianapolis,  December  16,  1878. 
To  the  Honorable  Mayor  Caven,  Hoard  of  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council,  Indianapolis,  Ind. : 

Gentlemen:—  In  compliance  with  your  order  of  October  14th,  1878,  and  in  com- 
pany  with  Mr.  .J.  il.  Webster,  E.  T.  Burgess,  and  W.  C.  Long,  I  have  examined 
of  our  public  buildings. 

The  first  building  1  have  to  report  on  is  the  Surgical  Institute.  This  building 
ave  a  careful  examination,  and  find,  as  we  believe,  the  building  unsafe,  On 
the  first  floor  there  is  a  drug  store,  in  the  rear  part  of  which  there  is  a  lot  of  oil, 
old  paper,  and  other  combustible  material  ;  on  the  north  of  that  there  is  a  clothing; 
store,  then  a  cigar  store,  next,  a  grocery;  and  in  the  rear  of  these  there  is  the  boiler 
and  heating  apparatus,  partly  inclosed  by  a  wooden  shed  that  looks  like  fire  might 
occur  at  any  time.  The,  boiler  looks  like  it  had  seen  much  service.  From  the  out- 
ward appearance,  we  could  Conn  hut  little  idea  as  to  the  safety;  but,  judging  from 
What  we  could    Bee,  it  was   not  very  safe.     On    the   south  of  this,  on  the  first   floor, 
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and  immediately  adjoining  the  drug  store,  there  is  a  laundry,  heated  by  stoves, 
connected  with  old  flues  that  look  very  unsafe,  to  say  the  least,  and  the  old  entrance 
from  Illinois  street,  running  back  to  laundry  and  boiler  house,  with  nothing  to  cut 
it  off  but  wooden  doors.  The  front  part  of  the  hall  is  closed  from  the  street  by 
double  doors,  opening  on  the  inside;  and  from  this  hall  the  main  stairs  start,  run- 
ning to  the  upper  part  of  the  building,  and  are  very  crooked  and  narrow.  All  the 
stores  in  the  building  run  back  and  open  out  near  the  boiler,  with  nothing  between,, 
but  wooden  doors.  In  case  of  fire  anywhere  about  the  boiler  house  or  laundry, 
there  is  but  little  to  cut  it  off  from  the  main  stairway;  in  fact,  nothing  but  wooden 
doors.  The  halls  in  the  upper  part  of  the  building  are  very  narrow,  and  the  ceil- 
ings very  low;  and  up  the  stairway  and  through  the  halls  there  seems  to  be  a  strong 
draught,  so  that  fire  anywhere  in  the  lower  part  of  the  building  would,  in  a  very 
few  minutes,  fill  the  halls  and  stairways  so  full  of  smoke  that  it  would  be  impossi- 
ble for  any  one  to  pass  through  them,  and  the  chances  to  get  out  of  the  upper  part 
of  the  building,  with  the  class  of  people  that  we  see  there,  would  be  utterly  impos- 
sible. Between  the  old  building  and  the  one  immediately  north,  there  is  a  wooden 
passage,  and,  from  a  window  in  that  passage,  there  is  an  old  rough  wooden  stairway 
running  down  between  the  two  buildings  to  the  street,  but  the  entrance  at  the 
street  is  closed  up  and  used  by  u  bill  posters,"  so  that  the  chances  of  escape  that  way 
are  very  poor.  In  fact,  there  seems  to  be  no  preparation  made  to  get  any  one  out 
of  the  building  in  case  of  fire. 

After  Carefully  examining  the  building  and  surroundings,  1  would  be  compelled 
to  pronounce  the  building  unsafe  in  case  of  fire,  and  believe  that  in  case  a  fire  should 
break  out,  which  is  not  improbable,  there  would  be  loss  of  life. 

I  would  further  report  on  the  Grand  Opera  House,  that,  in  case  of  a  fire,  or  an 
alarm  of  fire,  the  means  of  escape  are  very  insufficient,  and  it  would  be  impossible 
for  the  people  to  get  out;  and  without  doubt  many  would  be  trampled  to  death,  if 
not  burned.  In  order  to  provide  proper  avenues  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  1  would 
suggest  the  following,  and  urge  that  that,  or  some  other,  remedy  be  adopted  at  once. 
Some  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  prevent  serious  disaster.  In  the  lower  part 
of  the  house,  aisles  should  be  made  from  the  side  doors,  down  through  the  dress  or 
family  circle  to  the  parquette,  and  opening  into  the  parquette  circle,  so  that  passage 
could  be  effected,  through  the  aisles  leading  to  the  side  doors.  With  such  avenues 
•of  escape,  the  lower  part  of  the  building  would  be  well  protected.  For  the  first 
gallery,  double  side  doors  should  be  made  on  the  north  and  south  sides  of  the 
building,  with  aisles  from  the  doors  to  the  front  row  of  seats,  and  stairs  leading 
from  the  doors  to  the  ground,  not  less  than  four  feet  wide.  From  the  gallery  above, 
there  should  be  a  passage  made  through  the  building  in  front,  with  double  iron 
doors  to  close  it  up,  and  proper  aisles  leading  thereto.  After  a  careful  examination 
of  this  building,  my  judgment  is  that  there  should  be  some  changes  made,  so  as  to 
provide  ample  avenues  to  escape  in  case  of  fire,  for  the  good  of  the  public. 

"We  will  examine  and  report  on  other  buildings  as  time  well  permit.

buildings  are  not  properly  provided  with  fire-escapes;  and  that  the  Chief  report  to 
this  body,  at  the  next  meeting,  their  reply  to  this  motion.

2d.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in. 
Clifford  avenue,  from  Pogue's  Run  to  corporation  line  east. 
"We  recommend  this  work  be  not  done. 

Sd.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in 
North  street,  between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Noble  street — the  cost  not  to  ex- 
ceed fifteen  dollars.

4th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in 
Madison  avenue,  between  Merrill  street  and  the  J.,  M.  &  I.  Railroad. 

"We  would  recommend  the  introduction  of  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  im- 
provement of  this  part  of  Madison  avenue. 

5th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  and  fill 
the  holes  in  First  street,  from  Meridian  street  to  West  street. 
We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

6th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  placing  of  iron  grates  at  sewer-openings  on  the 
corner  of  North  and  Illinois  streets. 
We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

7th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  put  some  gravel  on  Illi- 
nois street,  between  Vermont  and  Michigan  streets. 
We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

8th.     Is  a  motion  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  and  fix  the  gutters 
of  Huron  street,  between  School  and  Noble  streets. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

9th.  Is  a  motion  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in  Union  street,  between  McCarty  and 
Ray  streets;  also  to  clean  the  gutters  of  Meridian  street,  between  McCarty  and 
Ray  streets. 

We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

10th.  Is  a  motion  calling  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements 
to  the  condition  of.  the  streets  and  crossings  in  the  vicinity  of  West  and  South 
streets. 

We  have  examined  said  streets,  and  recommend  the  introduction  of  ordinances 
for  improving  said  streets. 

11th.  Is  an  ordinance  for  grading  and  graveling  Linden  street  and  sidewalks, 
from  Wood  lawn  avenue  to  Pleasant  street,  together  with  a  remonstrance  against 
the  passage  of  same. 

A  majority  of  the  property  owners  protest  against  the  passage  of  the  ordinance, 
and  we  would  recommend  said  ordinance  be  not  passed. 

12th.  Is  an  ordinance  for  grading  and  graveling  the  alley  between  Liberty  and 
Noble  streets,  from  New  York  street  to  Lockerbie  street. 

Thii  ordinance  is  accompanied  by  a  petition  for  its  passage;,  which,  like  the  ordi- 
nance, fails,  to  designate  the  alley  properly.     There  is  also  a  remonstrance  against. 
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passage  of  the  ordinance,  the  remonstrance  designating  the  first  alley  between  Lib- 
erty and  Noble  streets,  from  New  York  to  Lockerbie  streets.  We  would  recom- 
mend no  action  be  taken  on  said  ordinance,  while  in  its  present  shape. 

"We  would  further  report  that  we  are  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Westfield  Gravel  Road  Company,  stating  that,  at  the  time 
Illinois  street,  from  Seventh  street  to  Twelfth  street,  was  improved,  there  was  a  cut^ 
made  in  the  Gravel  Road  beyond  Twelfth  street,  in  order  to  connect  the  grades. 
This  was  permitted,  on  condition  the  city  re-graveled  and  put  in  good  condition 
the  section  cut. 

We  have  had  this  matter  under  consideration,  and  would  recommend  the  Street 
Commissioner  be  instructed  to  gravel  said  portion  of  road,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
twenty-five  dollars.

The  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following 
legal  opinion ;  which  was  considered  and  concurred  in  by  clauses : 


To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  make  the  following  report: 

First.  Is  a  petition  from  the  Trustees  Indiana  Asbury  University,  to  have  cer- 
tified off  of  the  tax-duplicate  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  certain  real  estate,  de- 
scribed as  lots  143,  144,  145,  and  146,  in  Ingram  Fletcher's  Third  Addition  to  the 
City  of  Indianapolis. 

The  above  described  property  was  conveyed,  by  donation  deed,  to  John  W.  Ray, 
•as  trustee  of  said  University,  and  has  been  carried  forward  on  the  tax  duplicate  of 
the  city  in  the  name  of  said  Trustees  Indiana  Asbury  University.  Since  1872,  no 
tax  has  been  paid  during  that  time  on  said  property  by  said  Trustees. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  property  is  clearly  exempt  from  tax- 
ation; for,  by  virtue  of  an  amendment  to  the  charter  incorporating  said  University, 
the  real  estate  held  by  said  trustees  is  exempt  from  taxation.  We,  therefore,  re- 
commend that  City  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  make  the  proper  entry,  certifying 
the  above  described  property  off  of  the  duplicate  and  to  annul  the  assessments. 

Second.  Are  fhe  petitions  of  Anna  Maria.  Koss  and  Elizabeth  Chamberlain,  to 
have  money  refunded  under  the  Widows'  Exemption  Act. 

In  view  of  the  restrictions  of  the  resolution  passed  May  6th,  1878,  by  the  Com- 
mon Council,  and  concurred  in  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen;  to  the  effect  "that  no 
more  claims  be  allowed  under  what  is  known  as  the  Widows'  Exemption  Act  un- 
less such  claims  are  made  to  the  City  Assessor  before  payment  is  made  to  the  City 
Treasurer,"  we  recommend  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not  granted. 
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Third.  Is  the  petition  of  John  Keeley  to  have  money  refunded  on  erroneous 
tax  assessment. 

As  there  are  no  deeds  or  other  papers  accompanying  the  petition,  by  which  your 
committee  can  verify  the  statements  contained  therein,  we  recommend  the  prayer 
of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted.

Your  petitioner  would  show  that,  at  the  rate  aforesaid,  he  was  assessed  for  sewer 
benefits,  for  lot  two  (2),  on  32.}  feet  in  the  rear,  upon  the  alley  aforesaid,  being  the 
sum  of  $21.12;  and  on  lot  one  (1),  on  32}  feet  in  the  rear,  upon  the  alley,  and  125 
feet  on  the  side,  upon  Maryland  street,  being  the  sum  of  $102.37.  That  your  peti- 
tioner is  about  to  be  compelled  to  pay  twice  for  the  same  sewer — to-wit,  on  the 
rear  and  upon  the  side  of  his  said  property.  That  said  sewer  is  of  no  more  benefit 
to  him  on  account  of  its  running  along  Maryland  street  than  to  the  other  property 
holders  whose  lots  only  adjoin  the  alley.  That  the  city  being  obliged  to  have  an 
outlet  for  its  sewer,  and  Virginia  avenue  sewer  being  tho  nearest  connection,  it  was 
accordingly  run  along  the  side  of  your  petitioner's  real  estate  on  Maryland  street. 
That  having  paid  for  the  sewer  along  the  rear  of  his  lot,  it  would  be  an  injustice 
to  compel  your  petitioner  to  pay  for  the  same  sewer  along  the  side  of  the  same 
lot.

That  the  payment  of  said  taxes  by  your  petitioner  was  erroneous  and  improper

Afterward,  on  failure  of  said  Lang  to  meet  his  engagements  with  pe- 
titioner in  regard  to  payment  of  interest  or  principal  of  his  mortgage,  your  peti- 
tioner, under  suit  of  foreclosure,  to  protect  the  40  feet  off  the  north  side  of  lot  No.

NEW    BUSINESS.

Gentlemen : — In  the  case  of  Flatherty  v.  The  City,  I  am  informed  that  the  same 
can  be  settled  by  a  payment  of  $50  by  the  city. 

This  is  a  case  where  the  plaintiff  sued  for  damages,  occasioned  by  falling  over  a 
stump  near  the  curbstone  on  Maryland  street.  The  case  was  tried  once  before  a 
jury,  and  resulted  in  a  disagreement.  Since  that  time,  the  plaintiff  has  died,  and 
her  son  and  administrator  proposes  to  settle  with  the  city  for  the  above  sum. 

While  I  think  there  is  no  liability  against  the  city,  and  do  not  think  a  trial  of 
the  cause  would  result  in  a  judgment  against  the  city,  still  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
it  would  be  economy  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  settle  the  case  as  indicated.  I  would 
desire  that  your  honorable  bodies  would  instruct  me  what  action  to  take  in  the 
matter.

Your  Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  together  with  the  like  committee  of  the 
Common  Council,  to  which  was  referred  the  committee  report  to  the  Common 
Council  in  reference  to  the  renting  of  that  portion  of  the  Tomlinson  Estate,  known 
as  No.  34  E.  Washington   street,  occupied  by  I.  L.  Frankem,  would  respectfully 
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report  that  the  committees  met  (all  present  except  Mr.  Coburn),  and,  upon  enquiry 
as  to  the  price  paid  for  other  property  on  the  street  near  the  said  proparty,  agree 
that  $1750  per  year  is  fully  up  to  the  average  price  paid  for  like  property  in  the 
neighborhood.  And  while  the  committee  was  informed  that  some  person  would 
pay  a  slight  advance  on  that  price,  we  deem  it  just,  in  consideration  of  Mr  Frankem 
having  established  a  business  in  the  property  and  made  extensive  repairs,  and  is  car- 
rying an  insurance  policy  of  $3000  in  favor  of  the  city,  that  he  should  continue  to 
occupy  the  property  at  a  fair  rental,  fixed  upon  a  basis  of  the  rental  of  other  pro- 
perty in  the  neighborhood. 

We  recommend  that  the  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to  prepare  a  lease  for  one 
year,  at  the  above  price,  with  the  privilege  of  a  longer  time  (unless  sold  by  the 
city),  at  a  price  to  be  fixed  yearly.

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — Your  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
motion  uThat  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  be  instructed  and  authorized  to 
secure,  by  lease,  the  proper  grounds,  procure  the  necessary  material,  and  cause  to 
be  erected  a  suitable  building,  for  the  purpose  of  working  the  prisoners  confined 
in  the  Station  House;  also  that  they  be  authorized  to  make  the  best  possible  ar- 
rangements for  procuring  stone  to  be  broken  by  said  prisoners,  and  used  for  street 
improvements/'  make  the  following  report  thereon: 

We  have  written  letters  to  all  the  owners  of  stone  quarries  that  we  could  ob- 
tain the  address  of,  and  have  had  replies  from  nearly  all  of  them.  The  lowest  of- 
fer is  from  St.  Paul  on  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  Railroad,  which  is  $1.80  per  car-load  at  that 
place.  The  freight  per  car  will  be  $8,  making  the  stone  cost,  at  the  ground  we 
have  selected,  $9.80. 

This  lot  is  near  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  Railroad  switch,  between  Alabama  and  New 
Jersey  streets.  The  lot  can  be  leased  for  the  sum  of  $100  per  annum.  The  lot  is 
well  adapted  for  the  purpose,  having  about  eighty  feet  frontage  on  the  switch,  and 
ample  drive-way  in  the  rear,  with  entrance  from  either  street.  To  properly  en- 
close this,  ready  for  work,  will  cost  about  $150.  Other  grounds  have  been  offered 
at  the  same  rate,  but  on  account  of  having  the  lowest  bid  on  the  1.,  C.  &  L.  Rail- 
road for  stone,  and  by  the  location  of  the  lot  on  that  road,  the  city  would  save  a 
trackage  of  one  dollar  per  car. 
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The  whole  matter  is  an  experiment,  but  one  that  has  never  been  tried  in  this  city, 
and  as  it  will  cost  but  little  to  see  whether  we  need  a  work-house  of  more  substan- 
tial kind,  we  recommend  this  temporary  experiment.

The  Judiciary  Committee  and  the  City  Attorney,  through  Councilman 
McKay,  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  duly  considered  and 
concurred  in  by  clauses  : 

Indianapolis,  January  6,  1879. 

To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  .Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was 
referred  sundry  matters,  would  report  upon  the  same  as  follows: 

The  first  is  a  petition  from  J.  K.  Skarpe,  asking  to  be  relieved  from  part  of  the 
sewer  assessment  that  was  assessed  against  his  property  at  the  corner  of  South 
Delaware  street  and  Maryland  street. 
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We  would  report  that  we  have  examined  the  matter,  and  find  that  this  property 
is  assessed  upon  the  east  and  south  sides,  as  in  the  petition  set  for;h  ;  but  your  com- 
mittee are  of  the  opinion  that  such  fact  is  not  one  that  should  relieve  it  from  any 
part  of  the  assessment,  for  the  reason  that  very  many  pieces  of  property  located 
upon  corners  of  streets  have  been  assessed  in  a  similar  manner,  and  many  will  prob- 
ably be  so  assessed  in  the  future,  and  your  committee  do  not  think  that  the  prece- 
dent should  be  established  of  relieving  such  property  from  a  portion  of  the  assess- 
ment. 

But  your  committee  find  that  said  sewer  was  built  in  and  along  the  alley  east  of 
Mr.  Sharpe's  building,  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  certain  persons  living 
and  doing  business  upon  the  line  of  it,  when,  under  other  circumstances,  it  would 
have  been  built  in  and  along  Delaware  street;  and  that,  for  the  purpose  of  accom- 
modating such  persons,  the  sewer  was  built  upon  two  sides  of  Mr  Sharpe's  build- 
ing, whereas,  otherwise,  it  would  have  been  built  upon  but  one  side.  For  this 
reason,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  he  should  be  relieved  from  the 
assessment  upon  the  east  end  of  his  propertj'.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  Mr. 
Sharpe  be  allowed  the  sum  of  forty-two  and  25-100  dollars  ($42.25).  and  that  the 
Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  be  instructed  to  include  the  same  in  the  next 
general  appropriation  ordinance,  and  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  issue  the  war- 
rant therefor  to  Mr.  Sharpe,  upon  his  producing  the  receipt  of  the  contractor,  show- 
ing the  payment  of  the  assessment. 

The  second  is  a  petition  of  E  S.  Alvord,  asking  to  have  certain  taxes,  paid  by 
him,  refunded,  and  the  taxes  placed  again  upon  the  duplicate  against  the  real 
estate. 

We  have  examined  the  matter,  and  find  that,  at  the  time  the  taxes  were  paid, 
the  real  estate  was  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Alvord,  and  he  was  the  legal  owner,  although 
certain  parties  held  a  large  mortgage  upon  a  portion  of  it.  Your  committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that,  after  the  taxes  have  been  once  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  real  estate, 
the  city  can  not  refund  the  money  and  charge  the  taxes  again  to  the  real  estate. 
And,  if  it  were  done,  wre  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  persons  holding  the  mortgage 
upon  the  real  estate  could  prohibit  a  sale  of  it  to  pay  the  taxes.  We  would,  there- 
fore, recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

The  third  is  a  petition  by  Rebecca  C.  Reich,  asking  that  certain  taxes  be  refunded 
to  her,  under  the  provisions  of  what  is  known  as  the  Widows'  Exemption  Act 

We  would  report  that  this  petition  comes  under  the  provisions  of  a  resolution 
heretofore  passed  by  this  body  in  relation  to  refunding  of  taxes  in  such  cases,  and 
we  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted.

Gentlemen: — Your  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
motion  uThat  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  be  instructed  and  authorized  to 
secure,  by  lease,  the  proper  grounds,  picture  the  necessary  material,  and  cause  to 
be  erected  a  suitable  building,  for  the  purpose  of  working  the  prisoners  confined 
in  the  Station  House;  also  that  they  be  authorized  to  make  the  best  possible  ar- 
rangements for  procuring  stone  to  be  broken  by  said  prisoners,  and  used  for  street 
improvements/'  make  the  following  report  thereon: 

We  have  written  letters  to  all  the  owners  of  stone  quarries  that  we  could  ob- 
tain the  address  of,  and  have  had  replies  irom  nearly  all  of  them.  The  lowest  of- 
fer is  from  St.  Paul,  on  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  Railroad,  which  is  $1.80  per  car  load  at  that 
place.  The  freight  per  car  will  be  $8,  making  the  stone  cost,  at  the  ground  we 
have  selected,  $9.80. 

This  lot  is  near  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  Railroad  switch,  between  Alabama  and  New 
Jersey  streets.  The  lot  can  be  leased  for  the  sum  of  $100  per  annum.  The  lot  is 
well  adapted  for  the  purpose,  having  about  eighty  feet  frontage  on  the  switch,  and 
ample  drive-way  in  the  rear,  with  entrance  from  either  street.  To  properly  en- 
close this,  ready  for  work,  will  cost  about  $150.  Other  grounds  have  been  ottered 
at  the  same  rate,  but  on  account  of  having  the  lowest  bid  m  the  1.,  C.  &  L.  Kail- 
road  for  stone,  and  by  the  location  of  the  lot  on  that  road,  the  city  would  save  a 
trackage  of  one  dollar  per  car. 

The  whole  matter  is  an  experiment,  but  one  that  has  never  been  tried  in  this  city, 
and  as  it  will  cost  but  little  to  see  whether  we  need  a  work-house  of  more  substan- 
tial kind,  we  recommend  this  temporary  experiment.

J-'or  75  of  thifl  number  employment  has  been  found   in   respectable  families;   31 

mothers  took  their  children  with  them  ;   35  young  girls  have  been  rescued  from  the 
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snare  of  the  deceiver,  restored  to  parents  or  friends.  From  these  we  receive  many 
letters,  full  of  gratitude  and  affection  for  kindness  shown  them  in  their  time  of 
•suffering  and  desertion.  These  letters  more  than  compensate  us  for  all  our  time 
and  care.  113  were  transient  persons,  deserted  wives  and  children,  widows  and 
orphans,  virtuous,  but  unfortunate,  women  and  girls.  Sick  and  weary  of  life,  they 
come  to  us,  or  are  sent,  asking  for  shelter  and  protection  until  they  gain  strength 
to  reach  former  homes  and  friends.  We  keep  them  as  long  as  they  seem  to  need 
rest  and  food;  then  they  start  again  on  their  cheerless  way,  thankful  for  the  help 
and  encouragement  given  them.  25  have  been  sent  to  the  City  Hospital,  suffering 
from  various  diseases.  1  adult  has  died  from  dropsy.  3  infants  have  died.  5  infants 
were  born  in  "The  Home:'  16  infants  have  been  adopted  by  good  families.  5 
infants  have  been  placed  in  "  The  Orphans'  Home."  1  young  girl  has  been  com- 
mitted to  "The  Reformatory."  5  adults  have  been  sent  to  the  "County  Asylum." 
16  remaining  in  "The  Home" 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  perplexity  and  trial  to  the  Matron  and  Board  of 
Managers  of  "The  Home."  Some  months  there  was  no  income  from  any  source 
whatever:  during  other  months,  a  mere  pittance,  insufficient  for  daily  wants.  At 
one  time,  it  was  feared  the  year  would  be  closed  with  unpaid  bills — a  contingency 
much  dreaded.  Industry  and  prudent  management  on  the  part  of  our  estimable 
Matron,  Mrs.  M.  R.  Bullitt;  a  willing,  helping  spirit  on  the  part  of  our  coming 
and  going  inmates ;  our  quilters  bu'y  needle;  added  to  the  efforts  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Managers — averted  the  evil,  and  the  year  closed  with  all  bills  paid, 
and  a  small  balance  on  hand. 

The  Board  would  again  thank  the  many  friends  who  have  so  kindly  responded 
to  appeals  made  to  thorn,  at  their  homes  and  places  of  business,  and  on  Donation 

Day- 
Committing  our  work  to  Him  who  has  ever  been  our  present  help  in  time  of 
need,  we  commence  our  twelfth  year,  hoping  for,  and  trusting  in  His  continued 
blessing.

The  Committee  on  Railroads  submitted  the  following  report ;  which 
was  duly  received;  and  then,  on  Councilman  O'Brien's  motion,  the  con- 
sideration thereof  and  action  thereon  were  deferred  until  the  next  regular 
session : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen : — Your  joint  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
resolution  requiring  an  investigation  of  the  management  of  the  Citizens'  Street 
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Railway  Company,  and  report  if  said  company  had  violated  its  charter,  submit  the 
following  as  the  result  of  our  inquiry: 

We  held  a  meeting  (at  which  all  the  members  were  present  except  Alderman 
Stratford),  and,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  made  the  required  investigation, 
and  found  as  follows : 

Said  company  violates  the  5th  clause  of  section  12  ot  their  charter,  by  stopping 
their  cars  on  cross-walks,  and  in  front  of  intersecting  streets. 

Clause  9  of  same  section  is  also  violated,  in  failing  to  call  out  the  names  of  all 
cross-streets. 

Section  17  is  also  violated,  in  failure  or  refusal  to  use  improved  cars  and  the  most 
approved  rail. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  City  Marshal  be  instructed  to  notify  said  com- 
pany to  comply,  at  once,  with  the  provisions  of  its  charter,  and  that  wherever  rails 
are  laid  in  violation  of  said  charter,  they  be  taken  up  and  re-placed  with  approved 
rails  within  one  hundred  and  twenty  days — and  until  said  company  comply  with 
said  notice,  they  shall  not  be  permitted  to  lay  any  more  tracks  in  this  city. 

We  would  further  recommend  instructions  be  given  to  the  City  Civil  Engineer 
and  Street  Commissioner  to  carefully  inspect  the  various  lines  of  the  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  and  report  to  the  Council  all  points  on  said  lines  where  the  tracks 
do  not  conform  to  the  grade  of  the  street. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  joint  Committees  on  Judiciary,  together 
with  the  City  Attorney,  be  instructed  to  conier  with  the  managers  of  the  Street 
Railway  Company,  with  a  view  to  a  revision  of  the  rules  now  governing  the  street 
railroads  of  this  city,  and  report  same  for  approval.  This  recommendation  is 
made  because,  in  our  opinion,  injustice  is  done  the  said  Street  Railway  Company 
in  some  respects,  while,  in  others,  the  public  is  not  sufficiently  protected.

Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis : 

1st.  That  the  ordinance  ordained  January  18th,  1864,  providing  for  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  Street  Railways  by  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, be  declared  forfeited,  by  reason  of  the  flagrant  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
said  ordinance  by  said  company. 

2d.  That  the  Joint  Committees  on  Judiciary  and  the  City  Attorney  be,  and  are 
hereby,  instructed  to  prepare  ail  ordinance  providing  for  the  government  of  all 
street  railways  now  in  use  or  hereafter  to  be  constructed,  and  the  repeal  of  all  or- 
dinances now  in  force  regarding  the  construction,  management,  and  operation  of 
etreet  railways  in  the  city. 

After  due  discussion  Of  preceding  resolution  was  had,  on  Councilman 
Steeg's  motion,  it  was  laid  on  the  table. 
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The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  through  Councilman  Morris, 
presented  the  following  report;  which  was  concurred  in,  and  the  motion 
was  duly  adopted :

That 
for  the  year  1877,  it  was  at  the  sum  of  $2,500  (lot,  $1,000;  improvement.  $1,500). 

In  proof  of  the  foregoing  over-assessment,  your  petitioner  shows  that  the  Asses- 
sor of  the  city,  upon  being  brought  to  see  this,  voluntarily  changed  and  altered 
such  assessment  for  the  year  1878,  reducing  it  to  the  sum  of  $1,350  (lot,  $650;  im- 
provement, $700). 

Your  petitioner  says  that,  by  reason  of  this  over-assessment,  and  the  exceeding 
hard  times,  she  has  been  without  means,  and  her  taxes  have  become  delinquent  for 
the  years  named.  A  philanthropic  friend  offers  to  supply  the  money  to  pay  the 
taxes,  if  the  amount  can  be  reduced  to  a  just  and  honest  figure. 

Your  petitioner  therefore  prays  your  honorable  bodies  to  reduce  the  appraisement 
for  the  years  delinquent — to  wit:  1876  and  1877— to  the  figures  at  which  the  hon- 
orable  Assessor  has  fixed  for  the  year  1878;  whereupon  your  petitioner  engages 
and  promises  to  pay  and  discharge,  in  money,  at  once,  all  the  current  and  delin- 
quent taxes:  otherwise,  she  may  be  unable  so  to  do,  as  a  result  of  such  inequitable 
assessment.

NEW    BUSINESS. 

The  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances,  through  Alderman  Grubbs, 
submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  duly  received  : 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances,  to  whom  was  referred 
G.  O.  1,  1879,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  amend  section  2  of  G.  O.  44,  1877,  regu- 
lating the  Weighing  and  Sale  of  Coal  and  Coke,"  etc.,  have  had  the  same  under 
•consideration. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  committee,  several  leading  coal  dealers  were  present,  and 
the  expression  from  them  was  to  the  effect  that  they  had  favored  a  license,  and  had 
paid  the  same,  as  a  compensation  to  the  city  for  such  extra  expense  as  might  be 
incurred  in  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  ordinance  regulating  the  weight  of  coal 
delivered  to  consumers;  that  if  the  ordinance  could,  and  would,  be  as  well  enforced 
without  the  payment  of  such  license,  they  would  prefer  not  to  pay  it.  All  present 
disclaimed  any  purpose  to  shut  out  honest  competition,  no  matter  how  small,  and 
only  insisted  that  the  ordinance  regulating  the  weight  of  the  coal  sold  be  strictly 
•and persistetnly  enforced,  and  dishonest  dealers  thus  driven  from  the  trade 

The  said  G.  O.  44,  1877,  contains  a  provision  that,  upon  a  second  conviction  as 
to  short  weight,  the  offender  shall  forfeit  his  license  This  provision,  even  in  the 
absence  of  any  license  fee,  is  sufficient  to  secure  fair  treatment  towards  the  con- 
sumer, if  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  enforce  the  city  ordinances  will  make  frequent 
and  regular  stoppages  of  carts,  and  test  the  weight  of  their  contents. 

The  license,  as  at  present  fixed,  is  so  large  as  to  prohibit  dealers  who  sell  in  small 
quantities,  and  have  but  a  limited  capital,  from  engaging  in  the  trade;  and,  by 
reason  of  this,  many  persons  of  limited  means  are  put  to  inconvenience,  and,  to  a 
certain  extent,  the  city  is  assisting  in  placing  the  coal  trade  in  the  hands  of  a  few 
dealers. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  said  G.  O.  1,  1879,  as  it  came  from 
the  Council.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  legal  opinion ;  which  was 
duly  concurred  in  : 
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To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  : — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  I  was  directed  to  report  if  there 
was  any  law  authorizing  the  city  government  to  compel  owners  and  lessees  of  pub- 
lic buildings  to  properly  protect  the  same  with  proper  fire  escapes. 

In  accordance  with  that  motion,  I  would  report  that,  under  the  charter,  the  city 
has  full  power,  by  ordinance,  to  regulate  and  control  all  such  buildings,  and  that  an 
ordinance  now  in  force,  that  was  ordained  and  established  February  7th,  1877,  in 
my  opinion,  covers  all  such  cases.  Section  1  of  that  ordinance  mades  it  the  duty 
of  all  owners  and  lessees  of  such  buildings  to  provide  the  same  with  good  and  suf- 
ficient means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  such  machinery  and  apparatus  for  the 
extinguishment  of  fire,  as  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  and  Fire  Board  shall,  after  an 
examination  of  the  building,  deem  necessary.  Section  2  makes  it  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  Fire  Engineer  and  Fire  Board  to  examine  all  such  buildings,  and  determine 
what,  if  any,  changes  are  necessary  to  be  made  as  to  the  mode  and  means  of  exit 
therefrom,  and  what,  if  any,  additional  machinery  or  apparatus  is  necessary  to  be 
placed  therein  for  the  extinguishment  of  fire;  and,  after  such  examination,  it  is 
made  their  duty  to  notify  such  owners,  lessees,  or  managers,  in  writing,  as  to  the 
result  of  such  examination,  and  what,  if  any,  changes  they  require ;  and,  there- 
upon, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  owners  or  lessees  to  proceed  to  comply  with  such 
demands  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  such  notice.  Section  3 
provides  that  any  person  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars;  and 
each  ten  days  of  failure  to  comply  with  its  provisions,  after  conviction,  shall  be 
deemed  a  new  offense;  and  upon  a  second  conviction,  the  Mayor  shall,  as  a  part  of 
the  penalty,  order  the  license  granted  by  the  city  to  any  such  person  to  be  revoked. 

Under  this  ordinance,  after  the  Fire  Board  and  Chief  Fire  Engineer  have  made 
the  examination  required,  and  notified  the  parties  of  what  they  demand,  if  such 
person  fail  for  thirty  days  to  comply,  they  can  be  prosecuted  at  once,  and  upon 
second  conviction  the  license  can  be  revoked.

that  that  \va-  a  question  to  he  derided  by  him  before  we  could  proceed.  This  will 
involve  the  trial  of  the  question  of  the  necessity  of  the  street,  and  may  require  the 
examination  of  a  large  number  of  witnesses.  I  tried  to  have  the  question  as  to 
who  should  be  required  to  pay  the  cost  of  that  proceeding  settled,  but  was  not  suc- 
ceggfuh 

I    am    ready  to   proceed    in  the  matter  before  the   Master,  but  am  of  the  opinion 

that  some  action  of  the  Council  find  Board,  directing  me  to  do  so,  should  be  taken. 
I  would,  therefore,  ask  to  be  instructed  whether  I  shall  proceed  with  the  matter 
or  not.

McKay,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  duly  considered  and 
concurred  in  by  clauses : 


To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and 

I'oard  of  Aldermen  of  the  City»of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  <>n  Judiciary1,  together  with  the  City  Attorney 
and  City  Assessor,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  make  the  following  report 

thereon : 
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1st.  Is  the  petition  of  Margaret  Carey,  to  be  relieved  from  the  payment  of 
taxes,  on  account  of  an  erroneous  assessment. 

It  appears  of  record,  that  the  petitioner  is  the  owner  of  thirty  feet  off  of  the  east 
side  of  lot  23,  out-lot  151,  and  that  the  assessment  for  1876  was  $3,000;  for  1877, 
$2,500;  for  1878,  reduced  to  $1,350. 

There  has,  undoubtedly,  been  an  erroneous  assessment  in  this  case;  and  as  the 
petitioner  agrees  to  pay  up  all  delinquent  tax  at  the  rate  of  the  assessment  for  the 
year  1878,  we  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  receive  the  amount 
of  tax  so  imposed,  and  give  the  petitioner  receipts  in  full  for  the  years  1876,  1877, 
and  1878. 

2d.  Is  the  petition  of  Frank  McWhinney,  to  have  refunded  money  erroneously 
paid  as  tax  on  property  bought  at  tax-sale  on  the  15th  of  February,  1877.  The 
petitioner  represents  that  he  has  paid  on  lot  24,  out-lot  174,  bought  at  city  tax-sale, 
in  the  name  of  James  Skillen,  the  following;  sums:  for  the  years  1875  and  1876, 
$189.12;  for  the  year  1877,  $62.91 ;  for  the  year~1878,  $49.61— in  all,  $301.64.  The 
sale  was  erroneous  as  to  description,  as  the  lot  sold  and  described  in  the  certificate 
was  described  as  lot  24,  out-lot  174,  when  it  should  have  been  lot  24,  out-lot  147. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts,  we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be 
granted. 

3d.  Is  the  lease  from  the  city  to  I.  L.  Frankem,  of  the  property  known  as  JSc 
34  E.  Washington  street. 

We  have  examined  the  lease,  and  recommend  that  the  provision  that  "said 
Frankem  shall  have  the  refusal  of  the  same  for  another  year,  at  the  rent  that  may 
be  fixed  by  the  city,"  be  stricken  out,  so  that  the  lease  will  terminate  at  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year. 

4th.  Is  a  quit-claim  deed  from  the  city  to  Elisha  J.  and  Charles  A.  Howland, 
executors  of  the  estate  of  Powell  Howland,  deceased. 

We  have  examined  this  deed,  and  find  it  correct,  and  recommend  that  it  be 
properly  signed  and  acknowledged,  and  that  the  City  Clerk  be  instructed  to  have 
the  same  recorded. 

5th.  We  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  be  instructed 
to  include  all  allowances  confirmed  in  this  report  in  their  next  appropriation  ordi- 
nance, and  that  the  City  Clerk  be  instructed  to  draw  warrants  on  the  city  treasury 
for  such  sums.

Gentlemen: — In  reference  to  the  notice  from  A.  W.  Denny,  Supervisor  Koad 
District  No.  3,  notifying  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  open  a  roadway  from  the 
Madison  State  Koad  to  the  Shelby ville  Koad,  we  would  report  as  follows: 

We  have  examined  the  proposed  roadway,  and  find  that,  if  opened,  it  will  take 
a  strip  twenty-five  wide  and  eighty  rods  long  across  the  entire  southern  side  of  the 
South  Park.  This  would  be  an  injury  to  the  city,  and  involve  considerable  expense. 
As  the  grounds  are  incorporated,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  county  authorities 
have  no  right  to  open  a  roadway  through  or  within  the  city  limits. 
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We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  City  attorney  be  instructed  to  take  all 
necessary  steps  to  enjoin  said  opening.

Hon.  John  Caven  : 

Dear  Sir : — I  see  many  statements  in  the  newspapers,  and  hear  from  some  of  your 
people,  in  regard  to  our  opposition  to  the  widening  of  Dillon  street,  which  I  think 
are  unjust  to  us;  and  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  and,  through  you,  that  of  the 
City  Council,  to  the  situation  of  affairs,  as  I  view  it  from  my  side. 
sig.  80.  [  781  ] 
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Some  few  years  ago,  we  were  approached  by  property  owners,  requesting  us  to 
agree  to  the  extension  and  widening  of  Dillon  street  across  our  tracks.  We  had 
much  discussion  and  many  interviews,  and  the  result  was  that  we  were  induced  to 
consent  to  this  extension,  on  the  promise  of  the  party  owning  the  bulk  of  the  real 
estate  near  there,  that  no  movement  should  be  made  for  the  extension  of  any  other 
street  across  our  tracks;  that  Dillon  street,  and  the  street  which  was  to  be  opened 
south  of  our  yards,  would  well  accommodate  the  public.  The  extension  of  Dillon 
street  was  scarcely  accomplished  before  a  movement  was  made  for  the  opening  of 
Grant  street  directly  through  our  yards,  across  our  tracks,  and  over  our  protest  it 
was  made,  causing  us  great  damage  and  inconvenience,  and  proved  a  trap  for  dis- 
aster and  injury  to  whoever  should  be  induced  to  use  it.  The  latter,  so  far,  is  not 
serious,  as  it  is  rarely  used  by  any  one.  It  was  unnecessary  for  any  purpose,  ex- 
cept possibly  to  help  the  owners  of  certain  real  estate. 

We  concluded,  then,  that  we  must  either  oppose  the  laying  out  of  streets  across 
our  yards,  or  move  out  of  town.  You  are  well  aware  that  to  accommodate  the 
large  business  we  have,  we  must  have  tracks,  for  standing  room  for  cars,  not  less 
than  two  thousand  feet  in  length,  and  a  large  number  of  them,  and  that  these  tracks 
must  be  filled  by  cars,  occupied  by  switching-engines,  constantly,  night  and  da}7; 
and  if  a  street  is  opened  through,  it  must  be  kept  clear  for  the  passage  of  the  pub- 
lic, causing  loss  to  us,  and  danger  to  ourselves  and  the  public.  If  the  inconven- 
ience to  the  public  from  not  having  a  street  would  be  greater  than  the  injury  to  us 
from  having  it,  we  should  certainly  submit.  But  if  you,  and  such  of  your  City 
Council  as  wish,  will  go  down  and  view  the  property,  1  think  you  will  be  convinced 
that  the  public  necessity  does  not  demand  Grant  street,  or  any  street  which  would 
interfere  with  our  yards. 

If  you  will  have  a  committee  appointed  to  consider  this  matter,  I  will  be  glad 
to  meet  with  you,  any  day,  and  endeavor  to  arrange  the  difficulty.  We  want  no 
law  suits  with  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  neither  do  we  wish  to  stand  in  the  way  of 
any  improvement  that  is  actually  needed;  but  we  wish  to  be  treated  as  men  in 
charge  of  a  business  which  we  are  trying  to  manage  for  its  best  interests  and  that 
of  the  public,  not  that  the  public  have  a  right  to  demand  anything  that  will  help 
the  interests  of  a  few,  reckless  of  the  injury  it  may  do  to  us.

The  petitioner  represents  that,  on 
the  L8th  of  February,  1877,  the  City  Treasurer  sold  a  piece  of  properly,  described 
an  "(-out!)  of  Christian  avenue,  and  east  of  lot  107,  in  Alvord's  Subdivision,"  for 
the  taxcH  for  the  years  1875  and  1870;  that  the  real  estate  was  assessed  in  the  nama 
of  Fletcher,  Stevenson,  and  Alvord,  and  hid  off  by  petitioner,  for  tho  sum  of  $17.14.

To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — I  would  report  that,  since  your  last  meeting,  the  case  of  Boehl  v. 
City  has  been  tried  in  the  Superior  Court,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  and  judgment 
against  the  city  for  $3. 

This  was  a  suit  by  Boehl,  to  recover  the  difference  between  $1.75  and  $2,  as  wages 
as  policeman  between  the  15th  and  the  28th  of  May  last.  The  fiscal  year  expiring 
May  15th,  and  the  salary  ordinance  not  being  passed  until  the  28th,  the  plaintiff 
claimed  that  he  was  entitled  to  receive  $2  per  day  until  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
the  new  ordinance.    , 

This  was  a  case  similar  to  that  of  McKinney  v.  The  City,  tried  in  Room  1  in  the 
same  Court,  in  which  judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  city. 

The  amount  involved  is  not  large  enough  to  take  the  case  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
but  it  could  be  appealed  to  the  General  Term.  If  one  of  the  policemen  is  allowed 
and  paid  ;>t  the  rate  of  $2  per  day,  of  course  they  all  should  be  treated  the  same  way. 
There  is  some  doubt  as  to  what  the  law  is  in  these  cases,  and  I  desire  to  be  instructed 
SB  to  whether  1  shall  appeal  this  case  to  the  General  Term  or  not.

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  through  President  McKay,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report ;  which  was  considered  and  duly  concurred 
in  by  clauses : 

To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
papers  and  motions,  make  the  following  report  thereon: 

1st.  Is  a  motion  that  Charles  Bates  be  granted  permission  to  lay  a  plank  cross- 
ing over  the  west  sidewalk  of  New  Jersey  street,  between  Walnut  street  and  Fort 
"Wayne  avenue;  also  on  south  side  of  Fort  Wayne  avenue,  between  Alabama  and 
New  Jersey  streets. 

"We  have  examined  the  location,  and  recommend  that  the  motion  be  concurred 
in,  and  that  the  work  be  done  under  direction  of  the  Street  Commissioner  and  City 
Civil  Engineer. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  put  down  a  wooden 
culvert  at  the  intersection  of  West  and  Merrill  streets. 

After  examination,  we  recommend  that  the  work  be  not  done. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  be  instructed  to  report, 
at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  what  saving  in  public  expenditures 
would  be  made  by  reducing  the  streets  outside  the  business  portion  of  the  city  to  a 
width  of  fifty  feet,  by  widening  the  lawns  and  bowldering  the  gutters;  also  to  esti- 
mate the  probable  cost,  per  lineal  foot,  to  property  owners  for  widening  lawns  and 
curbing  and  bowldering  the  gutters. 

To  properly  answer  the  question  would  require  a  separate  calculation  for  each 
street,  as  they  differ  in  width.  Of  course,  the  narrower  the  street  the  less  expense 
it  is  to  be  kept  in  repair.  The  cost  to  the  property  owners  would,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  Board,  be  much  greater  than  they  would  be  willing  to  pay  at  present  for 
such  improvement.     We  recommend  non-concurrence  in  the  motion. 

4th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  repair  Coburn 
street  and  sidewalks,  and  improve  the  drainage  of  the  same,  between  High  and 
East  streets. 

As  this  is  a  matter  requiring  a  change  in  grade,  we  recommend  the  motion  be 
referred  to  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 
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5th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  make  single- 
stone  crossings  over  the  alleys  between  l)elaware  and  Pennsylvania  streets,  on  the 
south  side  of  Vermont  street. 

The  east  one  of  these  alleys  is  private,  and  should  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of 
the  property  owners.  The  grade  at  the  other  is  such  that  to  place  a  stone  crossing 
would  demand  a  considerable  outlay  of  money,  and  we,  therefore,  recommend  that 
the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  substitute  cinders  for  stone. 

6th.  Is  an  offer  for  compromise  of  the  H.  H.  Sheets  claim  against  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

We  deem  it  necessary,  in  a  matter  involving  the  amount  of  money  asked  for  in 
this  case,  to  state,  in  this  report,  fully  the  action  already  taken. 

On  July  1st,  1878,  the  following  communication,  with  accompanying  claim, 
was  presented  to  the  Council,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and 
Claims  : 

"The  undersigned  respectfully  represents  that  the  amount  of  sand  taken  from 
lots  numbered  10,  11,  and  12,  in  square  44,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  taken 
by  Augustus  Bruner,  Street  Commissioner,  by  order  of  your  honorable  body,  was 
worth,  in  the  aggregate,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  as  per  account  herewith. 

'•  Your  petitioner  respectfully^  requests  that  you  will  allow  and  order  said  account 
paid  without  delay." 

(Signed)  H.  H.  SHEETS. 

On  November  18th,  1878,  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  claim  of  H.  H.  Sheets,  reported  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  same  should 
be  investigated,  and  recommended  that  the  case  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Improvements,  for  such  investigation;  which  was  concurred  in. 

Your  Board  of  Public  Improvements  have  carefully  examined  this  case  in  all  its 
bearings,  made  diligent  search  for  information  in  all  places  of  record,  and  have 
heard  the  testimony  of  several  witnesses  in  regard  to  the  quantity  of  sand  removed. 
"We  have,  also,  tried  to  effect  a  compromise  of  the  case;  which  we  have  been  un- 
able to  do  until  to-day.  During  the  pendency  of  this  investigation,  Mr.  Sheets  has 
brought  suit  against  the  city,  on  account  of  sand  taken  by  the  city  from  the  above 
mentioned  lots,  for  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars.  To-day,  we  received  the 
following  offer  for  compromise  of  this  case: 

Indianapolis,  March  3,  1879. 
To  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements: 

Dear  Sir : — As  a  compromise  of  my  claim  against  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  I 
hereby  propose  to  accept  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  dollars,  in  f'ullpay- 
ment.  satisfaction,  and  discharge  of  any  and  all  rights,  claims,  or  demands  against 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  the  removal,  use,  conversion,  or  appropriation,  by  the 
city,  of  sand,  dirt,  or  gravel  excavated  from  the  cellars  of  the  property  known  as 
the  "  New  Bote!  "  property,  being  lots  10,  11,  and  12,  square  14,  in  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, and  placed  in  Ohio  street,  near  its  intersection  with  Pennsylvania  street, 
and  for  the  recovery  of  which  suit  is  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Marion 
County,  being  ease  No.  23,576.

This  was  a  suit.by  Boehl,  to  recover  the  difference  between  $1.75  and  $2,  as  wages 
as  policeman  between  the  15th  and  the  28th  of  May  last.  The  fiscal  year  expiring 
May  15th,  and  the  salary  ordinance  not  being  passed  until  the  28th,  the  plaintiff 
claimed  that  he  was  entitled  to  receive  $2  per  day  until  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
the  new  ordinance. 

This  was  a  case  similar  to  that  of  McKinney  v.  The  City,  tried  in  Room  1  in  the 
same  Court,  in  which  judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  city. 

The  amount  involved  is  not  large  enough  to  take  the  case  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
but  it  could  be  appealed  to  the  General  Term.  If  one  of  the  policemen  is  allowed 
and  paid  at  the  rate  of  $2  per  day,  of  course  they  all  should  be  treated  the  same  way. 
There  is  some  doubt  as  to  what  the  law  is  in  these  cases,  and  I  desire  to  be  instructed 
as  to  whether  I  shall  appeal  this  case  to  the  General  Term  or  not.

Engineer  to  locate  two  ftre-cisterns  south  of  Douglass  street,  between  Madison  av- 
enue  and  East  Street,  we  have  examined  the  district  referred  to,  and  believe  that 
at  least  two  large  cisterns  should  be  built  in  this  part  of  the  city,  but  as  the  esti- 
mate submitted  by  us  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  for  building  and  repairing 
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cisterns  has  almost  become  exhausted,  we  can  not  recommend  that  the  cisterns  be 
built  at  this  time,  unless  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  make  a  special  ap- 
propriation to  do  the  work

1st.  Is  a  motion  that  Charles  Bates  be  granted  permission  to  lay  a  plank  cross- 
ing over  the  west  sidewalk  of  New  Jersey  street,  between  Walnut  street  and  Fort 
Wayne  avenue;  also  on  south  side  of  Fort  Wayne  avenue,  between  Alabama  and 
New  Jersey  streets. 

We  have  examined  the  location,  and  recommend  that  the  motion  be  concurred 
in,  and  that  the  work  be  done  under  direction  of  the  Street  Commissioner  and  Citj 
Civil  Engineer. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  make  single- 
stone  crossings  over  the  alleys  between  Delaware  and  Pennsylvania  streets,  on  th« 
south  side  of  Vermont  street. 

The  east  one  of  these  alleys  is  private,  and  should  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of 
the  property  owners.  The  grade  at  the  other  is  such  that  to  place  a  stone  crossing 
would  demand  a  considerable  outlay  of  money,  and  we,  therefore,  recommend  that 
the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  substitute  cinders  for  stone. 

6th.  Is  an  offer  for  compromise  of  the  H.  H.  Sheets  claim  against  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

We  deeni  it  necessary,  in  a  matter  involving  the  amount  of  money  asked  for  in 
this  case,  to  state,  in  this  report,  fully  the  action  already  taken. 

On  July  1st.  1878,  the  following  communication,  with  accompanying  claim, 
was  presented  to  the  Council,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and 
Claims  : 

"The  undersigned  respectfully  represents  that  the  amount  of  sand  taken  from 
lotB  numbered  10,  11,  and  12,  in  square  44,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  taken 
by  Augustus  Bruner,  Street  Commissioner,  by  order  of  your  honorable  body,  was 
worth,  in  the  aggregate,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  as  per  account  herewith. 

"  Your  petitioner  respectfully  requests  that  you  will  allow  and  order  said  account 
paid  without  delay." 

(Signed)  H.  H.  SHEETS." 

On  November  18th,  1878,  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims,  to  whom  was, 
referred  the  claim  of  H.  H.  Sheets  reported  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  same  should 
be  investigated,  and  recommended  that  the  case  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Improvements,  for  such  investigation  ;   which  was  concurred  in. 

Your  Board  of  Public  Improvements  have  carefully  examined  this  case  in;  all  its 
bearings,  made  diligent  search  for  information  in  all  places  of  record,  and  have 
heard  the  testimony  of  several  witnesses  in  regard  to  the  quantity  of  sand  removed. 
We  have,  also,  tried  to  effect  a  compromise  of  the  case ;  which  we  have  been  un- 
able to  do  until  to-day.  During  the  pendency  of  this  investigation,  Mr.  Sheets  hns 
brought  suit  against  the  city,  on  account  of  sand  taken  by  the  city  from  the  above 
mentioned  lots,  for  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars.  To-day,  we  received  the 
following  offer  for  compromise  of  this  case  :

To  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  : 

Dear  Sir : — As  a  compromise  of  my  claim  against  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  I 
hereby  propose  to  accept  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  dollars,  in  full  pay- 
ment, satisfaction,  and  discharge  of  any  and  all  rights,  claims,  or  demands  against 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  the  removal,  use,  conversion,  or  appropriation,  by  the 
city,  of  sand,  dirt,  or  gravel  excavated  from  the  cellars  of  the  property  known  as 
the  "  New  Hotel "  property,  being  lots  10,  11,  and  12,  square  14,  in  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, and  placed  in  Ohio  street,  near  its  intersection  with  Pennsylvania  street, 
and  for  the  recovery  of  which  suit  is  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Marion 
County,  being  case  No.  23,576.

NEW    BUSINESS. 

The  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was 
duly  received : 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — At  a  meeting  of  your  honorable  body,  on  November  19th,  1878,  I 
was  instructed  "to  inspect  the  ponds  near  the  east  bank  of  White  River,  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Michigan  street  bridge,  and  report  the  best  and  most  feasible  man- 
ner to  abate  the  nuisance  arising  from  the  ponds  there  situated,  with  the  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  said  work." 

I  was  compelled  to  delay  the  work  until  a  time  when  the  ground  and  water 
should  become  frozen,  to  enable  me  to  take  the  necessary  measurements;  and,  even 
then,  the  work  was  unavoidably  slow.  I  have  completed  the  inspection,  .how- 
ever, and  would  respectfully  report,  as  follows,  thereon: 

On  the  south  side  of  Michigan  street,  there  are  two  bayous,  or  channels,  which  it 
will  be  necessary  to  rill,  beginning  with  a  grade  at  ordinary  low-water  mark,  and 
aseending  at  the  rate  of  one  tenth  to  the  hundred  feet.  This  will  sufficiently  drain 
the  water  into  the  river. 

On  the  north  side  of  said  street  is  the  old  creek  channel,  which  should  be  graded 
up  to  a  point  one  and  a  half  feet  above  low- water  mark,  thus  enabling  the  water 
to  settle.  The  land  at  this  point  being  under  cultivation,  the  water  will  more 
reftdily  lettle  into  the  ground,  leaving  none  on  the  surface  to  constitute  a  nuisance. 

The  estimate  of  cost  of  this  work  I  report  as  follow*:

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We  recommend  that  the  motion  be  amended,  so  as  to  read  from  Michigan  street 
to  Indiana  avenue,  and  then  adopted. 

4th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  he  directed  to  grade  and  gravel 
between  Peru  Railroad  track  and  their  switch  track  on  Christian  avenue. 

This  is  a  much-needed  improvement,  will  not  cost  to  exceed  $10,  and  we  recom- 
mend the  work  be  done.

To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen: — Having  received  the  appointment  of  Health  Officer  on  June  13th, 
1878,  I  entered  at  once  upon  the  duties  as  such,  with  the  earnest  desire  to  improve 
the  sanitary  condition  of  our  city;  and  1,  herewith,  have  the  honor  to  sub. nit  my 
report,  accompanied  with  some  suggestions  (for  which  I  hope  you  will  not  con- 
sider me  impertinent)  that  experience  and  close  observation,  during  the  past  nine 
months,  convince  me  will  be  of  practical  importance  to  the  healthy  condition  of 
our  city. 

I  have  frequently  met  with  difficulties  and  opposition  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties  in  attempting  to  abate  nuisances  found  in  alleys,  lots,  and  yards— more  es- 
pecially in  yards — created  by  throwing  garbage  and  slops  other  than  in  sinks  and 
barrels;  and  as  the  city  provides  no  means  fur  the  removal  of  this  refuse  matter, 
and  as  the  greater  accumulations  are  upon  tenant  property,  I  would  call  your 
especial  attention  to  the  fact  that  some  provision  be  made  in  this  direction,  com- 
pelling property  owners  to  prepare  suitable  vaults  or  sinks  for  such  accumulations. 

The  abatement  of  nuisances  on  private  property  is  often  retarded,  and,  in  many 
instances,  prevented  by  the  impossibility  of  finding  the  owner,  who  is  often  a  non- 
resident and  fails  to  respond  to  notice;  therefore,  the  offending  parties  can  not  be 
brought  to  justice,  and  the  officers  are  powerless  to  remedy  the  evil.  When  nuis- 
ances of  a  serious  character  exist  on  premises  where  no  owner  or  responsible  agent 
can  be  found,  the  health  officer  should  have  the  power  to  enter  upon  the  premises, 
abate  the  nuisance,  and  certify  the  cost  of  the  same  to  the  proper  city  officials,  and 
collect  the  same  as  other  assessments  for  special  improvements. 

Manure  heaps,  ash  heaps,  etc.,  are  excellent  places,  and  are  used,  to  a  great  ex- 
tent, for  the  interment  of  dead  animals,  such  as  dogs,  cats,  rats,  and  fowls.  As  a 
remedy  ior  this,  and  to  abate  the  stench  arising  from  garbage,  etc.,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  a  force  of  carts  or  wagons,  having  tanks  so  constructed  as  to  prevent 
leakage  or  stench,  and  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  make  regular  trips,  or  rounds, 
through  the  city,  gathering  up  and  hauling  away  offensive  matter. 

For  the  inspection  of  live  animals,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  our  citizens 
from  the  u-e  of  diseased  and  unhealthy  meat,  1  would  recommend  an  inspector  of 
animals  to  be  slaughtered,  and  make  it  compulsory  on  the  part  of  any  of  our 
butchers  to  have  the  Inspector's  certificate  that  the  animal  to  be  slaughtered  is 
sound  and  healthy;  and,  further,  he  could  see  that  the  places  of  killing  should  be 
kept  clean  and  healthy. 

The  Health  Department  is  seriously  embarrassed  by  the  smallness  of  the  force 
given  them  to  accomplish  the  work  prescribed  and  expected  of  them. 

Gentlemen,  this  table  shows  the  duration  of  a  few  of  our  most  important  dis- 
eases, terminating  fatally,  with  the  percentage  of  deaths,  within  specified  periods,  of 
each  disease 

Of  Scarlet  Fever,  we  find  that  nearly  one-fourth  of  all  the  deaths  occur  on  or 
before  the  third  day;  the  second  next  most  fatal  periods  will  be  found  to  be  the 
fourth  and  seventh  days;   while  a  large  number  live  beyond  fourteen  days. 

In  Diptheria,  the  most  fatal  day  is  the  seventh  day — nearly  fifteen  per  cent,  dy- 
ing on  this  'lay;  the  fifth  and  sixth  ranging  next  in  fatality. 

1  n  Pneumonia,  the  most  fatal  period  is  the  seventh  day — more  than  one  in  six 
of  all  the  deaths  occurring  at  this  time;  nearly  one-third  of  the  deaths  from  this 
disease  occur  from  the  eleventh  to  the  fourteenth  day,  inclusive. 

In  Typhoid  Fever,  a  large  number  die  on  or  before  the  tenth  day;  the  fourteenth 
day  proves  fatal  to  over  one  fifth;  and  the  twenty-first  to  a  little  over  one-iburtb 
of  the  total  number. 

Jn  consumption,  over  one-half  die  before  passing  the  sixth  month  of  the  disease; 
the  next  most  fatal  period  is  between  the  ninth  and  twelfth  month;  comparatively 
few  of  sixty  one  per  cent.  live  beyond  the  second  year.  In  the  northwest  part  of 
the  city  this  disease  is  more  prevalent  than  in  any  other  portion  of  the  city. 
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I  here  present  a  report  of  the  contagious  diseases  for  the  seven  months  ending 
December  31st,  1878:

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  together  with  the  City  Attorney, 
to  whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  make  the  following  report  thereon: 

Fir.«t.  Is  the  petition  of  Elizabeth  Jiarth,  to  have  money  refunded,  to  tho 
amount  of  seventeen  (17^  dollars.  The  petitioner  states  that,  by  an  oversight,  she 
paid,  on  November  18th,  1878,  city  taxes  on  lot  3,  square  10,  Affenstranger's  Sub, 
$17;  that  the  above  lot  was  attached,  on  tax-duplicate,  to  lot  1,  in  square  10,  AfTen- 
stranger's  Sub.,  and  so,  by  mistake,  paid  the  tax  on  both,  in  plaee  of  paying  only 
on  lot  1,  square  10;  and  on  account  of  such  oversight,  she  asks  to  have  the  $17  re- 
funded. 

After  careful  investigation  of  this  case,  we  recommend  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tioner be  not  granted.

Js  the  petition  of  Frank  MoWhinney,  to  have  money  refunded  on  ac- 
count of  erroneous  tax  sale.  The  petitioner  represents  that,  on  the  14th  day  of 
February,  187H,  at  a  public  tax-sale  held  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  on  said  day, 
he  purchased  from  the  City  Treasurer  a  tax  sab;  certificate  on  the  following 
described  property:  Sixty  let  by  sixty-five  feet  off  of  tho  north  end  of  lot 
No.  10.  ;iid  Hi*'  northwest  corner  of  lot  No.  11,  in  square  77,  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis.   The  property  was  sold  in  the  name  of  Anton  .1.  Deer,  for  the  taxes  of 

187;',  1874,  and  1876,  and  tor  which  tax  certificate  petitioner  paid  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer tie  pum  of  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars  and  eleven  ccnls  ($269.11). 
Aid  petitionee  further  represents  that  he  has  since  paid  the  taxes  of  1876,  being  in 
MDOUDt  $78.40,  paid   December  26th,  1870;   and  the  taxes  of  1877,  being  in  amount 
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$5G,  paid  March  30th,  1878;  and  the  taxes  of  1878,  being  in  amount  $49.14,  paid

The  lease 
is  correctly  drawn,  and  is  signed  by  Isaac  L.  Frankem  in  duplicate. 

We  recommend  the  lease  be  approved,  and  signed  in  duplicate  by  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor;  that  the  City  Clerk  be  directed  to  keep  the  original,  and  deliver  the 
duplicate  to  Isaac  L.  Frankem. 

Wo  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  be,  and  are  hereby, 
instructed  to  include  all  allowances  approved  in  this  report  in  the  next  general 
appropriation  ordinance,  and  that  the  City  Clerk  be  directed  to  draw  his  warrant 
on  the  City  Treasurer  for  such  amounts,  in  favor  of  the  parties  to  whom  said  allow- 
ances are  made.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Opening,  etc.,  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  remonstrance  of  F.  A.  Lehr  and  others  against  the  assessments 
made  by  the  City  Commissioners  in  the  matter  of  widening  Shelby  street,  from 
Prospect  street  to  Raymond  street,  would  report  thereon  as  follows : 

That  the  City  Commissioners  met,  pursuant  to  the  required  notice,  on  the  2d 
day  of  September,  1878,  at  which  meeting  several  of  the  remonstrants  were  in 
attendance. 

The  City  Commissioners'  report  of  assessments  of  benefits  and  damages  was  not 
submitted  to  the  Common  Council  until  November  4th,  which,  in  our  opinion, 
gives  evidence  of  careful  consideration  of  such  benefits  and  damages.  And  the 
aforesaid  report  was  not  adopted  until  November  18th — first  by  a  direct  vote  of  20 
to  2;  and  then,  later  on  same  evening,  on  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution  approving  the  report,  that  proposition  was  voted  down  by  13 
against  11. 

On  the  19th  November,  1878,  the  before  mentioned  report,  etc.,  were  read  before 
the  Hoard  of  Aldermen,  and  by  that  body  referred  to  its  Committee  on  Opening, 
etc  ,  Streets  Mid  Alleys,  by  whom  they  were  reported  back  on  November  25th,  and 
the  resolution  was  then  duly  adopted  by  a  vote  of  7  to  1. 

It  appearing  from  the  papers  on  file  in  this  ease  that  each  and  all  of  (he  rrrnon- 
fitmn':-  had  good  and  sufficient  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  City  Commissioners  to 
consider  the  same;  inasmuch  as  the  Commissioners'  report  shows  that  some  of  the 
remonstrants  were  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  2d  September,  187H;  and  said 
remonstrants  having  neglected  to  avail  themselves  of  the  right  of  appeal  given 
them  by  section  1  !  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Indiana,  within  thirty 
d>ivs  from  the  25th  Novcmher,  1878,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  thai  the 
award  1  made  by  the  City  Commissioners  must  stand  as  legal  and  binding,  and  that 
it  is  not  within  the  power  of  the  Common  Council  and   Board  of  Aldermen  to  re- 
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consider,  at  this  late  day,  even  if  so  disposed,  the  votes  by  which  said  bodies  had 
approved  and  adopted  the  report  of  the  Board  of  City  Commissioners  in  this  case

Said  ordinance  (entitled  as  follows)  was  then  read  the  second  time : 

S.  O.  50,  1878 — An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  lamp-posts,  lamps,  and 
fixtures  (complete  to  burn  gas,  except  the  service-pipes),  on  Agnes  street,  be- 
tween New  York  and  North  streets. 

On  Alderman  Chandler's  motion,  the  foregoing  ordinance  was  then 
referred  to  the  Aldermanic  and  Council  Committees  on  Gas-Light,  with 
instructions  to  report  the  ordinance  back  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of 
this  body. 

The  following  clauses  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improve- 
ments [which  had  been  severally  concurred  in  by  the  Common  Council 
— see  pages  832  and  833,  ante],  were  read  : 

1st.  Is  a  motion  that  Jacob  Fritz  be  permitted  to  lay  a  plank  driveway  across 
the  sidewalk  of  Yeiser  street,  in  front  of  his  property-— the  same  to  be  done  under 
direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

We  recommend  concurrence  in  the  motion 

On  Alderman  Grubbs's  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  Mr.  Fritz  be  re- 
quired to  bowlder  the  proposed  driveway,  instead  cf  planking  it. 

The  remainder  of  the  clauses  (as  below)  were  severally  concurred  in  :

2d.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  with  the  City  Civil 
Engineer  and  the  Street  Commissioner,  be  directed  to  examine  the  bridge  over 
Pogue's  Run,  on  New  Jersey  street,  and  report  its  condition. 

After  examination  of  the  bridge,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  new  one  should 
be  built  as  soon  as  possible,  and  recommend  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  in- 
structed to  advertise  for  proposals  to  build  stone  arches,  suitable  for  the  place. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  fill  the  chuck-holes 
in  Blake  street,  between  Washington  street  and  Indiana  avenue. 

We  recommend  that  the  motion  be  amended,  so  as  to  read  from  Michigan  street 
to  Indiana  avenue,  and  then  adopted. 

4th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  grade  and  gravel 
between  Peru  Railroad  track  and  their  switch  track  on  Christian  avenue. 

This  is  a  much-needed  improvement,  will  not  cost  to  exceed  $10,  and  we  recom- 
mend the  work  be  done. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  place  a  wooden 
culvert  across  Yandes  street,  at  the  intersection  of  Seventh  street. 

We  recommend  that  rolling-mill  cinders  be  substituted  for  a  wooden  culvert. 

6th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  put  down  two 
wooden  crossings  over  the  gutter  at  the  intersection  of  Merrill  and  Missouri  streets, 
on  the  east  side. 

We  recommend  the  work  1? 3  done. 
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"th.  Is  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Bridges.  The  following  motion  was  re- 
ferred to  said  committee:  "That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  ordered  to  advertise 
for  proposals  to  build  stone  abutments  for  bridge  over  the  canal  on  First  street." 
The  Committee  on  Bridges  make  the  following  report :  "  It  appears  that  a  mis- 
take was  made  in  the  motion  as  to  the  street — St.  Clair  street  being  meant;  and, 
with  that  correction  of  the  motion,  we  recommend  its  adoption." 

After  examination  of  the  bridge  at  the  crossing  of  St.  Clair  street,  we  consider 
the  bridge  of  great  importance  to  that  part  of  the  city.  The  amount  of  travel  de- 
mands a  more  substantial  improvement  than  could  be  made  without  stone  abut- 
ments.    We,  therefore,  recommend  the  report  of  the  committee  be  adopted. 

8th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  put  a  cinder  cross- 
ing across  Buchanan  street,  opposite  No.  13  School-House. 

We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

Alderman  Stratford  was  excused  for  the  balance  of  this  session. 

Report  from  Board  of  Health,  giving  a  tabulated  statement,  by  ages, 
of  deaths  registered  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  during  the  two  weeks 
ending  March  15th,  1879  [see  page  833,  ante],  was  read,  and  was  duly 
received. 

Report  from  the  Council  Committee  on  Finance,  stating  that  an  exam- 
ination of  the  financial  reports  of  the  City  Clerk  and  City  Treasurer  had 
been  made,  and  that  said  reports  were  found  to  be  correct  [see  page  836, 
ante],  was  read,  and  was  duly  approved. 

Alderman  Coburn  appeared,  and  took  his  seat. 

The  following  clauses  in  the  report  from  the  Council  and  Aldermanic 
Judiciary  Committees  and  the  City  Attorney  [which  had  been  severally 
concurred  in  by  the  Common  Council — see  pages  836  and  837,  ante], 
were  read : 

First.  Is  the  petition  of  Elizabeth  Barth,  to  have  money  refunded,  to  the 
amount  of  seventeen  (17)  dollars.  The  petitioner  states  that,  by  an  oversight,  she 
paid,  on  November  18th,  1878,  city  taxes  on  lot  3,  square  10,  Affenstranger's  Sub., 
$17 ;  that  the  above  lot  was  attached,  on  tax-duplicate,  to  lot  1,  in  square  10,  Affen- 
stranger's Sub.,  and  so,  by  mistake,  paid  the  tax  on  both,  in  place  of  paying  only 
on  lot  1,  square  10;  and  on  account  of  such  oversight,  she  asks  to  have  the  $17  re- 
funded. 

After  careful  investigation  of  this  case,  we  recommend  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tioner be  not  granted. 

Alderman  Grubbs  called  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
objected  to  the  finding  of  his  associates  in  the  preceding  case,  and  moved 
that  this  body  should  refuse  to  approve  of  the  Council's  favorable  action 
thereon. 

Alderman  Foster,  as  an  amendment  to  the  preceding  motion,  moved 
that  the  Board  concurrently  approve  the  recommendation  in  preceding 
clause;  which  was  accordingly  done  through  the  following  vote : 
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Ayes,  5 — viz.:     Aldermen    Foster,    Mussmann,    Piel,    Ridenour,    and   President 

Wiles. 

Nays,  4 — viz. :     Aldermen  Chandler,  Coburn,  Grubbs,  and  Snider. 

The  following  clauses  were  severally  concurred  in  without  dissent : 

Second.  Is  a  motion,  "  That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  erect  suit- 
able fences  along  the  banks  of  Pogue's  Run,  where  regularly  laid  out  streets  and 
alleys  run  along  its  banks — especially  along  the  west  bank  of  said  Pogue's  Run, 
from  the  Union  Depot  to  Garden  street." 

We  recommend  this  motion  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements, 
with  power  to  act. 

Third.  Is  the  bond  of  Levi  H.  Rowell,  in  the  penal  sum  of  $3000,  for  the  faith- 
ful  performance  of  his  duties  as  Market-Master  for  the  West  Market  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  Chas.  N.  Lee,  resigned.  The  bond  is  signed  by  Levi  H.  Rowell, 
W.  W.  Scott,  and  J.  W.  Hervey. 

Y{e  find,  after  examination,  the  bond  correctly  drawn,  properly  executed,  and 
the  bondsmen  responsible;  and,  therefore,  recommend  its  approval. 

Fourth.  Is  the  petition  of  Frank  McWhinney,  to  have  money  refunded  on  ac- 
count of  erroneous  tax-sale.  The  petitioner  represents  that,  on  the  14th  day  of 
February,  1876,  at  a  public  tax-sale  held  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  on  said  day, 
he  purchased  from  the  City  Treasurer  a  tax-sale  certificate  on  the  following 
described  property:  Sixty  feet  by  sixty-five  feet  off  of  the  north  end  of  lot 
No.  10,  and  the  northwest  corner  of  lot  No.  11,  in  square  77,  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis. The  property  was  sold  in  the  name  of  Anton  J.  Deer,  for  the  taxes  of 
1873, 1874,  and  1875,  and  for  which  tax  certificate  petitioner  paid  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars  and  eleven  cents  ($269.11). 
And  petitioner  further  represents  that  he  has  since  paid  the  taxes  of  1876,  being  in 
amount  $78.40,  paid  December  26th,  1876;  and  the  taxes  of  1877,  being  in  amount 
$56,  paid  March  30th,  1878;  and  the  taxes  of  1878,  being  in  amount  $49.14,  paid 
December  16th,  1878. 

Petitioner  asks  and  demands  that  the  above  amounts,  with  interest,  be  refunded 
him,  on  the  ground  that  the  above  described  property  is  church  property,  and  not 
liable  for  the  taxes  for  the  years  1873,  '4,  '5,  '6,  '7,  and  '8.  Attached  to  the  petition 
is  the  certificate  of  William  Hadley,  City  Assessor,  to  the  effect  that  the  facts,  as 
set  forth  in  the  petition,  are  true ;  that  the  property  is  exempt  according  to  law, 
and  therefore  the  money  should  be  refunded. 

We  find,  by  reference  to  the  records,  that  the  above  described  real  estate  was 
conveyed,  "by  warranty  deed,  dated  June  23d,  1870,  and  recorded  July  2d,  1870, 
from  Louisa  Mary  Schmitt  and  husband  to  Sister  Antonia  T.  Dreer.  The  property 
has  been,  and  is,  used  and  held  as  church  property  since  that  date,  and  is,  by  statu- 
tory provision,  exempt  from  taxation.  We,  therefore,  recommend  the  prayer  of 
the  petitioner  be  granted. 

Fifth.  Is  the  lease  of  the  property  known  as  34  E.  Washington  street,  from  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  to  Isaac  L.  Frankem,  for  one  year  only,  from  the  first  day  of 
January,  1879,  for  the  sum  of  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty  (1750)  dollars,  to  be 
paid  quarterly,  on  the  first  days  of  April,  July,  October,  and  January,  accompanied 
by  receipt  of  the  City  Treasurer,  in  full  for  rent  to  January  1st,  1879.  The  lease 
is  correctly  drawn,  and  is  signed  by  Isaac  L.  Frankem  in  duplicate. 

We  recommend  the  lease  be  approved,  and  signed  in  duplicate  by  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor;  that  the  City  Clerk  be  directed  to  keep  the  original,  and  deliver  the 
duplicate  to  Isaac  L.  Frankem. 

We  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  be,  and  are  hereby, 
instructed  to  include  all  allowances  approved  in  this  report  in  the  next  general 
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appropriation  ordinance,  and  that  the  City  Clerk  be  directed  to  draw  his  warrant 
on  the  City  Treasurer  for  such  amounts,  in  favor  of  the  parties  to  whom  said  allow- 
ances are  made. 

The  bond  of  Levi.  H.  Rowell  (mentioned  in  the  third  clause  of  pre- 
ceding report),  and  the  lease  of  No.  34  E.  Washington  street  (mentioned 
in  the  fifth  clause)  were  then  submitted,  and  were  severally  and  concur- 
rently approved. 

Report  from  Council  Committee  on  Railroads,  recommending  the 
amendment  of  the  Aldermanic  resolution,  ordering  a  street  railway  route 
in  and  along  Indiana  avenue,  from  Illinois  street  to  Blake  street  [see

Gentlemen : — It  has  heen  publicly  and  authoritatively  announced  that  the  Cath- 
olic authorities  of  this  city  intend  to  convert  their  buildings,  situated  on  Vermont 
street,  between  East  and  Liberty  streets,  into  a  vast  general  hospital,  and  proceed- 
ings have  already  commenced  to  that  end.  On  behalf  of  some  of  the  tax-payers 
resident  in  that  vicinity,  I  write  you  to  invoke  the  aid  of  the  municipal  power  and 
authority  to  prevent  and  stop  this  flagrant  violation  of  the  rights  of  the  citizens. 
That  a  large  general  hospital  situated  in  the  very  midst  of  the  homes  of  our  citizens 
is  a  public  nuisance  per  se,  is  a  legal  proposition  of  an  elementary  and  fundamental 
character ;  and  that  the  city  authorities  have  the  legal  power  (and  are  in  duty  bound 
to  exercise  it)  to  abate  such  a  nuisance  is  also  an  elementary  and  fundamental  prin- 
ciple of  law. 

These  principles  are  axiomatic;  they  are  embodied  in  familiar  law  maxims. 
"  A  man  must  enjoy  his  own  property  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  invade  the 
legal  rights  of  his  neighbor — Expedit  reipublicae  ne  sua  re  quis  male  utatur."  "  Every 
man,"  observes  Lord  Truro,  "is  restricted  against  using  his  property  to  the  preju- 
dice of  others,"  and,  as  further  remarked  by  the  same  learned  lord,  "the  principle 
embodied  in  the  maxim,  Sic  utere  tuo  ut  alienum  non  laedas,  applies  to  the  public 
in  at  least  as  full  force  as  to  individuals."  There  are  other  maxims  equally  expres- 
sive of  the  principle:  Nihil  quod  est  inconveniens  est  licitum,  and  Sulus  reipublicae 
suprema  UzS — Broom's  Maxims,  t.  p.  275  (6  Am.  Ed.) 

Hilliard  on  "Torts"  (Vol.  1,  t.  p.  557)  says:  "In  general  it  may  be  said,  that 
any  injury  to  lands  or  houses,  which  renders  them  useless,  or  even  uncomfortable 
for  habitations,  is  a  nuisance.  Thus,  in  regard  to  offensive  odors,  it  is  said,  the 
neighborhood  has  a  right  to  pure  and  fresh  air.  And  a  smell  need  not  be  un- 
wholesome, if  it  is  offensive,  and  renders  the  enjoyment  of  life  and  property  un- 
comfortable, as  by  giving  many  persons  headaches."  The  same  writer  says,  "The 
following  establishments,  or  occupations,  have  been  held  public  nuisances:  A 
smith's  forge;  aprivy;  a  pig-sty;  a  limekiln;  a  tobacco  mill;  making  candles,  by 
boiling  stinking  stuff;  a  manufactory  for  spirit  of  sulphur,  vitriol,  and  aquafortis;, 
a  tannery;  conveying  gas  into  a  river,  thus  destroying  the  fish,  and  making  the 
water  unfit  to  drink;  a  common  provision  dealer,  selling  unwholesome  food,  or 
mixing  noxious  ingredients  with  it;  pigeon-shooting;  common  stages  for  rope- 
dancers;  exposing  one  who  has  the  small-pox,  in  public." 

And  further,  the  same  author  (Vol.  1,  p.  558,  etseq.)  says:  "  A  soap-boiling  estab- 
lishment in  the  midst  of  a  densely  populated  city  is  a  nuisance,  against  which  a 
perpetual  injunction  will  be  issued.  So,  although  a  stable  in  a  town  is  not,  like  a 
slaughter-pen  or  a  pig-sty,  necessarily  or  prima  facie  a  nuisance,  yet,  if  it  be  so- 
built,  bo  kept,  or  so  used  as  to  destroy  the  comfort  of  persons  owning  and  occupying 
adjoining  premises,  and  impair  their  value  as  places  of  habitation,  or  if  the  adjacent 
proprietors  are  annoyed  by  it  in  any  manner  which  could  be  avoided,  it  becomes 
an  actionable  nuisance.  So  a  livery  stable  in  a  city,  erected  within  sixty-five  feet 
of  a  hotel,  is  prima  Jade,  a  nuisance,  and  may  be  restrained  by  injunction.  And 
the  answer  of  the  defendant,  admitting  the  facts  charged  in  the  bill,  as  to  the  dis- 
tance  and  relative  situation  of  the  stable  from  the  tavern,  but  denying  that  a  livery 
stable  i  a  nuisance,  is  a  mere  matter  of  opinion,  and  not  sufficient  to  authorize  the 
lution  of  the  injunction  before  the  final  hearing,  nor  will  the  court  discharge 
!,<  ,.ii  interim  int<  relict,  bo  far  as  to  permit.the  experiment  to  be  made,  whether  a 
livery  stable  could  be  erected  and  constructed  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  be  a  nuis- 
ance So  a  powder  magazine  erected  in  a  populous  part  of  a  city,  in  which  large 
quantities  of  gunpowder  are  stored,  is  per  se  a  nuisance.     So  the  occupation  of  a 
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building  in  a  city  as  a  slaughter  house  is  prima  facie  a  nuisance  to  persons  residing 
in  the  neighborhood,  and  may  be  restrained  by  injunction,  notwithstanding  the 
denial  by  the  defendant  that  it  is  a  nuisance.  So  a  melting  house  in  a  city,  for  the 
purpose  of  frying  animal  fat  from  the  slaughter  houses,  is  presumptively  a  nuisance 
to  the  inhabitants  in  its  vicinity ;  and  a  general  denial  that  it  is  a  nuisance  or  offen- 
sive will  not  justify  the  dissolution  of  a  preliminary  injunction.  So  a  dwelling  house, 
cut  up  into  small  apartments,  inhabited  by  a  crowd  of  poor  people,  in  a  filthy  condition, 
and  calculated  to  breed  disease,  is  a  public  nuisance,  and  may  be  abated  by  individuals 
residing  in  the  neighborhood,  by  tearing  it  down,  especially  during  the  prevalence  of  a 
disease  like  the  Asiatic  cholera" 

"With  the  intended  work,  as  such,  my  clients  find  no  fault.  They  complain  of  its 
proposed  location  only.  That  a  vast  general  hospital,  of  the  character  intended,  is  a 
great,  noble,  and  needed  work,  all  good  men  concur.  Such  an  institution,  if  properly 
located,  will  redound  to  the  credit,  honor,  and  glory  of  the  great  Catholic  church, 
to  which  civilization  already  owes  so  much  for  works  of  like  character.  But  if  this 
hospital  is  placed  in  the  very  heart  of  our  beautiful  city,  in  the  midst  of  our  homes, 
it  will  be  the  occasion  of  more  evil  than  good,  and  the  great  work,  so  noble  in  its 
conception,  will  fail  of  its  purpose.  If  the  proposed  location  is  not  abandoned,  that 
part  of  the  city — in  fact  the  whole  northern  part  of  the  city — will  be  rendered  un- 
comfortable and  unsafe  to  those  who  have  built  and  beautified  their  homes  there. 
Let  the  good  Bishop  and  the  kind  Father  who  have  this  work  in  charge  put  them- 
selves in  the  place  of  my  clients,  and  then  consider  the  matter  from  that  standpoint. 

In  case  of  an  epidemic  like  the  last  summer's  yellow  fever,  such  a  hospital  would 
necessarily  be  used  for  the  greater  portion  of  its  victims.  Infection  and  contagion 
would  spread  the  disease,  and  desolate  that  part  of  the  city.  It  would  make  a 
graveyard  of  it. 

There  are  more  eligible  locations  for  such  a  hospital.  It  should  be  located  out- 
side of  the  city,  or  somewhere  about  its  boundaries.  All  great  cities  now  compel 
the  location  of  hospitals,  cemeteries,  pest-houses,  etc.,  outside  of  their  environs,  or 
near  them ;  and  in  some  instances  where  the  city  has  grown  up  about  old  institu- 
tions of  such  character,  their  removal  has  been  compelled.  Its  accessibility  and 
conveniency  would  not  be  impaired  by  placing  it  somewhere  on  the  skirts  of  the 
city.  In  all  respects  such  a  location  would  be  best  for  all  concerned.  Its  benefi- 
ciaries would  have  fresh  air,  and  plenty  of  it;  and  at  relatively  small  cost,  beautiful 
and  ample  grounds  could  be  purchased  at  the  edge  of  the  city.  Such  a  location 
would  assist  the  physician,  and  be  medicine  to  the  sick.  Nature  there  would  join 
with  man  to  bring  health  back  to  his  invalid  brothers.  Such  a  place  could  be  made 
to  minister  to  the  eye  and  soul  as  well  as  to  the  body-.  It  could  be  made  an  orna- 
ment to  the  city.  The  beautiful  and  the  useful  would  there  go  hand  in  hand  to- 
gether. But,  if  located  as  projected,  it  will  always  be  an  eyesore  to  those  who  are 
compelled  to  live  in  its  vicinity. 

There  are  certain  rights  to  which  man  is  entitled  "by  the  laws  of  nature  and  of 
nature's  God.''  These  are  the  self-evident  and  inalienable  rights  of  "life,  liberty, 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness."  Man  is  of  right  entitled  to  God  s  sunlight  and  His 
fresh  air  unobstructed  and  uncontaminated.  "To  secure  these  rights,  governments 
are  instituted  amongst  men."  And  therefore,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  my 
clients,  I  invoke  the  powers  of  the  municipality  to  protect  them,  now  and  at  once, 
from  this  threatened  invasion  of  their  rights  and  homes. 

The  power  of  the  city  is  ample.  It  is  vested  by  the  organic  law.  The  delegation 
of  this  power,  to  preserve  the  public  health  and  comfort,  and  to  abate  nuisances, 
carries  with  it  the  duty  to  exercise  that  power  for  the  public  good.  Chief  Justice 
Cooley  (Const.  Lim.,  p.  206)  says,  speaking  of  like  powers,  and  the  duty  of  the  rep- 
resentative body  of  and  for  the  people  to  exercise  them  :  "  It  [the  legislative  body] 
can  and  should  exercise  them  again  and  again,  as  often  as  the  public  interests  re- 
quire " 

Again,  then,  invoking  you  to  exercise  the  powers  vested  in  you,  by  law,  for  the 
public  good,  on  behalf  of  my  clients,  this  is

To  the   Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petition  of  Mary  Graney,  asking  to  be  relieved  from  certain  delinquent 
taxes  due  the  city,  would  report  that  we  have  investigated  the  matter,  and  find  that 
the  petitioner  is  a  widow,  and  that  her  property  is  appraised  at  less  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars — to-wit,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, — and  that  she  is  entitled  to 
an  exemption  upon  five  hundred  dollars'  worth. 
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As  these  taxes  have  not  been  paid,  we  would  recommend  that,  as  to  five  hundred 
dollars  of  said  property,  she  be  exempt,  and  that  the  Assessor  and  Clerk  be  in- 
structed to  make  the  proper  entry  upon  the  duplicate.

To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen : — Your  joint  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  re- 
ports of  W.  0.  Sherwood,  late  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  with  instructions  to  investigate 
the  same,  would  report  that  we  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  have 
had  Mr.  Sherwood  and  a  number  of  other  witnesses  before  us,  but  are  not  able  to 
make  any  satisfactory  report,  for  the  reason  that  we  find  that  Mr.  Sherwood,  while 
acting  as  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  kept  no  books  of  account,  or  accounts  of  any  kind, 
showing  the  amounts  of  old  material  and  horses  sold  by  him,  or  of  the  amounts  of 
money  received  and  expended  by  him  on  account  of  the  city.  "We,  therefore,  have 
had  nothing  upon  which  to  base  our  investigation  but  the  two  reports  made  by  Mr. 
Sherwood  to  the  Council ;  and  these  reports  show  no  items,  but  only  state  amounts 
in  the  aggregate,  and  Mr.  Sherwood  was  unable  to  remember  or  explain  any  of  the 
items  or  particulars  embraced  in  these  reports,  or  that  went  to  make  up  the  sums 
reported  by  him  as  received  and  expended. 

As  to  the  two  horses  reported  as  sold  to  Messrs.  Engle  and  Drew,  and  not  paid 
for,  we  find  that  there  is  still  due  the  city  the  sum  of  $125  from  these  gentlemen^ 
which  they  say  they  are  ready  to  pay  at  any  time.  As  to  the  horse  sold  Mr.  Gim- 
ber,  we  find  that  since  the  matter  was  referred  to  us,  Mr.  Gimber  has  paid  the 
amount  due  the  city  to  the  City  Treasurer.  As  to  the  two  horses  reported  as  sold 
to  Mr.  E.  H.  Adams,  and  not  yet  paid  for,  we  find  that  Mr.  Sherwood  claims  that 
they  were  sold  for  $40  and  $60,  while  Mr.  Adams  claims  that  he  bought  them  for 
$35  and  $60;  he  also  claims  that  they  were  to  be  paid  for  in  brick,  and  that  he 
gave  Sherwood  a  due-bill,  payable  in  brick.  Sherwood  admits  that  he  received  the 
due-bill,  but  can  not  produce  it,  and  does  not  remember  amount  or  date  of  it,  but 
denies  that  it  was  payable  in  brick.  We  find  that  the  city  has  received  brick  upon 
this  account,  to  the  amount  of  $47,  and  Mr.  Adams  informs  your  committee  that 
he  is  ready  and  willing  to  furnish  brick  for  the  balance  due  the  city. 

As  we  have  stated  before,  Mr.  Sherwood  having  failed  or  neglected  to  keep  any 
accounts,  and  being  now  unable  to  explain  his  reports,  we  are  unable  to  say  whether 
they  are  correct  or  not.  but  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  failing  to  keep  accounts 
of  his  receipts  and -expenditures  as  Chief  Eire  Engineer,  he  neglected  a  very  im- 
portant duty  of  his  office. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  City  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  collect  $125,  due 
the  city,  I  rom  M  essrs.  Engle  &  Drew,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed 
to  receive  from  Mr.  Adams  the  balance  due  the  city  in  brick.

2.  The  following  Council  motion  was  duly  adopted,  after  it  had  been  amended 
iby  requiring  the  driveway  to  be  constructed  of  "bowlders"  instead  of  "plank"  : 

That  David  Russell  be  granted  permission  to  lay  a  plank  driveway  over  the  side- 
walk in  front  of  his  foundry,  on  Biddle  street — the  same  to  be  done  at  his  own  ex- 
pense, and  under  the  directions  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer.

That,  by  mistake  and  inad- 
vertence of  said  Commissioners,  and  of  your  honorable  bodies,  who  followed  their 
report  in  your  order  assessing  the  benefits,  and  opening  said  street,  there  was  no 
plat  of  the  street  proposed  to  be  changed  filed  with  said  report,  nor  did  said  report 
show  the  width  said  street  was  opened  through  said  160  feet;  that  the  amount  of 
ground  vacated  was  erroneously  stated;  that  said  report,  and  the  assessment  against, 
said  lot  16,  was  made  upon  the  supposition  that  a  large  amount  of  ground  besidea 
the  1 5  feet  alley  lying  immediately  west  of  said  lot  ]  6  was  vacated,  and  title  thereto 
vested  in  the  owner  of  said  lot  16,  when  in  fact  such  was  not  the  case.  That  the 
map  and  plat  filed  with  the  report  of  said  Commissioners,  and  both  their  report 
and  the  order  of  your  honorable  bodies,  show  that  there  was  appropriated  a  strip 
of  ground  22f  feet  wide  off  of  the  east  ends  of  said  lots  17, 18,  and  19,  and  the  street 
was  intended  to  be  40  feet  wide ;  and,  if  it  is  so,  then  it  would  take  the  15  feet  alley 
and  2^  feet  off  of  the  west  side  of  said  lot  16,  to  make  a  forty  feet  street. 

Your  petitioner  further  states  that,  in  fact,  said  assessment  against  said  lot  16 
was  made  because  of  a  mistake  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  was  not  just  and  proper.

Report  from  City  Dispensary  for  the  month  of  March,  1879  [see  Page

Report  from  the  Council  Judiciary  Committee  and  the  City  Attorney, 
recommending  that  Mrs.  Mary  Graney  be  relieved  from  payment  of  her 
delinquent  taxes  on  $500  of  valuation,  for  the  reasons  that  aforesaid  fe- 
male was  found  to  be  a  widow  and  her  property  is  appraised  at  only  $750

Gentlemen : — Your  joint  Committee  on  Judick?y,  to  whom  was  referred  the  re- 
ports of  W.  O.  Sherwood,  late  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  with  instructions  to  investigate 
the  same,  would  report  that  we  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  have 
had  Mr.  Sherwood  and  a  number  of  other  witnesses  before  us,  but  are  not  able  to 
make  any  satisfactory  report,  for  the  reason  that  we  find  that  Mr.  Sherwood,  while 
acting  as  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  kept  no  boo':s  of  account,  or  accounts  of  any  kind, 
-showing  the  amounts  of  old  material  and  horses  sold  by  him,  or  of  the  amounts  of 
money  received  and  expended  by  him  on  account  of  the  city.  We,  therefore,  have 
had  nothing  upon  which  to  base  our  investigation  but  the  two  reports  made  by  Mr. 
Sherwood  to  the  Council ;  and  these  reports  show  no  items,  but  only  state  amounts 
in  the  aggregate,  and  Mr.  Sherwood  was  unable  to  remember  or  explain  any  of  the 
items  or  particulars  embraced  in  these  reports,  or  that  went  to  make  up  the  sums 
reported  by  him  as  received  and  expended. 

As  to  the  two  horses  reported  as  sold  to  Messrs.  Engl'e  and  Drew,  and  not  paid 
for,  we  find  that  there  is  still  due  the  city  the  sum  of  $125  from  these  gentlemen, 
which  they  say  they  are  ready  to  .pay  at  any  time.  As  to  the  horse  sold  Mr  Gim- 
ber,  we  find  that  since  the  matter  was  referred  to  us,  Mr.  Gimber  has  paid  the 
amount  due  the  city  to  the  City  Treasurer.  As  to  the  two  horses  reported  as  sold 
to  Mr.  K.  H.  Adams,  and  not  yet  paid  for,  we  find  that  Mr.  Sherwood  claims  that 
they  were  sold  for  $40  and  $60,  while  Mr.  Adams  claims  that  he  bought  them  for 
$35  and  $60;  he  also  claims  that  they  were  to  be  paid  for  in  brick,  and  that  he 
gave  Sherwood  a  due-bill,  payable  in  brick.  Sherwood  admits  that  he  received  the 
due-bill,  but  can  not  produce  it,  and  does  not  remember  amount  or  date  of  it,  but 
denies  that  it  was  payable  in  brick.    We  find  that  the  city  has  received  brick  upon 
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this  account,  to  the  amount  of  $47,  and  Mr.  Adams  informs  your  committee  that 
he  is  ready  and  willing  to  furnish  brick  for  the  balance  due  the  city. 

As  we  have  stated  before,  Mr.  Sherwood  having  failed  or  neglected  to  keep  any 
accounts,  and  being  now  unable  to  explain  his  reports,  we  are  unable  to  say  whether 
they  are  correct  or  not,  but  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  failing  to  keep  accounts 
of  his  receipts  and  expenditures  as  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  he  neglected  a  very  im- 
portant duty  of  his  office. 

"We  would  recommend  that  the  City  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  collect  $125,  due 
the  city,  from  Messrs.  Engle  &  Drew,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed 
to  receive  from  Mr.  Adams  the  balance  due  the  city  in  brick. 

The  following  clauses  in  the  report  from  the  Council  Committee  on 
Opening,  etc.,  Streets  and  Alleys  and  the  City  Attorney  [see  page  88 1, 
ante]  were  read,  and  were  duly  received : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  the  Opening,  Laying-out,  etc.,  of  Streets  and 
Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  matters,  would  report  that  we  have  examined 
the  same,  and  find  that  the 

First  is  a  petition  from  Ingram  Fletcher,  asking  that  the  plat,  together  with 
the  streets  and  alleys,  in  what  is  known  as  McLane  and  Denny's  First  Addition  to 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  be  vacated. 

"We  find  that  the  necessary  notices  of  vacation  have  been  given  according  to  law  ; 
and  as  this  is  ground  that  is  only  suitable  for  agricultural  purposes,  and  wholly  un- 
improved, we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be  granted,  and  that  the 
accompanying  resolution  be  passed. 

Second  is  a  petition  from  George  B.  Edwards,  Andrew  Fleming,  and  Ingram 
Fletcher,  asking  a  vacation  of  the  plat,  together  with  the  streets  and  alleys  therein 
contained,  being  known  as  Fred  L.  Russell's  Subdivision  of  17  6-10  acres  of  the 
south  end  of  the  west  ^  of  the  southeast  £  of  section  30,  township  16,  range  4. 

"We  find  in  this  case,  that  all  the  requirements  of  the  statute  have  been  complied 
with;  and,  for  the  same  reason  as  stated  before,  we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of 
the  petition  be  granted,  and  that  the  accompanying  resolution  be  passed. 

Fourth  is  a  petition  from  Isaac  Foster  and  the  Brothers  of  the  Sacred  Heart, 
asking  the  vacation  of  so  much  of  the  first  alley  south  of  Coburn  street,  in  Daugh- 
erty's  Subdivision  of  a  part  of  out-lot  No.  99,  as  lies  south  of  lots  Nos.  11,  12,  13, 
14,  and  15. 

"We  have  examined  this  matter,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  expedient  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  Board  of  City  Commissioners.  "We,  therefore,  recom- 
mend that  the  accompanying  resolution  be  passed. 

Fifth  is  a  petition  from  R.  L.  McOuat  and  others,  asking  that  the  alley  through 
R.  L.  McOuat's  Second  Addition   be  vacated. 

We  have  examined  the  matter,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  expedient  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  the  City  Commissioners  for  their  action.

2.  To  clean  the  gutters  of  South  Arsenal  avenue  and  Summit  street,  between- 
"Washington  street  and  the  I,  &  St.  L.  Railroad  tracks. 

3.  To  put  a  plank  crossing  over  the  gutter  of  Michigan  Road,  in  front  of  an 
alley  between  Washington  street  and  Oriental  street. 

4.  To  fill  the  ruts  and  chuck-hoies  in  Illinois  street,  from  Seventh  to  Twelfth 
street. 

5.  To  fill,  with  gravel,  the  chuck-holes  in  Indiana  avenue,  from  North  street  to 
Fall  Creek. 

6.  To  build  a  bridge  across  the  gutter  on  the  south  side  of  Buchanan  street, 
where  Wright  street  intersects  said  street. 

7.  To  fill  the  chuck-hole  in  McCarty  street,  where  said  street  intersects  East 
street. 

8.  To  build  a  bridge  across  the  gutter  on  the  north  side  of  Buchanan  street,, 
where  Greer  street  intersects  said  street. 

9.  To  fill  the  chuck-holes  in  Harrison  street,  between  Noble  and  Dillon  streets. 

10.  To  fill  the  chuck-holes  in  Blake  street,  between  Washington  and  Michigan 
streets,  provided,  the  motion  is  amended  to  read  "  from  New  York  to  Michigan 
street" — the  street  from  Washington  street  to  New  York  having  already  been 
provided  for  in  a  previous  motion.

To  the  Honorable  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — I  see  by  the  action  of  your  last  meeting  you  passed  an  order  requir- 
ing the  Clerk  to  notify  the  Southside  Market-Master  to  settle  with  the  city  the 
amount  due;  if  not  paid  within  two  weeks,  to  sell  the  stands  and  have  the  market 
vacated. 

Gentlemen,  this  market  was  started  over  a  year  ago,  with  a  permit  and  market 
ordinance,  for  the  Southern  Market,  which  was  petitioned  for  by  all  of  the  southside 
citizens,  on  condition  that  it  be  no  expense  to  the  city.  I  went  to  the  expense  of 
fitting  up  about  four  hundred  dollars  the  first  six  months.  I  made  nothing,  as  the 
rent  and  gas  bills  took  all  the  receipts.  I  then  changed  the  location  on  Delaware 
street,  where  I  got  cheaper  rent,  and  dispensed  with  gas.  Since  that  time,  I  have 
averaged  not  to  exceed  seven  dollars  per  week,  after  the  rent  is  paid. 

So  far  as  the  citizens  are  concerned,  the  market  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  them. 
— for  which  reference  can  be  made  to  the  southside  members  of  the  Council  and 
citizens;  and  they  would  be  very  much  opposed  to  having  the  market  discon- 
tinued. 

The  above  facts  are  substantially  correct,  for  which  I  invite  investigation. 

If  you  compel  me  to  pay  the  license  the  ordinance  demands,  I  will  have  to  at 
once  abandon  the  market,  as  it  will  not  pay  the  rent  and  tax.  If  I  have  to  stop,  I 
will  lose  the  amount  in  fitting  it  up,  beside  taking  away  from  me  the  means  of 
making  a  scanty  living.  I  think  it  but  fair  that  the  southside  should  have  a  mar- 
ket; and,  where  it  is  carried  on  without  any  expense  to  the  city,  they  ought  to  have 
one,  and  made  as  free  as  possible,  with  a  permit  from  the  Council  and  the  benefit 
of  its  market  laws.  . 

Having  the  utmost  confidence  that  when  you  are  made  acquainted  with  the  facts, 
you  will  be  disposed  to  grant  me  a  chance  of  making  a  living,  without  blockading 
the  way,  I  would  ask  you  to  reconsider  your  order  and  grant  me  the  right  to  carry 
on  the  market  without  making  it  pay  any  license;  otherwise,  the  market  will  be  a 
failure,  and  will  have  to  go  down.

I,  the  undersigned,  represent  to  your  honorable  body  that  I  am  the  owner  of  the 
property  bordering  upon  the  north  side  of  Norwood  street,  between  Russell  avenue 
and  Illinois  street.  And  I  also  represent  to  your  honorable  body  that  Norwood 
street,  between  Russell  avenue  and  Illinois  street,  is  fifty  feet;  whereas,  the  whole 
of  Norwood  street,  except  this  portion,  is  but  thirty- five  feet  wide.

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

We,  the  undersigned  Board  of  Managers  and  Superintendent  of  the  Reformatory 
Institution  for  Women  and  Girls,  would  respectfully  ask  for  a  permit  from  the 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  the 
■•■building  of  a  line  of  sewerage  from  said  Reformatory  Institution,  by  either  of  the 
below  described  routes  (profiles  and  estimates  submitted  herewith  for  reference),  viz.: 

Route  No.  1 — West,  from  gate  of  Institution,  on  Sturm  street,  to  State  street; 
south,  on  State  to  Ohio  street;  then  west,  several  hundred  feet,  entering  the  Mar- 
ket street  sewer  near  its  end,  on  Ohio  near  Stale  .street. 

Route  No.  2 — West,  from  gate  of  Institution,  on  Sturm  street,  Arsenal  avenue, 
and  Michigan  street,  to  Pogue's  Run,  entering  said  Run  at  its  intersection  with 
Michigan  street. 

Proposed  sewer  to  be  built  of  18-inch  glazed  pipe,  cemented  ;  average  depth  to 
top  of  pipe,  3  feet  4  inches;  to  have  "T"-pipe  openings  at  close  distances,  for 
cleaning  out  and  entrance  of  all  waste  from  intermediate  and  cross  streets. 

In  Route  No.  1,  by  entering  the  Market  street  sewer,  two  to  three  hundred  (2  to 
300)  feet  from  present  end  of  same,  we  would  entirely  obviate  any  danger  of  back- 
water and  offense  to  neighboring  property.  We  would  enter  the  north  pipe  (sew- 
er consisting  of  three  18-inch  pipes  at  that  point,  we  believe),  and  have  no  connec- 
tion with  pipe  entered  by  sewer  of  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institution.  All  offense  from 
this  sewer  comes  from  the  open  ends  of  the  pipes  on  Mr.  Williard's  line.  We 
would  close  these,  and  enter  water  from  his  grounds  and  vicinity  by  a  catch-basin, 
which  would  prevent  any  water  from  backing  upon  his  premises  in  time  of  high 
water,  and  remedy  the  present  offense. 

In  Route  No.  2,  we  would  enter  Pogue's  Run  at  a  point  remote  from  dwellings, 
would  have  openings  to  take  all  street  water,  and,  if  necessary,  arrange  to  enter 
water  from  "Crooked  Run,"  keeping  the  sewer  scoured  out  and  purified. before 
reaching  settled  districts.  • 

Having  been  debarred  from  longer  use  of  our  present  sewer,  and  needing  an  out- 
let so  imperatively,  we  would  request  an  early  consideration  of,  and  action  upon, 
this  matter  by  your  honorable  bodies.

In  order  to  save  very  deep  excavation,  the  fall  was  fixed  at  three  inches  for  100 
foet,  except  for  the  last  three  hundred  feet,  as  shown  in  the  profile,  beginning  one 
foot  lower  than  the  bed  of  the  exit  pipe  at  the  wall. 

If  the  present  plan  for  a  sewer  is  not  adopted,  or  if  the  necessary  delay  is  ob- 
jectionable, I  think  that  if  a  filter-cistern,  below  the  upper  cess-pool,  was  built, 
with  a  proper  arrangement  of  filtering  material,  of  pebbles,  bowlders,  and  sand,  ao 
that  the  water  would  filter  down  and  up  again  through  the  filtering  material  for 
about  fifteen  feet ;  and  a  filtering  trench,  also  made  below  the  lower  cess-pool,  the  area 
of  which  might  he  about  one  sqnare  yard,  and  the  length  30  or  40  feet,  filled  with 
similar  filtering  material,  and  then  well  covered  with  earth,  that  the  water  would 
have  no  offensive  odor  where  it  enters  the  brook,  and  that  then  the  upper  cess-pool 
would  only  need  to  be  cleaned  out  at  long  intervals.  The  cost  of  the  filter-cistern, 
filled  with  the  filtering  material,  would  be  about  two  hundred  dollars;  and  the 
cost  of  the  filtering  trench,  complete,  about  twenty-five  or  thirty  dollars.

Gentlemen: — At  your  last  meeting,  I  was  instructed  to  examine  the  papers  in  the 
matter  of  the  widening  of  Shelby  street,  and  report  whether  a  legal  assessment  of 
benefits  had  been  made. 
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I  would  report  that  I  have  examined  the  case,  and  find  that  the  petition  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Commissioners,  by  the  Council,  on  the  4th  of  February,  1878,  by  a  vote 
of  twenty-one  in  the  affirmative  and  none  in  the  negative ;  and  that  the  same  refer- 
ence was  made  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  on  the  5th  of  February,  1878,  by  a  vote 
of  seven  in  the  affirmative  and  none  in  the  negative.  That  the  resolution  adopting 
the  report  of  the  Commissioners  was  passed  by  the  Council  on  November  18th, 
1878,  by  a  vote  of  twenty  in  the  affirmative  and  two  in  the  negative;  and  the  same 
resolution  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  on  November  25th,  1878,  by  a 
vote  of  seven  in  the  affirmative  and  one  in  the  negative.

Gentlemen: — Your  Commissioners  do  respectfully  report  to  your  honorable  body,, 
in  the  matter  of  opening  and  widening  John  street,  from  Massachusetts  avenue  to 
Peru  avenue,  referred  back  to  us  for  reconsideration — 

First — That  in  our  former  report  to  vour  honorable  body,  in  conformity  with 
the  City  Attorney's  opinion  at  that  time,  we,  your  Commissioners,  proceeded  to  assess 
the  damages  to  the  land  taken  in  the  said  opening  of  John  street,  on  the  assump- 
tion that  the  alley  running  north  and  south  through  the  property  belonging  to 
Brown's  heirs  was  vacated ;  but,  in  this  investigation  of  the  matter,  it  appears  to 
be  a  doubtful  question  whether  the  alley  is  vacated  or  not :  hence,  your  Commis- 
sioners do  now  proceed  to  assess  the  damages  for  the  property  taken,  assuming 
that  the  alley  is  still  as  the  recorded  plat  indicates — thus  showing  lot  25  to  have  a 
frontage  on  Peru  avenue  only,  and  not  on  Massachusetts  avenue,  as  before  consid- 
ered. 

Therefore,  your  Commissioners  do  report  the  value  of  the  land  to  be  appropri- 
ated is,  in  the  aggregate,  nineteen  hundred  (1900)  dollars,  and  do  assess  the  dam- 
ages as  follows,  to-wit :

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  through  Councilman  Tucker,  presented 
the  following  communication ;  which  was  duly  received  : 

Indianapolis,  April  21,  1879. 

To  His  Honor,  John  Caven,  Mayor,  the  Common  Council, 

and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — We  wish  to  make  a  statement  to  you  regarding  an  ordinance  now 
under  consideration,  to  allow  a  side-track  to  our  warehouse,  on  the  corner  of  Mis- 
souri and  Georgia  streets. 

We  built  the  warehouse  in  about  eight  weeks,  and  only  completed  it  in  time  to 
receive  a  large  amount  of  hams  that  had  to  be  received  into  ice-storage  in  March. 
Being  located  on  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  Railroad,  some  of  the  officials  of  that  road  were 
seen  relative  to  laying  a  side-track,  and  they  agreed  to  lay  it  at  once,  and  volun- 
teered the  information  that  no  permit  from  Council  would  be  required,  as  Missouri 
street  had  been  used  for  canal  purposes,  and  did  not  come  under  same  rule  as  other 
streets. 

Mr.  Neeld  went,  immediately,  to  see  City  Attorney,  and  learned  that  a  permit 
would  be  necessary,  and  asked  him  to  prepare  an  ordinance.  On  the  Monday  fol- 
lowing, Mr.  Neeld  went  to  City  Attorney's  office  to  see  if  the  ordinance  would  be 
ready  to  present  to  Council  on  that  evening,  and  learned  that  it  would  be  two 
weeks  before  Council  met — namely,  April  7th — making,  in  all,  three  weeks  between 
meetings.  Mr.  Hawkins  advised  us  to  see  the  Railroad  Committee,  and  have  them 
view  the  point  at  which  the  switch  was  desired.  Before  we  could  get  committee 
together,  the  switch  was  put  in,  and  the  work  was  half  done  before  we  knew  it. 
At  this  point,  we  saw  one  of  the  Railroad  Committee,  and  he  said  there  would  be 
no  trouble,  and  to  let  the  work  go  on.  Another  member  of  the  committee  also 
examined  the  switch,  when  completed,  and  said  it  was  all  right,  and  there  could  be 
no  trouble  about  it, 
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If  we  have  done  anything  wrong,  it  has  been  through  ignorance,  and  not  an 
intention  on  our  part  to  ignore  the  authority  of  the  Council.  We  went  about  the 
matter  honestly,  and  with  no  intention  of  injuring  any  one's  property  or  violating 
any  laws ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  we  did  all  we  could  to  keep  inside  of  the  laws  and 
act  in  accordance  with  them. 

If,  however,  we  have  injured  any  one,  and  been  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  the 
law,  we  stand  ready  to  pay  damages  to  property  owner  and  suffer  penalty  of  the 
law.  We  have  built  a  large  warehouse,  at  a  heavy  cost,  and  are  carrying  on  a 
legitimate  business  and  one  of  not  a  little  importance  to  the  city;  and  if  a  switch  is 
denied  us,  our  outlay  of  money  will  be  a  total  loss.  We  have  ignorantly  pursued 
the  wrong  course  to  get  a  side-track  to  our  warehouse,  and  are  now  willing  to  sub- 
mit our  case  to  the  members  of  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

We  wish  to  say,  through  you,  to  the  owner  of  lot  lying  north  of  us,  that  we  will 
put  down  a  brick  pavement  in  front  of  his  lot  and  a  plank  crossing  over  the  switch, 
so  as  to  almost  wholly  obscure  the  switch,  and  leave  his  frontage  in  a  much  better 
condition  than  before  the  track  was  put  down.

^Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Opening,  etc.,  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  complete  papers  in  the  matter  of  the  vacation  of  the  plat  known 
as  Metcalf  and  Cook's  Subdivision  of  Blocks  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6  of  Wm.  F.  H.  and 
Almira  D.  Brooks's  Addition  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  having  made  a  careful 
and  full  examination  into  said  matter,  would  now  report  in  favor  of  such  vacation 
for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  Through  the  purchase  of  certain  tax-titles,  the  sole  ownership  of  said  Sub- 
division is  now  vested  in  Jacob  W.  Hoagland,  the  petitioner. 

2.  There  is  no  platted  territory  on  either  the  west  or  south  sides  of  the  proposed 
vacation. 

3.  The  east  line  of  this  Subdivision  is  Fall  Creek,  and,  consequently,  the  vaca- 
tion of  its  east  and  west  thoroughfare  will  work  no  harm  to  the  public. 

4.  There  is  no  public  thoroughfare  projecting  from  this  Subdivision  into  Burr 
and  Miller's  Addition,  lying  north  thereof.

Indianapolis,  April  21,  1879. 
To  the  Mayor,  and  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Ind. : 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned  respectfully  asks  a  reconsideration  of  your  order, 
passed  April  7th,  directing  the  Water- Works  Company  to  extend  its  mains  down 
Madison  avenue,  from  Morris  to  Nebraska  street,  the  city  taking  one  hydrant  upon 
said  extension,  a  distance  of  about  1500  feet. 

There  is  much  important  property  on  the  line  mentioned,  that  four  hydrants,  at 
least,  would  be  required  to  protect;  and,  as  compared  with  the  cost  and  utility  of 
cisterns  necessary  to  cover  the  same  territory,  or  a  steam  fire  engine,  as  now  being 
generally  urged,  I  submit,  with  respect,  the  city  can  well  afford,  on  the  score  of 
safety  and  economy,  to  place  the  four  hydrants  on  said  line,  being  one  to  each 
square. 

The  citizens  have  not  yet  come  to  the  support  of  the  mains  already  laid,  to  justify 
the  company  in  making  extensions,  much  as  we  desire  to  satisfy  all  demands;  and 
the  city's  assessment  of  $8000  on  existing  contracts,  during  the  past  two  years,  does 
not  add  to  an  already  impoverished  company's  ability  to  make  additional  invest- 
ments at  present. 

A  proposition,  already  made  to  Councilman  Bermann,  to  lay  the  desired  exten- 
sion of  6-inch  main,  on  terms  agreed  upon,  provided  the  city  established  and  main- 
tained four  hydrants,  or  one  to  each  square,  seems  to  us  as  eminently  fair  and  lib- 
eral ;  and  we  believe  your  honorable  body  will  so  consider  it,  upon  a  fuller  under- 
standing of  the  existing  condition  of  things.  The  nature  of  property  on  said  line 
does  not  promise  much  income  outside  of  the  fire-hydrants,  and  we  do  not  believe 
it  is  the  intention  or  desire  of  the  city  to  inflict  new  losses  upon  a  company  in  our 
circumstances. 

We,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  for  a  reconsideration,  and  the  establishment  of 
four  hydrants  as  suggested ;  whereupon,  the  agreement  or  proposition  to  Council- 
man Bermann  can  be  promptly  carried  out.

There  being  bridges  over  the  Run  immediately  above  and  below  the  one  proposed, 
the  public  interest  can  not  be  greatly  served  by  this  additional  one ;  and  as  the  im- 
provement of  the  street  can  not  be  utilized,  to  any  extent,  without  the  erection  of 
a  bridge,  we  would  recommend  that  the  ordinance  do  not  pass  at  this  time.

REPORTS,  ETC,  FROM  OFFICIAL  BOARDS. 


The  Fire  Board,  through  Councilman  Layman,  submitted  its  annual 
report,  together  with  a  like  report  from  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer ;  which 
were  duly  received,  and  then,  on  Councilman  Layman's  motion,  they 
were  referred  to  the  Council  and  Aldermanic  Committees  on  Printing, 
etc.,  with  instructions  to  have  three  hundred  or  five  hundred  pamphlet- 
copies  printed. 

The  report  from  the  Fire  Board  is  as  follows  : 

Headquarters  Fire  Department.  \ 
Indianapolis,  April  — .  1879.  1 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen : — The  Fire  Board  herewith  present  a  hrief  statement  of  the  general 
management  and  condition  of  the  Fire  Department  during  the  past  year  For 
the  detailed  and  itemized  statement,  we  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  annual  report 
of  John  G.  Fendergast,  Chief  Fire  Engineer. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  Mav  15th,  1879,  was  $68,856.75.  Of  this  amount,  we  have  expended 
$63,169.92.^ 

For  the  number  and  condition  of  the  various  apparatus,  and  all  real  and  personal 
property,  owned  and  in  use  in  the  Department  and  under  our  charge,  and  the  num- 
ber of  fires,  alarms,  losses,  etc.,  etc.,  during  the  past  year,  we  respectfully  refer  you 
to  the  report  of  the  Chief. 

This  report  shows  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  total  amount  of  losses  sustained 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  previous  years.    This  fact,  to  our  minds,  is  con- 
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vincing  evidence  of  increased  efficiency  in  our  Department;  and  in  this  efficiency, 
we  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying,  without  fear  of  successful  contradiction,  that  our 
Department  will  compare  favorably  and  to  advantage  with  any  in  the  country,  and 
is  near  unto  perfection. 

The  entire  time  consumed  and  necessary  to  get  each  company  ready  to  leave 
their  respective  houses,  in  answer  to  the  alarm,  is  from  twenty  to  twenty-live 
seconds  after, the  first  stroke  of  the  alarm  is  received.  This,  too,  at  any  hour  of  the 
day  or  night. 

To  the  end,  and  with  a  view  of  making  our  Department  prompt  and  efficient, 
our  Board  have  spared  no  necessary  or  proper  expense  within  our  appropriation; 
and  in  this  work  of  perfecting  this  very  important  branch  of  our  city  government 
under  our  charge,  we  have  been  to  a  very  great  extent  aided  and  assisted  by  the 
cheerful  and  hearty  co-operation  of  our  competent  and  efficient  Chief  Engineer, 
who,  by  his  example,  advice,  strict  enforcement  of  discipline,  and  promptness  and 
intelligence  displayed  by  him  in  the  performance  of  all  the  various  duties  devolv- 
ing upon  him,  has  largely  contributed  to  the  state  of  efficiency  to  which  our  De- 
partment has  been  perfected.  To  this  efficiency  is  due,  in  a  very  great  measure, 
the  great  lavor  and  confidence  in  which  our  Department  is  held  by  underwriters, 
and  the  extreme  low  rates  of  insurance  enjoyed  by  our  citizens. 

The  various  recommendations  made  by  our  Chief  Engineer  have  our  unqualified 
approval,  and  we  respectfully  call  to  them  your  careful  attention,  and  trust  you 
will  make  of  his  recommendations  such  disposition  as  in  your  judgment  may  seem 
proper. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  we  found  the  quantity  of  serviceable  hose 
entirely  inadequate,  and  so  limited  as  to  render  the  Department  inefficient  in  case 
-of  emergency  and  to  jeopardize  the  safety  of  the  property  of  our  citizens  in  case 
of  any  large  conflagration.  Our  Board  immediately  purchased  five  hundred  feet 
of  new  hose,  and,  upon  application,  vour  honorable  bodies  promptly  authorized  the 
purchase  by  us  of  the  requisite  amount  of  hose  to  insure  safety  and  protection. 
There  will  be  a  necessity  for  a  further  expenditure  in  this  direction  the  coining 
year,  as  there  is  not  a  sufficient  quantity  of  reliable,  serviceable  hose,  now  in  the 
Department,  to  furnish  each  reel  with  a  full  complement. 

The  intelligence,  capacity,  and  general  knowledge  of  his  duties,  as  shown  and 
exercised  in  the  management  of  our  fire-alarm  telegraph,  by  Mr.  Yeaton,  our  effi- 
cient Superintendent,  has  placed  our  fire-alarm  telegraph  in  a  state  of  efficiency 
equal,  if  not  superior,  to  that  of  any  similar  system  in  any  Department  in  the 
United  States  of  equal  proportions. 

In  addition  to  our  very  efficient  telegraph  system  we  are  connecting  all  the  dif- 
ferent engine  houses  together,  and  with  Headquarters,  by  telephone.  This  latter 
improvement  is  being  done  without  expense  to  the  city,  except  for  cost  of  wire  and 
insulators.  The  labor  is  performed  by  members  of  the  Department,  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  our  Superintendent  of  Fire- Alarm  Telegraph,  and  all 
instruments,  apparatus,  etc.,  necessary,  is  furnished,  without  expense  to  the  city,  by 
the  Indianapolis  District  Telephone  Company. 

Very  many  of  the  false  alarms  during  the  past  year  have  been  caused  by  im- 
proper and  irresponsible  parties  being  in  possession  of  duplicate  keys  to  the  alarm- 
boxes.  Each  run  of  the  Department,  whether  in  answer  to  a  genuine  or  false 
alarm,  is  attended  with  considerable  expense  for  repairs  on  apparatus,  damage  to 
stock,  etc  ,  etc.  In  view  of  this  fact,  to  save  unnecessary  expense,  and  to  prevent, 
as  much  us  is  possible,  these  false  alarms,  our  Board  adopted  a  new  and  improved 
lock  to  the  alarm-boxes,  at  a  total  expense  of  $206  to  the  city;  and  we  have  pro- 
vided a  limited  number  of  keys,  and  issued  such  orders  and  restrictions  as  to  their 
us<3  as  we  have  power  to  issue,  with  a  view  to  prevent  the  manufacture  of  and  pos- 
session of  any  key  by  any  improper  person.  We  suggest  the  propriety  of  your 
honorable  bodies  passing  such  penal  ordinance  as  will  punish  any  one  manufac- 
turing without  proper  authority,  or  supplying  any  improper  person  with  any  kev, 
and  punishing  any  one  found  in  unlawful  possession  of  any  key  to  any  alarm-box. 
We  think  such  an  ordinance  would  almost  entirely  prevent  and  do  away  with  false 
alarms,  and  thus  save  the  city  thousands  of  dollars'  unnecessary  expense  for  repairs 
•on  apparatus.     If  such  an  ordinance  should  be  passed,  it  should  be  kept  publicly 
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posted  in  all  engine  and  reel  houses,  and  placed  permanently  on  or  near  every  fire- 
alarm  box. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  the  stock  was  badly  run  down,  and  it  became 
necessary  to  re-place  many  horses  which  were  unserviceable,  broken  down,  and 
worthless  for  fire  purposes.  In  view  of  this  fact,  and  in  the  interest  of  efficiency, 
we  have  purchased,  this  year,  ten  (10)  horses,  costing  §1,835.  or  an  average  of 
$183.50  each;  and  we  feel  confident  in  saying  that,  with  few  exceptions,  we  have 
as  fine  and  serviceable  a  lot  of  horses  as  any  Department  in  the  United  States. 
"We  have  employed  in  our  Department  thirty-four  (34)  horses,  all  large  and  first- 
class,  and  for  size  and  weight  are  peculiarly  adapted  to  service  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. The  Board  have  employed  an  experienced  veterinary  surgeon,  who.  in 
addition  to  furnishing  medical  attendance  on  all  sick  and  disabled  horses,  makes 
frequent  visits  of  inspection  among  the  horses  employed  in  the  Department.  "We 
find  this  most  economical  and  satisfactory,  and  prevents  the  stock,  in  very  many 
cases,  from  becoming  sick,  disabled,  or  unserviceable 

During  the  year  two  (2)  horses  have  died,  and  six  (6)  unserviceable  and  disabled 
horses,  unfit  for  further  use  in  the  Department,  have  been  sold  for  $360,  or  an  av- 
erage of  $60  each,  and  one  worthless  horse  was  given  away,  in  consequence  of  not 
being  able  to  sell  him  lor  anything. 

The  total  expense  and  cost  of  the  Department,  including  salaries  for  the  year,  is 
$63,169.92.  This  is  $10,571  less  than  the  expense  incurred  during  the  last  year, 
ending  15th  of  May,  1878;  $34,813  less  than  it  cost  to  maintain  the  Department 
during  the  year  ending  May  15th,  1877;  and  $54,996  less  than  was  expended  for 
the  Department  during  the  year  1876;  and  $74,937  less  than  that  of  1875.  The 
principal  items  of  saving  during  the  past  year,  aside  from  salaries,  have  been  in  the 
items  of  fuel,  forage,  repairs  on  harness,  and  repairs  generally.  The  Chief  has 
organized  a  harness-repair  department,  where  all  harness  in  use  in  the  Department 
is  repaired  by  men  detailed  from  the  Department,  without  extra  expense  for  this 
purpose,  and  at  a  very  small  cost  to  the  city  as  compared  with  previous  years.  The 
Department  owns  the  most  approved  patent  appliances  and  methods  for  suspend- 
ing and  adjusting  harness,  thus  allowing  the  horses  to  stand  at  ease,  at  all  times, 
without  being  at  any  time  encumbered  with  any  portion  of  the  harness,  except 
when  necessary  to  attend  alarms.  This  system  is  not  only  a  very  great  saving  to 
the  harness,  but  much  easier  and  more  humane  to  the  iorses,  increasing  and  ex- 
tending their  time  of  usefulness  in  the  Department. 

As  showing  the  rapidity  with  which  the  harness  can  be  adjusted  securely  to  the 
horses,  and  to  demonstrate  the  entire  efficiency  and  promptness  of  our  Department, 
we  would  again  say,  that  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  seconds,  only,  is  nece-sary  to 
adjust  the  harness  to  the  horses  and  to  be  in  readiness  to  attend  any  fire  after  the 
first  alarm  is  sounded. 

"We  have  had  no  reels  re-built,  nor  have  we  bought  any  new  apparatus  of  any 
kind,  during  the  past  year;  but  we  have  purchased  a  buggy  for  Chief  and  a  wagon 
for  Superintendent  of  Eire-Alarm  Telegraph. 

There  are  several  reels  now  in  use  that  are-  so  nearly  worn  out  as  to  make  it  al- 
most a  necessity  to  supply  their  places  with  new  ones  during  the  coming  year. 
"W<\  therefore,  strongly  recommend  the  purchasing  of  at  least  two  four-wheeled 
reels,  to  supply  the  places  of  two  of  the  old-style  reels,  so  near  worn  out.  The  ex- 
pense of  re-building  the  old  reels  would  be  nearly  as  much  as  the  cost  of  new  ones;. 
besides,  we  believe  the  four-wheeled  reels  are  the  best  and  most  economical,  they 
being  much  easier  on -the  horses  and  will  carry  nearly,  or  quite,  double  the  amount 
of  hose  that  can  be  carried  by  a  reel  of  the  old  style. 

"We  recommend  the  exchanging  of  steamer  number  seven  (now  out  of  service) 
for  one  of  smaller  size,  or,  perhaps,  the  selling  of  this  engine,  as  it  is  entirely  too 
heavy  to  be  of  any  practical  use  in  a  city  the  size  of  ours,  and  with  streets  con- 
structed of  the  materials  with  which  our  streets  are  made. 

"We  have  under  our  control  eleven  (11)  engine  and  reel  houses.  Ten  of  these 
houses  are  brick,  built  on  ground  owned  by  the  city,  and  one  frame  building  on 
leased  ground.  All  are  occupied  as  company  stations;  and  the  brick  building,  cor- 
ner of  Massachusetts  avenue  and  New  York  street,  in  addition  to  being  occupied. 
as  a  company  station,  is  used  as  a  Headquarters  for  the  Department,  Headquarters- 
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for  the  Fire- Alarm  Telegraph,  and  a  general  supply  depot  for  the  supplies  of  the 
Department. 

Kecognizing  the  value  and  importance  of  this  property  to  the  city,  we  have 
placed  a  small  amount  of  insurance  on  each  building,  and  the  machinery,  furniture, 
etc..  contained  therein,  together  with  the  fire-alarm  telegraph  in  the  building  known 
as  Headquarters.  The  total  amount  of  insurance  is  $24,900.  The  great  necessity 
of  this  insurance  is  occasioned  from  the  fact  of  these  buildings  being  left  open  and 
without  any  watchman,  during  the  absence  of  the  company  to  attend  alarms. 

Since  the  substitution  of  coal  oil  for  gas  in  the  different  engine  and  reel  houses, 
the  expense  of  lighting  is  not  to  exceed  $350  per  annum,  and  is  a  great  saving  as- 
compared  to  previous  years,  when  lighted  by  gas  at  an  expense  of  $1,800  to  $2,000 
per  annum. 

If  it  were  possible  to  dispose  of  some  of  our  engine  house  property  to  advantage, 
so  as  to  allow  a  re-distribution  of  apparatus  throughout  the  city,  we  think,  with  our 
pre=ent  system  of  water-works  protection,  we  might,  without  endangering  the  safety 
of  the  property  of  our  citizens,  still  further  reduce  the  number  of  steamers  now  in 
use,  or,  at  least,  prevent  the  necessity  of  any  further  increase  in  this  direction. 
"While  we  recognize  not  only  the  right,  but  the  importance  and  necessity,  of  all 
portions  of  our  city  being  amply  provided  with  fire  protection,  we  can  not.  in  our 
present  condition  of  finances,  recommend  any  further  increase  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, believing  that  the  Department,  as  now  organized,  can  be  made  available  and 
reliable  to  suppress  conflagration  in  any  part  of  our  city.  This  is  especially  true- 
if  the  proper  steps  are  taken  to  improve  the  streets  and  highways  of  the  city. 

"We  think  it  will  become  necessary  to  re-place  or  re-build  the  ladder  truck  now 
stationed  at  Headquarters,  as  it  is  much  worn  and  in  need  of  repairs.  We  also 
recommend  the  purchase  of  a  light  ladder  truck,  for  the  use  of  the  company  sta- 
tioned in  South  street,  and  which  ladders  are  now,  from  necessity,  transported  on 
the  "Skinner  Truck."  If  this  could  be  done,  the  Skinner  Truck,  so  cumbersome 
and  unmanageable,  could  be  housed  in  some  central  locality,  and  used  only  in  cases- 
of  emergency.  At  present  there  are  no  other  ladders  except  these  on  the  southside, 
and  they  can  not  be  dispensed  with  without  danger  to  that  part  of  our  city. 

We  also  recommend  the  building  of  an  addition  to  the  rear  of  Headquarters' 
house,  with  a  view  of  making  room,  below,  for  a  blacksmith  and  repair  shop,  and, 
above,  for  a  general  repair  shop  for  harness  and  other  repairs  that  can  be  made  by 
men  detailed  for  the  purpose. 

The  improved  discipline  and  good  behavior,  as  shown  by  the  men,  is  made  evi- 
dent by  the  decided  decrease  of  complaints  made  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
previous  years;  and  this  is  especially  true  with  reference  to  the  more  serious  com- 
plaints of  intoxication,  disobedience  of  orders,  etc.,  etc.,  a  very  small  portion  of  the- 
complaints  being  of  this  nature. 

There  has  been  but  few  changes  among  the  men  in  the  Department  during  the 
past  year.  This,  of  itself,  is  a  cause  of  congratulation,  not  only  in  showing  an  ex- 
cellent state  of  discipline,  but  because  experience  everywhere  proves  that  numer- 
ous or  radical  changes  in  the  personnel  of  a  Fire  Department  has  a  decided  tendency 
to  impair  its  efficiency. 

We  have  been  greatly  encouraged  by  the  many  flattering  compliments  received 
at  the  hands  of  our  citizens  and  visitors  from  other  places.  That  our  citizens, 
without,  perhaps,  an  exception,  repose  the  utmost  confidence  in  oar  Department 
is  evident  from  the  unanimity  in  which  they  acquiesce  in  all  that  we  claim  for  it. 
Everything  that  lay  in  our  power  has  been  done  by  us,  and  by  our  officers,  and  the 
men  of  the  different  companies,  to  protect  the  property  of  our  citizens  from  the 
ravages  of  the  destroy  in  g  element — a  work  in  which  we  think  we  have  been  re- 
markably successful,  especially  when  the  combustible  nature  of  a  considerable 
number  of  the  buildings  in  some  portions  of  our  beautiful  city  are  considered. 

In  many  cases  much  loss  might  be  prevented  were  the  alarms  more  correctly 
sent  in.  In  many  cases,  under  excitement  or  otherwise,  the  alarm  is  sent  in  from 
some  box  not  nearest  the  fire,  which  causes  the  Department  to  go  out  of  the  way, 
or  causes  delay  in  getting  water  on  the  burning  building.  This  was  the  fact  in  the 
case  of  the  fire  at  corner  of  Home  and  College  avenues,  on  the  morning  of  the  4th 
of  July,  1878.     The  key  was  broken  off  in  the  box  nearest  the  fire,  and,  not  being 
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able  to  open  it,  the  alarm  was  sent  in  from  a  box  located  a  considerable  distance 
from  the  fire,  causing  the  Department  to  go  out  of  the  way  at  first,  and  delayed 
the  getting  of  water  on  the  burning  buildings ;  in  consequence  of  which  delay,  the 
loss  was  very  much  greater  than  if  water  had  been  promptly  put  on  them. 

The  powers  of  the  Tire  Board  are,  as  is  well  known,  very  limited.  That  they 
should,  if  possible,  be  increased,  admits  of  reasonable  doubt.  The  Fire  Board, 
together  with  the  City  Attorney,  should  have  full  power  to  compel  the  improve- 
ment, changing,  and  re-modeling  of  unsafe  buildings,  and  the  removing  or  tearing 
down,  if  necessary,  of  insecure  walls  or  structures,  subject  only  to  the  approval  of 
your  honorable  bodies. 

Our  Department,  as  now  organized  and  conducted,  is  an  institution  to  which  our 
Common  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  citizens  generally  may  refer  with  just 
pride,  and  it  is  amply  sufficient  to  protect  the  property  of  all  our  citizens. 

For  the  more  general  details  of  the  Department,  we  respectfully  call  your  atten- 
tion and  refer  you  to  the  very  able  and  exhaustive  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
herewith  submitted,  and  respectfully  recommend  that  it  be  printed  in  pamphlet 
form,  for  distribution  among  such  of  our  citizens  as  may  wish  to  investigate  the 
workings  of  our  Department,  and  for  purposes  of  distribution  and  exchange  with 
other  cities,  who  furnish  us  with  their  annual  reports  and  make  frequent  requests  for 
ours  in  exchange. 

To  your  honorable  bodies,  we  tender  our  thanks  for  the  uniform  confidence 
placed  in  us  since  confiding  to  our  hands  this  important  trust,  and  for  the  uniform 
promptness  and  willingness  with  which  you,  upon  our  application,  have  voted  the 
necessary  aid  to  maintain  this  important  Department.  And  in  returning  this  trust 
back  into  your  hands,  we  feel  conscious  it  has  not  suffered  during  our  administra- 
tion of  the  same. 

To  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Department,  we  earnestly  tender  our  thanks,  for 
the  very  valuable  aid  they  have  rendered  us  in  the  work  of  improving  the  condi- 
tion and  reducing  the  expenses  of  the  Department,  and  their  ready  acquiescence 
and  compliance  with  all  the  directions  of  the  Board.

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To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committees  on  Printing,  etc.,  would,  jointly,  report  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  cost  of  the  city's  printing,  stationery,  and  advertising  during  the  past  year 
has  aggregated  the  moderate  sum  of  $4,871.22.  The  city  offices  and  departments 
have  been  abundantly  supplied  with  every  needed  article  in  these  several  lines; 
but,  as  an  indisputable  evidence  of  the  economy  exercised  by  your  committees  in 
the  department  which  you  placed  in  their  charge  on  May  28th  and  June  3d,  1878, 
we  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  table,  compiled  from  the  printed  journals  of 
the  Common  Council:

Our  estimate  for  the  year  now  closing  was  $6,500;  thus,  it  will  be  seen,  that  we 
have  kept  the  expenditures  on  account  of  our  particular  department  below  our 
estimate  by  $1,628.78. 

We  would  recommend  that  immediate  steps  be  instituted  for  receiving  proposals 
for  doing  the  city  printing  for  the  ensuing  year,  so  that  the  printing  of  the  journals 
of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  may  be  more  promptly  entered 
upon  by  the  establishment  to  which  the  city  printing  contract  shall  be  awarded  than 
was  the  fact  during  the  year  now  closing.  Last  year,  this  contract  was  not  awarded 
until  the  24th  June,  the  journal  of  the  first  session  of  the  Common  Council  was  not 
placed  on  the  desks  of  the  Councilmen  until  July  15th,  and  the  city  printer  did 
not  catch  up  with  his  work  until  the  session  held  on  November  4th.  If  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  would  appoint  the  Coun- 
cil and  Aldermanic  Committees  on  Printing  at  the  first  sessions  of  the  bodies  over 
which  they  preside,  the  printing  contract  could  be  awarded  at  least  a  month  earlier 
than  was  the  case  during  the  present  year,  and,  consequently,  after  the  first  month,, 
the  printing  of  the  journals  could  be  kept  sharply  up  to  each  preceding  session.

and  truckways  shall  be  constructed  under  the  direction  and  to  the  approval  of  the

but,  as  an  indisputable  evidence  of  the  economy  exercised  by  your  committees  in 
the  department  which  you  placed  in  their  charge  on  May  28th  and  June  3d,  1878, 
we  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  table,  compiled  from  the  printed  journals  of 
the  Common  Council:

Our  estimate  for  the  year  now  closing  was  $6,500;  thus,  it  will  be  seen,  that  we 
have  kept  the  expenditures  on  account  of  our  particular  department  below  our 
estimate  by  $1,628.78. 

We  would  recommend  that  immediate  steps  be  instituted  for  receiving  proposals 
for  doing  the  city  printing  for  the  ensuing  year,  so  that  the  printing  of  the  journals 
of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  may  be  more  promptly  entered 
upon  by  the  establishment  to  which  the  city  printing  contract  shall  be  awarded  than 
was  the  fact  during  the  year  now  closing.  Last  year,  this  contract  was  not  awarded 
until  the  24th  June,  the  journal  of  the  first  session  of  the  Common  Council  was  not 
placed  on  the  desks  of  the  Councilmen  until  July  15th,  and  the  city  printer  did 
not  catch  up  with  his  work  until  the  session  held  on  November  4th.  If  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  would  appoint  the  Coun- 
cil and  Aldermanic  Committees  on  Printing  at  the  first  sessions  of  the  bodies  over 
which  they  preside,  the  printing  contract  could  be  awarded  at  least  a  month  earlier 
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than  was  the  case  during  the  present  year,  and,  consequently,  after  the  first  month, 
the  printing  of  the  journals  could  be  kept  sharply  up  to  each  preceding  session.

King  and  others,  owners  of  property  on  the  line  of  the  proposed  new  sidewalk  west 
of  White  River,  beg  to  report  that  we  have  investigated  the  matter,  and  find  that 
some  of  these  property  owners  have  already  been  to  the  expense  of  filling  and 
grading  in  front  of  their  property.  We  find,  also,  that  a  similar  petition  from  the 
Indiana  National  Bank,  which  owns  property  on  the  line  of  the  proposed  improve- 
ment, was  granted  since  the  introduction  of  the  pending  ordinance.  We  are, 
therefore,  of  the  opinion  that,  in  justice  to  the  petitioners,  their  prayer  should  be 
granted.

Annual  Report  from  City  Civil  Engineer. 


To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report,  for  the  year  ending 
May  1st,  1878. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  inactivity  in  this  Department,  owing  to 
meagre  appropriations,  unavoidable  in  view  of  the  city's  financial  condition.  This 
is  to  be  regretted,  when  we  remember  the  pressing  needs  of  this  Department,  how 
much  there  is  to  complete,  how  many  necessary  additions  to  be  made  in  order  to 
bring  it  to  its  proper  standard — a  result  I  have  hoped  for,  and  made  efforts  to  ob- 
tain; and  though  not  fully  realizing  the  hope,  I  am  happy  to  say  my  efforts  are 
not  wholly  unrewarded. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  present  the  claims  of  this  office  to  your  consideration,  as  you 
are  doubtless  conversant  with  its  needs,  and,  when  able,  will  investigate  and  pro- 
vide for  its  just  wants. 

But  little  has  been  done  in  the  improvement  of  streets,  alleys,  etc.,  this  year; 
and,  in  comparison  with  other  years,  we  make  but  a  poor  showing.

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BRIDGES. 

No  new  bridges  have  been  constructed  during  the  year. 

The  iron  viaduct  over  the  Union  Kailway  tracks,  on  Delaware  street,  was  pro- 
nounced unsafe,  and  proposals  were  received  to  take  down  and  store  the  same.  A 
contract  for  this  work  was  awarded  at  $495,  the  lowest  bid,  and  the  bridge  was 
taken  down  and  stored,  in  parts,  at  the  following  named  points: 

On  Vermont  street,  at  canal  crossing. 
On  Walnut  street,  at  canal  crossing. 
On  St.  Clair  street,  at  canal  crossing. 
On  Fifth  street,  at  canal  crossing. 
On  Wilkins  street,  at  Pogue's  Kun  crossing. 
On  Ohio  street,  at  Pogue's  Kun  crossing. 
On  Hanna  street,  at  Pogue's  Eun  crossing. 
In  City  Yard,  near  Lockerbie  street. 

This  disposition  was  thought  desirable,  as  bridges  were  likely  to  be  built  at  the 
points  named,  in  which  the  old  material  could  be  used. 

SEWERS. 

But  one  sewer  was  commenced,  and  that  is  now  being  built.  It  is  a  two-foot 
brick  sewer,  beginning  at  the  east  line  of  the  Central  Station  House  and  running, 
in  and  along  Pearl  street,  to  the  first  alley  east  of  Delaware  street;  thence,  south, 
in  and  along  said  alley,  to  Maryland  street;  thence,  west,  in  and  along  Maryland 
street,  to  and  connecting  with  the  Virginia  avenue  sewer. 

CONTRACTS. 

There  are  a  few  contracts  on  hand,  some  of  which  are  about  completed,  while 
the  others  are  under  way. 

The  following  are  contracts  uncompleted : 

For  grading  and  graveling  the  first  alley  north  of  Fletcher  avenue,  from  Cedar 
street  to  Dillon  street.

For  constructing  a  brick  sewer,  from  the  east  line  of  the  Central  Station  House,  in 
and  along  Pearl  street,  to  the  first  alley  east  of  Delaware  street;  thence,  south, 
in  and  along  said  alley,  to  Maryland  street;  thence,  west,  to  and  connecting 
with  the  Virginia  avenue  sewer. 

For  grading  and  graveling  the  first  alley  east  of  the  lower  arm  of  the  canal,  from 
Washington  street  to  its  southern  terminus. 

For  building  stone  abutments  on  the  Central  canal,  at  the  crossing  of  Vermont 
street.

GAS   DEPARTMENT. 

Since  last  report,  forty-eight  additional  lamp-posts  have  been  erected.  Of  these, 
nineteen  were  ordered  to  be  lighted  on  and  after  April  1st,  1878 ;  the  others  (twenty- 
nine  in  number)  were  ordered  to  be  lighted  on  and  after  April  20th,  1878. 

The  location  and  number  of  the  new  lamps  are  as  follows :

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These  public  lamps  are  lighted,  extinguished,  cleaned,  and  kept  in  repair  by  the 
Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  for  which  it  receives  $29  per  annum 
for  each  lamp. 

The  same  company  supplies  gas,  by  meter  measurement,  to  all  of  the  engine- 
houses,  tunnel,  market-house,  station-houses,White  River  bridge,  and  Military  Park. 
This  formerly  cost  $2.50  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  but  is  now  supplied  for  $2  per 
thousand  cubic  feet.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen,  for  courtesy  extended  to  me  in  our  official  and  personal 
relations.  My  thanks  are,  also,  due  my  assistants,  whom  I  commend  for  their  in- 
tegrity and  attention  to  duty.
